To  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 
The  present  assembling  of  the  legisla- 
tive branch  of  our  government  occurs 
at  a  time  when  the  interest  o^f  our  people 
and  the  needs  of  the  country  give  a  spe- 
cial prominence  to  foreign  relations  and 
the  national  finances.  The  reports  of 
the  heads  of  the  several  administrative 
departm^-nts  <»f  the  .gi>vernment  fully 
and  plainly  exhibit  wiiat  has  been  ac- 
complisheil  within  the  scope  of  their 
respective  duties  and  presents  such  re- 
commendations for  the  betterment  of 
our  country's  conditions  as  patriotic 
and  intelligent  labor  and  observation 
suggest.  1  therefore  deem  my  execu- 
tive duty  adequately  performed  at  this 
time  by  presenting  to  congress  t'ne  im- 
portant phases  of  our  situation  as  re- 
lated to  our  Intercourse  with  foreign 
nations  and  a  statement  of  the  finan- 
cial problems  which  confront  us.  omit- 
ting, except  as  they  are  rvlated  to  ihes^ 
topics,  any  reference  to  departmental 
operations.  I  earnestly  invite,  however, 
not  only  the  careful  consideration,  but 
the  severely  critical  scrutiny  of  the 
congress  and  my  fellow  countrymen  to 
the  reports  concerning  these  depart- 
mental operations.  If  justly  and  faith- 
fully e:Kamine;l  they  will  furnish  priKit 
of  assiduous  and  pains-taking  care  for 
the  pu'olic  Welfare.  , 

CHINA  AND  JAPAN. 
The  close  of  the  momentous  struggle 
between  China  and  Japan,  while  reliev- 
ing the  diplomatic  agents  of  this  gov- 
ernment from  the  delicate  duty  they 
umlertook  at  the  re<iuest  of  both  coun- 
tries, of  rendering  such  service  to  the 
subjects  of  either  belligerent  within 
th^*  territorial  limits  of  the  other  as  our 
neutral  position  permitted,  developed  a 
domestic  condition  in  the  Chinese  empire- 
which       has       caused  much        anx- 

iety and  called  for  prompt 
and         careful  ■       attention.  Either 

as  a  rule  of  we?Jk  control  by  the 
central  government  over  the  provin- 
cial administrations,  following  a  dim- 
inution of  traditional  governmental 
authority  under  the  stress  of  an  over- 
whelming national  disaster,  or  as  a 
manifestation  upon  gi-ei  opportunity 
of  the  aversion  of  the  Chinese  popula- 
tion to  ail  foreign  ways  and  undertak- 
in:rs.  th^re  ha\e  occurred  in  widely 
sei>arated  provinces  of  China  serious 
outbreaks  of  the  old  fanatical  splHt 
against  foreigners,  which,  unchecked 
by  the  I'xral  authorities  ii  not  actually 
conived  at  by  them. have  culminated  in 
m  "b  attaci-LS  on  foreign  missionary  sta- 
tions, causing  rr.ucn  destruction  of 
I  roi>»rty  and  attended  with  personal 
injuries  as  well  as  loss  of  life. 

Although  but  one  American  citizen 
was  reported  to  have  been  actually 
wounded,  and  although  the  destruction 
of  prr>perty  may  have  fallen  more  heavi- 
ly ur-'n  the  missionaries  of  other  na- 
tionalities than  our  ov.n.  it  plainly  be- 
hooved this  governmtnt  to  take  the  most 
prompt  and  decltled  action  to  guard 
against  similar  or  perhaps  more  dread- 
ful e,ilamities  befalling  the  hundreds 
>f  American  mission  stations  which 
have  grown  up  throughout  the  interior 
of  China  under  the  temporary  rule  of 
toleration,  custom  and  Imperial  edict. 
The  demands  of  the  T'nited  States  and 
other  powers  for  the  degradation  and 
punishment  of  the  resfwjnsible  officials 
of  the  respective  cities  and  provinces, 
who  by  neglect  or  otherwise  had  per- 
mitted uprisings  and  for  the  adoption 
of  stern  measures  by  the  emperor's 
government  for  the  protection  of  the 
life  and  propert.v  of  foreigners,  were 
followed  by  the  dhsgrace  and  dismissal 
of  certain  provincial  officials  found  de- 
relict In  duty  and  the  punishment  by 
death  of  a  number  of  those  adjudged 
guilty  of  actual  participation  In  the  out- 
rages. 

This  government  Insisted  that  a  spe- 
cial American  commission  should  visit 
the  i>rovlnce  where  the  first  disturbance 
occurred  for  the  pur]>ose  of  investigat- 
ing. This  latter  commission,  formed 
after  much  opposition  has  gone  over 
t.he  land  from  Tien  Tsin  accompanied 
by  a  suitable  Chinese  escort  and  by  its 
demonstration  of  the  readiness  and 
ability  of  our  g.>vernment  to  protect 
its  citizens  will  .act.  it  Is  believed,  as 
a  mo.Mt  Influential  deterrent  of  similar 
outbreaks.  The  energetic  steps  we  have 
thus  taken  are  all  the  more  likely  to 
result  In  future  safety  ti>  our  citizens 
in  China,  because  the  imperial  govern- 
ment is,  I  am  persuaded,  entirely  con- 
vinced that    we  desire. 

THE  WALLER  OUTRAGE. 
The  <u3tjmar>-  cordial  relations  be- 
tween th's  oiAintry  and  France  have  been 
undisturb-J  with  the  exception  that  a 
full  explanation  of  Che  treatment  of  John 
L.  Waller,  by  th«  expe<l'.tl/nary  militia 
authorities  of  France,  still  remains  to 
,b-  given.  Mr.  WalU-r.  formerly  United 
States  consul  at  Tanaatave,  remained  in 


Ma<l!agaacar  after  his  term  of  office  had 
expired  and  was  apparently  succes.'rful 
;n  ptoeunng  husim  ss  concessljos  fnni 
-he  Hovaa,  of  greater  or  less  value. 
After  the  occ-mpation  of  Tamatave  and 
the  dedaimtifon  of  martial  law  by  the 
French  he  was  arrest*'d  ui>on  various 
(.charges,  a.TiKjng  the  m  that  of  communi- 
cating miUtary  information  to  the  ern.- 
mies  of  France,  was  trit-d  and  convicted 
by  a  mi'litiiry  cribunal  and  sentenced  to 
twenty  years  imprisonment.  Foll;>wing 
the  course,  justifitd  by  abundant  prece- 
dents chrs  government  requested  from 
that  of  France  tlhe  record  of  the  pro- 
ce.i-dings  of  the  French  tritwnal  \Vhien 
rt_ suited,  in  Mr.  Waller's  cmdemnation. 
This  request  husi  been  complied  witl»  Uy 
the  extent  of  supplying  a  copy  of  the 
ofticial  a-ecoid,  fnjm  which  appear  the 
constituitlon  and  organization  of  fhe 
ourt,  the  dharges  as  formulated  and  the 
general  course  and  result  of  Lae  trial, 
and  by  whieJj  it  i^s  sihown  that  the  ac- 
cused was  tried  in  operr  court  and  was 
defended  by  counsel.  But  the  evidence 
addijced  in  supr>)rt  of  the  chaises — which 
was  not  received  by  the  French  'minister 
for  foreign  affairs  till  ithe^  first  week  in 
October — has  thus  far  l>een  withheld,  th' 
Frencth  government  taking  the  ground 
t'nat  its  production,  in  response  to  our 
demand  w.iuld  (.establish  a  bad  prect- 
dont.  The  t  ffor'ts  of  our  am»i;ia.ssad  »r  tn 
pr.X!Ure  it,  however,  though  imi»edied  by 
recent  changes  in  the  French  ministry 
have  not  been  satisfied,  but  it  is  con- 
fidently expi:-cted  that  some  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  matter  will  shortly  b  • 
reached.  Meanwhile  it  appears  that  Mr. 
Waller's  confinement  has  tverj"  civil  at- 
tention w'hk'h!  .the  Ktate  cf  his  health  de- 
mands «;r  permits. 

In  agreeable  contrast  t..>  tha  difference 
above  noted,  respeating  a  matter  of  com- 
mon concern  where  nothing  is  .sought  ex- 
cept such  a  mutually  .satisfactory  out- 
come as  the  true  merits  of  the  case  re- 
quire, is  the  recent  res-ilution  of  the 
French  c'laambersi  favi;ring  the  conclu- 
sion of  a  ptjmianent  treaty  of  arbitra- 
tion between  the  two  countries. 

An  invitation  has  been  extended  by 
France  tj  the  government  and  peoi>le  of 
the  Unite<l  Sate«  to  {.larticijiate  in  a 
.great  international  exposition  at  Paris 
in  1900  as  a  suitable  commemoration  of 
the  close  of  this,  the  world's  marvelous 
century  of  prosperity  and  progress.  1 
heartily  rrcommend  its  acceptance,  to- 
gether w:L'th  such  legislation  as  will  ade- 
quately provide  for  a  due  representation 
of  this  government  and  its  people  on  the 
occasion. 

RELATIONS  WITH  GEPJVL\NY. 
Our  relations  with  the  states  of  th./ 
German  empire  are  in  some  respects 
typical  of  a  condition  of  things  elsewhere 
found  lit!'  caur.:ries  wbose  productions 
and  trades  are  similar  to  our  own.  The 
close  rivalries  of  compe-ting  industries; 
the  influence  of  the  delusive  doctrine 
thaC  the  ir.ttmal  development  of  a  na- 
tion is  procnottd  and  its  wealth  increa.scd 
by  a  pilicy  which,  in  undertaking  to  re- 
serve its  home  markets  for  tihe  exclusive 
use  of  its  own  producers,  necessarily  oI>- 
structs  their  sales  in  foreign  markets 
and  pirevents  free  access  to  the  products 
of  the  world's  trade,  in  'time-worn  rules. 
regardless  of  the  inexorable  laws  of  new 
needs  and  changed  conditions  of  dtmand 
and  supyly.  and  our  own  halting  tardi- 
nei'ss  in  invitjri-g  a  freer  exchange  of  com- 
modities and  by  this  rneans  imperiling 
our  fo<oting  in  the  external  markets  na- 
turally open  to  us.  have  created  a  situa- 
tion suDOiewhiat  Injurious  to  American  ex- 
p-^rt  interests,  not  only  in  •Germany 
where  they  are  perhaps  most  noticeable. 
l>u:  in  adjacent  countries.  The  exports 
affected  are  largely  American  cattle  and 
other  food  pr-ducts.  ths  reason  assignfl 
f-->r  unfavorable  discrimination  being 
that  their  consumplLini  is  deleterious  to 
the  public  health.  This  is  all  the  more 
irr^tirjg  in  view  of  t'ne  fact  that  n^ 
European  state  is  as  jealous  of  the  ex- 
cellence or  wholesame  character  of  i:s 
imported  food  supplies  as  the  United 
.States  ni?r  so  easily  able  on  account  of 
inherent  .soundness  to  guarantee  those 
qualities. 

Nor  are  these  difHcUlties  eonfined  to 
our  fojd  products  deiii^r.ed  for  exp^trta- 
tion.  Our  great  insurance  companies  for 
example,  having  built  up  a  vast  business 
abroad  ar^d  invested  a  large  share  of 
their  gains  in  foreign  covmtrits  in  com- 
pliance wifh  the  local  laws  and  regula- 
tions then  exisring,  now  find  thems^lv.  s 
within  a  r.arrowin.g  circle  of  onerous  ami 
unforeseen  conditions,  and  are  confront-  d 
'oy  the  necessity  of  retirement  from  a 
fidl  thus  made  unpn:fitable.  if  indeed 
the  y  are  not  summarily  expelled,  as 
some  of  them  have  lately  been  fr'm 
Prussia.  In  o«r  dealings  with  other  na- 
tions w^  ought  to  be  open  har^dwl  and 
s-^rupulously  fair.  If  an  examinaiion  of 
the  situation  suggests  such  measures  oa 
our  part  as  would  involve  restrictions 
similar  to  those  from  which  we  suffered. 
tlie  way  to  ^jch  a  course  is  eas>-.  it 
should. "however,  by  no  nv^ans  be  lightly 
enf^rtd  up.rt,  since  the  Inauguration  '.f 
such  a  Dolicy  would  be  regretted  by  the 
best  sentlme.^.t  of  our  people,  and  be- 
cause it  naturally  and  logically  might 
lead  to  consequences  of  the  gravcst  char-

States  as  regards  the  controversy 
Sf .  nied  to  he  required,  both  on  It.'*  own  ac- 
count and  in  view  of  its  relations  with 
the  friendly  powers  directly  ccmcerned. 
In  July  last,  therefore,  a  dispatch  was 
addressed  to  our  amba.«.sador  at  London 
for  communication  to  the  British  govern- 
ment, in  which  the  attitude  of  the  United 
States  was  fully  and  distinctly  set  forth. 
The  general  conclusions  therein  reached 
and  formulated  are  In  substance  that  the 
traditional  and  established  policy  of  this 
governmeat  is  firmly  opposed  to  a  forcible 
Increase  by  any  European  power  of  Us 
territorial  po.ssesslonrf  on  this  continent ; 
that  Its  position  is  as  well  founded  as  It 
l.q  strongly  supported  by  numerous  prece- 
dents. That  aa  a  consequence,  the  United 
States  is  bound  to  protest  against  the 
enlargement  of  the  area  of  British 
Guiana  in  derogation  of  treaty  rights  and 
against  the  will  of  Venezuela;  that  con- 


sidering the  disparity  in  the  strength  of 
Great  Biltaln  and  Venezuela,  the  terri- 
torial di:^pute  between  them  can  be  rea- 
sonably settled  only  by  friendly  and  Im- 
partial arbitration  and  that  the  resort  to 
such  arbitration  should  Include  the  whole 
controversy,  antl  Is  not  satisfied  if  one 
of  tht-  powers  concerned  is  permitted  to 
draw  an  arbltiary  line  through  the  terri- 
tory in  debate  and  to  declare  that  it  will 
submit  lo  arbitration  only  the  portion  ly- 
ing on  one  side  of  It. 

In   view  of  these  ccmduslons,    the  dis- 
patch In  (juestlon  called  upon  the  British 
government  for  a  definite  answer  to  the 
questicm  wheth«  r  it  would  or  not  subndt 
the   territorial    controversy    lietween      it- 
•self  and  Venezuela  In  its  entirety  to  im- 
partial arbitration.   The  answer     of     th*» 
British    go\einment    has   not      tj»^en      re- 
ceived,   but    it    is    expeeti'd    shortly    when 
further   cimmuinication   on    the     subject 
\vill  probably  be  niaile  l.o  the  congress. 
THE    H.VWAII.\.M    CPRISING. 
Early    in   January    last     an       uprising 
again^U   tli«'  government  of   Hawaii     was 
promptly   suppressed.    Martial   law     was 
forthwith   proclaimed   and   numerous  ar- 
rests weie  made  of  jieisons  in  synu»athy 
with   the   Royalist   party,    .\mong     these 
were  several  citizens  of  the  I'nlted  States 
who  were  there  convicted   by  a   military 
crurt  and  sentenced   to  death,   imprison- 
ment  or   fine  or   were  deported    without 
trial.   The   Ignited   States,    while  denying 
piotection   to   such    a.s     had     taken     the 
Hawaiian  oath     of     allegiance,     insisted 
that    martial    law.    though    altering     the 
forms  of  justice,  could  not  supei.'yi'de  the 
fcrms  of  justice  Itself  and  demanded  a 
stay   of  execution   until   the   proceedings 
had   been  submitted   to  this  government 
and  knowledge  obtained  whether  our  citi- 
zens had  received  a  fair  trial.  The  death 
sentences    were    subsequently    commuted 
or    were   letiulted    on    condition   of   leav- 
ing  the    islands.    The   cases     of     certain 
Americans  arrested   and   expelled    by   an 
bilrary  orders  without   formal  charge  or 
trial  have  had  attention  and  in  some  in- 
stances  have   been    found    to  justify    r^- 
nionstiance  ;ind  a   claim    for   indemnity, 
which    Hawaii    has    not    thus      far     con- 
ceded. 

Mr.  Thurston,  the  Hiwallan  minister, 
having  furnished  this  government 
abundant  reason  for  asking  that  he  be 
recalled,  that  course  was  v>ursued,  and 
Ills  successor  has  lately  been  received. 
LYNCHING  OF  ITALIANS. 
The  deplorable  lynching  of  several 
Italian  laborers  in  Colorado  was  natu- 
rally followed  by  international  ivpie- 
sentations  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
the  best  efforts  of  the  state  in  which 
the  outrages  occurred  have 

been  put         forth         to         discover 

and  i>unish  the         authors         of 

this  atrocious  crime.  The  dependent 
families  of  some  of  the  unfoi-tunate 
victims  invite  by  their  deplorable  condi- 
tion gracious  provision  for  their  needs. 
Tiie  padrone  system  is  denounced  as 
responsible  for  these  lynchings. 

Congratulations  are  offered  on  our 
good  relations  with  Japan,  In  view  of 
her  vast  gains  in  greatness,  l^nlmpor- 
tarit  references  are  made  to  our  rela- 
tions with  Mexico,  Nicaragua  and  Rus- 
sia. The  reciimmendation  for  an  aban- 
donment of  the  Samoan  government  Is 
renewed. 

THE  CUBAN  INSURRECTION. 
Cuba  Is  again  greatly  disturbed.  An 
Insurrection  in  some  r<^pects  more  ac- 
tive than  the  last  preceding!  revolt, 
which  continued  from  1868  to  1878. 
Whatever  may  be  the  traditional  sym- 
pathy of  our  countrymen  as  individ- 
uals with  the  people  who  seem  lo  bt 
struggling  for  larger  autonomy  and 
greater  freedom,  deepened  as  such 
sympathy  naturally  must  be  in  behalf 
of  our  neighbors,  yet  the  plain  duty  of 
their  government  is  to  observe  in  good 
faith  the  recognized  obligations  of  in- 
ternational relationship.  The  perform- 
ance of  this  duty  should  not  be  made 
more  difficult  by  a  disregard  on  the  part 
of  our  citizens  of  the  obligations  grow- 
ing out  of  their  allegiance  to  their  coun- 
try, which  should  restrain  them  from 
violating  as  Individuals  the  neutralltj 
which  the  nation  of  which  they  are 
members  is  bound  to  cdiserve  in  its  re- 
lations to  friendly  sovereign  states. 

The  AUianca  incident  and  Spain's  dis- 
avowal of  it  and  assurances  of  a  non- 
recurrence  of  similar  Interference,  are 
-Stated. 

The  prcBident  expresses  his  regret  that 
the   Turkish    govenrment    slioulil    have 
thwarte^l  the  purpose  to  send  to  the  dis- 
turbed  (luai'ter  of   the  empire  the  Un- 
ited States  consul  at  Sivas  in  order  t( 
investigate  the  report.     Every  effort,  he 
says,  is  put   forth   lo  insure  the  safety 
of    American    citizens    and    the    Unltec 
States   mlnl.ster  is  alert.      But,   he  goe? 
on,  .several  of  the  most  powerful  Euro- 
pean  powers  have  assumed   a   duty   a: 
agents  of  the  Christian   world   In   Tur- 
key   to    restrain      fanatical      brutality, 
"and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  prompi 
and   efficient  action    on    their   part   wll 
not  be  delayed."      The  message  recom- 
mends at  length  an  Improvement  on  tht 
consular   service    by   some   plan   of   ap- 
pointment and  control,   and   continues 
I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  in  ad 
dition    to   their   salaries   our   ambassa- 
dors   and    ministers    at    foreign    courts 
.should  be  provided  by  the  governmeni 
with    official    residences.      The    salaries 
of    these    officers      are      comparatlvel> 
small,  and  In  most  cases  insufficient  t( 
pay,  with  other  necess^ary  expenses,  tin 
cost  of  maintaining  household  establish- 
ments in  keeping  with   their  importan; 
and  delicate  functions.     The  u.sefulnesf 
of  a  national  diplomatic  representatlvt 
undeniably  depends  much  upon  the  ap 
propriateness  of  his  surniundlngs  an(. 
a  country  like  ours,  while  avoiding  un 
necessary   .glitter  and   show,   should    b< 
certain  that  It  does  not  suffer  In  Us  re- 
lations   with    foreign    nations,    througl 
parsimony  and  shabblness  In  Us  diplo- 
matic outfit.     These  considerations  anc 
the   other   advantages   of    having   fixed 
and  somewhat  permanent  locations  foi 
our  embassies,  would   abundantly  just- 
fy  the  moderate  expenditure  necessarj 
to  carry  out  these  suggestions. 

THE    FINANCIAL   SITUATION. 
As  We  tuni  fnim  a  review  of  our  for 
eign    relations   to   the  contemplation   r)i 
our  national  financial  situation,  we  art 
immediately  aware  that  we  approach  i 
subject   of   domestic   concern    more   im- 
portant than  any  other  that  c^m  engag« 
our   attention,    and    one    at    present    ir 
such  a  perplexing  and  delicate  pre<Iica 
ment   as   to   reassure   prompt   and   wist 
treatment.     By  command  of  the  people 
a  customs  revenue  system  designed  foi 
the    pn>tectlon    and    benefit    of    favored 
classes    at    the    exi)ense    of    the    great 
mass    of    our    countrymen,    and    whicl 
while   Inefficient   for  the   purpose  of  re- 
venue curtailed  our  trade  relations  anc 
impeded   our   entr.mce   to   the   marketf 
of  the  world,  has  been  superseded  by  8 
tariff  policy  which  In  principle  Is  Im.ser 
ujKm  a  denial  of  the  right  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  obstruct  the  avenues  to  oui 
|ie(»j)le's    cheap    living    or    lessen    theii 
comfoil  and  contentment,  for  the  saki 
of  according  especial  advantages  to  fa 
vorltes,         and        which        encouraginj^ 
our    Intercourse    an<l    trade    with    othei 
nations  recognizes  the  fact  that  Ameri- 
can  self   reliance,   thrift   and    Ingenultj 
can    build    up    our    country's    indu.«»tr> 
and   develoi>   Us   resources   more   surel.\ 
than    enervating    paternalism. 

But  this,  and  the  ivpeal  of  the  sllvei 
purchasing  law.  falls  far  short  <»f  curing 
the  financial  evils  from  which  we  suf 
fer.  as  a  result  of  long  Indulgence  Ir 
lll-advlsed  financial  expedients.  A 
lengthy  review  follows  of  I  he  growtl 
of  our  currency,  especially  the  Unltec" 
States  notes  artd  treasury  notes  and  the 
corieequent  endless  drain  on  the  gok 
reserve  of  the  treasury.  Among  thi 
causes  for  this  constant  and  uniform 
shrinkage  In  this  fund  may  be  men- 
tioned the  great  falling  off  of  export; 
under  the  operation  of  the  tariff  law 
until  recently  In  force,  which  crlpplec 
our  exchange  of  commodities  with  for- 
eign nation.«»  and  necessitated  to  somr 
extent  the  payment  of  our  balances  In 
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gold:  th(^  unnatural  infusion  of  silver 
into  our  currency  and  the  increasing 
agitation  toi  its  fi«*e  and  unlimited 
coinage,  which  have  created  apprehen- 
sions Its  to  our  disposition  or  ability  to 
cor»tinue  gold  j)ayments;  the  consequent 
hoiirdlng  of  g(dd  at  home  and  the  stop- 
page of  Investments  of  foreign  capital, 
as  well  as  the  return  of  our  securities 
already  .sold  abroad;  and  the  high  rate 
of  foreign  exchange  which  Induced  the 
shipment  of  our  gold  to  be  drawn 
against,  ais  a  matter  of  speculation.

had  fallen  to  $64.S73,02.'),  thu.^  losing  by 
withdrawals  more  than  $42,000,000  in  five 
months,  and  divpi)ing  slightly  below  its 
condition,  wih.  n  the  isalc  of  $G0,00O,000  in 
bonds  was  effected  for  its  rei>leni.chment. 
This  depressed  condition  grew  worse  and 
on  Nov.  24,  1894.  our  gold  reserve  being 
reduced  to  $57,669,701,  It  became  neces- 
s*%ry  to  again  strengthen  it.  This  was 
done  by  a  sale  of  bonds  amounting  to 
$r>O,000,600  from  which  there  was  realized 
$,W,:}8.'').r.OO  with  which  the  fund  was  in- 
creased to  $111,142,021,  on  Dec.  4.  1894. 

Again  dlstappointment  awaited  the  anx- 
ious hope  for  relief.    There  was  not  even 
a    lull   Ini  the  exasperaitlng   withdrawals 
of    gold.      On    the    contrary    they    grew 
larger   nnU   -more    persistent,   than 
Between  Dec.  4,  1894,  and  early  in 
ruary,    189."..   a   period   of   scarcely 
itan  two  months  after  Uv  second 
forcement  of  gold  reserve  by  the  sale  of 
bond'.-i.   it  had  lofflt  by  .such   withdrawal's 
more  thnn  $69,000,000  and  had   fallen   to 
$41,:;40.1S1.     Nearly    $4:5,000,000    had   been 
withdrawn    within    the  month    preceding 
this  situation. 

THE    L.\ST    BOND    ISST^E. 
In  February,  1S9.',  therefore,  the  situa- 
tion   was   exceedingly   critical.     AVith    a 
reserve  perilously   low  and  a   refusal  of 
congressional    aid,    everything    indicated 
that   the  end   of  the   gold    jiayments   by 
the  government  was  Imminent.     In  this 
emergency  ajid  in  view  of  lbs  surround- 
ing  perplexity,    it    became    entirely    ap- 
parent to  those  uixm  whom  the>  <>truggle 
for  safety  was  devolved  noti  only  that  our 
gold  resecve  must,  for  the  third  'time  in 
less  than  thirteen  months,  be  restored  by 
innther  isFue  and  sale  of  bonds  bearing 
a  high  rate  of  interest  and  badly  suited 
to  the  piirp<ise.  but  that  a  plan  must  be 
adopted  for   their  dlsposiitlon    promising 
better  results  than  those  realized  on  pre- 
vious  sales.     An   agreement  was   there- 
fore made  with  a    number  of   financiers 
and   tankers  whereby   it   was  stipulated 
that   bonds  described   in  the  resumption 
act  of  187.').  payable  In  coin  thirty  years 
after  their  date,  liearing  interest  at  the 
rate    of    4    per    rent    per     annum     and 
imounting  to  about  $62,000,000  should  be 
exchanged      for     .gold,      receivable      by 
weight,  amounting  to  a  little  more  than 
$6.'>.000,000.     This    gold    was    to    be    de- 
livered   in    saich    installments    as   would 
.-■omplste    its   deliverj-   within    about   six 
months    from,   the    date   <Kf   the    contract 
and  at  tM.s.t  one-haH  of  the  aniount  was 
to   be   furni.sshed    from   abroad.     It   was 
also  agreed  by  those  supplying  this  gold 
that  during  the  continuance  of  the  con- 
tract they  would  by  every  means  In  their 
nower    protect   the   governmenit   against 
?old   withdrawals.     Congress  refused   to 
I'hange  these   bonds  to   3   per  cent   gold 
bonds,  as   the   contract   stii>ulated   could 
be  done,   and   which  would   have  added 
$16,000,000  to  the  government. 

The  pei-fomiance  of  thi.'«  contract  not 
inly  restored  the  reserve,  but  checked 
''or  a  time  the  withdrawals  of  gold  and 
brotight  on  a  period  of  restored  confi- 
dence ?ind  such  peace  and  quiet  in  busi- 
ness circles  as  were  of  the  greatest  pos- 
sible value  to  every  interest  that  affects 
>ur  people.  I  have  never  had  the  sli.ghi- 
'st  misgiving  concerning-  the  wisdom  oi 
^ropri^ty  of  this  arrangement  and  am 
(uitc  wi^Uing:  tj  answer  for  my  full  share 
>f  responiaibilitv  for  its  promotion.  I  be- 
ieve  it  averted  a  disast?r,  the  imminence 
if  which  WHS  fortunately,  not  at  the 
time  generally  understood  by  our  peo- 
ple. 

We  are  now  neiarly  where  we  started 
and  nearly  all  of  the  gold  withdrawn  has 
been  paid  out  on  United  States  notes 
which  .<?tlU  IV main  uncancelled.  Therc- 
"ore,  I  am  convinced,  the  only  thorough 
md  ipracticable  remedy  for  our  troubles 
3  found  in  the  retlremenit  and  cancella- 
tion of  our  Unite<l  States  notes  common- 
ly called  greenbacks,  and  the  outstand- 
ng  treasiiry  notes  i=sued  by  the  govern- 
•nent  of  silver  4)urchases  under  the  act 
if  1R90.  I  Relieve  this  could  be  quite 
-eadily  accomplished  by  the  exchange 
if  these  notes  for  Uniited  States  bonds 
if  small  as  well  as  large  denominations, 
'itarlng  a  low  rate  of  interest.  They 
*ould  be  lon«:  term  bonds,  thus  in- 
creasing t'neir  desirability  as  invest- 
n.nt.'?  and  because  their  payment  could 
not  l>e  far  removed  from  present  finan- 
Mal  burdens  and  perplexities,  when  with 
■ncrea.<'ed  prospt.rity  and  resources  they 
.vould  be  more  ea.«ily  met. 

To  further  Insure  the  cancellation  of 
hece  notes  and  also  provide  a  way  by 
Thrch  gold  may  be  added  to  our  currency 
■n  lieu  of  them,  a  feature  in  the  plan 
Thould  be  an  authority  given  to  the  sec- 
•etary  of  the  treasury  t<o  dLppose  of  the 
^onds  abroa/d  fv^r  gold  If  necessary  'to 
complete  Che  contemplated  redemption 
\nd  cancellatLon,  permUting  him  to  us? 
'he  proceeds  of  such  bonds  to  Lake  up 
\nd  canctil  any  of  the  notes  that  may  be 
n  the  treasury  or  that  may  be  received 
'ly  the  governtnent  on  any  account.  The 
ncrease  of  our  bonded  ddbt  involved  in 
his  T>Jan  would  be  amply  compensated 
Sy  renewed  activity  -and  enterprise  in 
lil  business  circles,  the  restored  cMnfi- 
lence  at  hjime,  the  reinstatement  of  our 
T\one*tary  sitrength  abroad,  and  the  st'-m- 
•tlation  of  every  interest  and  indus'try 
'hat  would  follow  the  cancellation  of  the 
Told  demand  oftiligatim's  now  afilicting 
us. 

In  any  event  the  bonds  pioiiosed  would 
srand      for    the      extinguishment    of      a 
iMullib'Some     indtbti  dtiess,    while     in    the 
,>ath  we  now  fijllow  there  lurks  the  men- 
i;'e  Of  unending  txmds  with  our  indebt- 
edness still  uiidi^'harged  and  aggravated 
.n  every  feature.     The  obligations  m  ces- 
«iry  to  fund  this  indeihttdness  would  not 
equal  in   amount   Uiosc   from    which   we 
lavt'  been  relieved  since  1884.  by  antici- 
,>ation  and  iKiymeint  beyond  the  retiuire- 
nents  of   the   sinking  fund,   out  of   our 
nirplus  revenue. 

.VATIONAL  BANK  CIRCULATION. 
The  cun-eucy  withdrawn  by  the  set- 
tletnent  of  the  United  Statea  notes  and 
;roasurv  nolea,  amounting  to  probably 
less  than  $486,000,000,  might  be  ,suppll''d 
by  such  gold  as  would  be  used  on  their 
rf  birement  cr  by  an  increase  in  the  cir- 
nilation  of  our  national  banks.  Though 
the  aggregate  capital  of  those  now  in  ex- 
istence' a.mounls  to  more  than  $664,000,- 
300.  the  circulation  based  on  bonded  se- 
curity amounts  to  about  $190,000,000.  I 
think  they  Hh ould  be  allowed  to  is.«ue 
MreuLation  equal  to  the  par  value  of  the 
bonds  they  deposit  to  secure  It.  and  that 
the  tax  on  their  circulation  should  be 
r(duced  to  one-fourth  of  1  per  cent, 
which  would  undoubtedly  meet  all  th.^ 
^xper.se  the  government  incurs  on  their 
:i)Ccount.  In  addition  they  s.hould  be  al- 
lowed to  substitute  or  deposit  ln>  the  lieu 
of  the  bond?>  now  required  aa  security 
for  their  circulation  those  which  would 
be  is.sued  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  th« 
t^nlted  Staite»  not*e  and  tt^aeury  notes. 


Th"  'oankjs  alreiady    HXlstln?,    if    thi;y 
desired   tu  avail  liiemsel.  ej.v  cj  the  pro-, 
vision'^  of  law  thu<»  modified,  couldi  issue 
circulation    in    addiiioii    lo    the    already 
outstanding,    amounting    to    $4T8,000,0(Hi. 
which   woiiiltl    u'-arly   or   quite   i*<iual  thi- 
currency   propcA^ed    to   he   cancelled.     A* 
any  rai^-,  I  shfjuld  conlldtiiiily  expect  to 
see    tin-    exporting    natlonial      banks,    or 
others  to  be  tu'ganlzed,  avail  themselves 
of   the    proiKised   encouragements   to   is- 
sue   circulation    and    proimptly    fill    any 
vaccuum    and    isupply    every      currency 
needed.    But  there  might  not  be  the  nec- 
essity for  such  an  addition   to  the  cur- 
rency by  new  is.sues  of  bank  circulation 
as  at   first    glance   is    indicated.      If    we 
shouhl    be   relieved    from   mainrain'ing   a 
gold  reserve  under  i-ondlthins  that  wn* 
sliliito  it  the  liiaionii»f<*r  <if  mir  solvency, 
and  if  our  currency  should  im  l.inger  be 
llK'  foolish   purveyor  of  gold   for  nation.^ 
abroad'  or  .speculation   and    hoa.rdlng   I'V 
our  citizens  at  home,   I   should  expe<'t   to 
see  gold    resume    its   natural   and    moral 
functions   in   the  business  affairs  of   tiie 
Country  and  ce'ase  to  be  an  object  attiaet- 
iii.g    I  hi-    time   antl    w-at<'li    of  our   people 
and    t-xeiting    their    .sensitive      imagina- 
tions.    I   dio  not   ov.ilook  the   fact   tliat 
the  cancellation  of  the  treasury  notes  is- 
sued uivler  the  silver  |>urcliasing  act  of 
1S90    would    leave    the    treasury    in    the 
actual  ownership  of  sufficient  silver.  Jn- 
cluding  se'ignorage,  to  coin  nearly  $l"8,- 
000,000  ;n  standard  dollars*.     It  is  worthy 
of    consideration      whether      the      silver 
might,  from   time  to   time,   be  converted 
into  dollars  or  fractional  coin  and  slowly 
put  into  circulation. 

NO  GOLD  IS  RECEIVED. 
In  our  present  predicament  no  gold 
Is  received  by  the  government  In  pay- 
ment of  revenue  charges,  nor  would 
there  be^  If  the  revenues  were  Increased. 
The  rtM-ei|)ts  t>f  the  treasury,  when  not 
in  silver  certificates,  consist  of  United 
States  notes  and  treasury  notes  issued 
for  silver  purchases.  These  form.s  of 
money  are  only  useful  to  the  govern- 
ment in  paying  Us  curi-ent  ordinary  ex- 
penses and  Us  quantity  In  the  govern- 
ment's ptissessifm  does  not  in  the  lea.st 
contribute  toward  giving  us  that  kind 
of  safe  financial  standing  m-  condition 
which  is  built  on  gold  alone.  If  it  is 
said  that  these  notes  if  held  by  the 
government  can  be  used  to  obtain  gold 
for  our  reserve,  the  answer  Is  easy. 
The  people  draw  gold  from  the  treas- 
ury on  demand  ui)on  Unlteil  Stales 
notes  and  treasury  notes,  but  the  jiro- 
posUlon  that  the  treasury  can  on  de- 
mand draw  gold  from  the  people  upon 
them  would  be  regarded  In  these  days 
with  wonder  and  amusement  and  even 
if  this  could  be  done,  there  Is  nothing 
to  prevent  those  thus  parting  with  their 
gold  from  regaining  it  the  next  day  or 
the  next  hour  by  the  present  action  of 
the  nott^s  they  received  in  exchange 
for  It. 

It  may  be  claimed  that  large  revenue 
and  redundant  receipts  might  favorably 
affect  the  situation  undei-  discussion  by 
affording  an  opportunity  of  retaining 
these  notes  in  the  treasury  when  re- 
ceived, and  thus  preventing  their  pres- 
entation for  gold.  Such  retention  to  be 
useful  ought  to  be  at  least  measurably 
permanent;  and  this  Is  precisely  what 
is  prohibited,  so  far  as  the  United 
Stat-s  notes  are  concerned.  Perhaps  ii 
is  supposed  that  sufficient  revenue  re- 
ceipts wtmld  in  a  sentimental  way  Im- 
prove the  situation,  by  Inspiring  confi- 
dence In  our  solvency  and  allaying 
the  fear  of  pecuniary  exhaustion.  And 
yet,  through  all  our  struggles  to  main- 
tain our  gold  reserve,  there  never  has 
been  any  apprehension  as  to  our  ready 
ability  to  pay  our  way  with  such  money 
as  we  had:  and  the  question  whether 
or  not  our  current  rt^-elpts  met  our 
euirent  expenses  has  not  entered  into 
the  estimate  of  our  solvency.  Of  course, 
the  general  state  of  our  funds,  exclusive 
of  gold,  was  entirely  immaterial  to  tht 
foreign  creditor  and  Investor.  His  debt 
could  only  be  paid  In  gold  and  his  only 
concern  was  our  ability  to  keep  on  hand 
that  kind  of  money.  The  withdrayals 
of  gold  are  due  to  fright  and  nothing 
will  s 


top  them  but  a  cure  of  the  fright. 
FREE  SILVER  COINAGE. 
It  is  neither  unfair  nor  unjust  to 
claim  a  large  share  of  our  present  fin- 
ancial perplexities  and  dangers  as 
due  to  the  operation  of  the  laws  of  1S7S 
:ind  1890  compelling  the  i)urchase  of  sil- 
%t  r  by  the  government  which  nnt  only 
lurnlshed  a  new  treasury  obligation 
upon  which  Us  gold  could  be  with- 
Irawn.  but  S'l  increased  the  fear  of  an 
overwhelming  flood  of  silver  and  a 
forced  descent  to  sliver  payments  thai 
even  the  repeal  of  these  laws  did  not 
entirely  cure  the  evils  of  their  exist- 
ence. While  I  have  endeavored  to 
make  a  plain  statement  of  the  disor- 
dered condition  of  our  currency  and  the 
present  dangers  menacing  our  pros- 
perity, and  to  suggest  a  way  which 
leads  to  a  .safer  financial  system.  I  have 
constantly  had  in  my  mind  the  fact 
that  many  of  my  countrymen,  whose 
sincerity  I  do  not  doubt,  insist  that  the 
cure  for  the  ills  now  threatening  Uf 
may  be  found  in  the  single  and  simple 
remedy  of  the  free  coinage  of  silver. 
They  contend  that  our  mints  shall  be 
at  once  thrown  open  to  the  free,  uh- 
llmiled  and  independent  coinage  of  boll- 
'.?<dd  and  silver  dollars  of  full  legal  ten- 
der (luallty.  regardless  of  the  actifm  ol 
my  other  government,  and  in  full  view 
id"  the  fact  that  the  ratio  between  the 
metals  which  they  suggest  calls  for  one 
hundred  cents  worth  of  gold  in  the 
s'old  dollar  at  the  present  standard  and 
only  fifty  cents  In  intrinsic  worth  ol 
silver  Irv  the  silver  dollar. 

Were  there  infinitely  stronger  reason? 
than  can  be  adduced  for  hoa>lng  that  sucl 
action  would  secure  for  us  a   bimetallic 
currency,  moving  on  lines  of  parity,   ar 
exjieriment    so   novel   and    hazardous   a> 
that   proposed   might  well  stagger  thov;c 
who  believe  Iha.t  stability  is  an  impera- 
tive ctmdlton  at  sound  money.     No  gov- 
ernment, no  human  contrivance  or  legis- 
lation   has  ever   been    able    to   hold    the 
two  metals  together  In  free  coinage  at  a 
ratio    appreciably     different     from     tha 
which   is  established   In   the   markets   ol 
the  world.     Those  who  believe  that   oui 
independent  five  coinage  of  silver  at  ar 
artificial  ratio  with  gold  of  16  to  1  would 
restore    the    i>arUy    between    the    melalf 
and  consequently  between  the  coins,  i>p 
pose    an    unsupported    and     improb.ilih 
theory  to  the  general  belief  and  practice 
of  other  nations,  and  to  the  teaching  of 
the  wL-^c^il  statesmen  and  econ<>mi.'-ts   of 
the  worhl,  Imth   in   llic  p.ist  and   present. 
and    what    is   far   more   conclusive,    they 
run    counter  to  our  own   actual   experi- 
enct\^.    Twice     In     our     earliest     hlstiory 
our  law  makers,  in  attemptin.g  to  estab- 
lish a  blmelallle  cuiTcncy,  undertook  five 
coinage  uiK»n  a  ratio  whic^h  accidentally 
varied  from  the  actual  relative  values  ol 
the  two  metals  not  more  th.in  :!  per  cent. 
In    both    cases,    notwithstanding   greatei 
difficulties    <;ind    co.-it    of    tran.sportatlor 
than  now  exist  the  coins,  vvhos«^  inlrin.-'it 
worth    was    undervalued    in    the    ratio 
gradually   and   surely   disappeared    from 
our  ciivulatlon  and  went  to  oUier  coun- 
tries  wliere   their  real   v.ilue   mis  betlei 
recognlze\l.     Acts    of    congress    were    im- 
potent  t'o  create  equality   where  natural 
causes  decreed  even  a  slifrht    inequality. 
Twice   in   <nir   recent   history    we  havt 
signally  failed  to  raise  by  leglslitinn  the 
value  of  silver.     Cnder  :\n  act  of  congre.sif 
pa.^Fcd   In  187S.   the  government   w.is  iv- 
ciulied    for   more   than    twelve   year.^     tc 
expend   annually    at    least    $24,000,000     in 
the   purch.ase   of  sliver   bullion    for  coin- 
age.   The  act  of  July  14,  1890,  in  a  s>tir 
bolder   effort,    increased    the   amount 
silver  the  government  was  compelled 
purchase,   and    forced   It   to   become 
buyer   annually   of   51.000,000   ounces, 
practically    the    entire    product    of     oui 
mines.    Under  both  laws,  silver  rapidl> 
and  steadily  declined    In     value.       The 
pro-phecv  and  the  expres-^ed  hope  and  ex 
pecta^lon  of  those  In  the  congress  who 
led  In  the  passage  of  the  »ast  mentioned 
act,  that  It  would  re-establish  and  main- 
tain the  former  parity  betwe-en  the    two 
nw^als,  are  still  fre«h  In  our  m«nory.

noi:  only  our  own,  but  all  silver  ti»  its 
list  ratio  with  .^ild.  Our  attempt  to 
iccomplish  this  i>y  the  free  coin;i*re  of 
silver  at  a  ratio  differing  widely  from 
ictual  relative  values  would  be  the  sign.il 
for  the  complete  departure  of  gold  fi-om 
aur  circulation,  the  immediate  and  large 
contraction  of  our  circulating  medium, 
.ind  a  shrinkage  in  the  real  value  and 
monetarj'  efflciency  of  all  other  fonns  of 
currency  iis  they  settled  to  the  level  of 
silver  monomeUillis-m.

Before  the  de, 
piMtmetit  ariiveil  the  entire  block  was 
di'i.med.  Great  clouds  4if  black  smok>> 
w>  re  pouring  out  of  every  window  in  lb" 
building  and  by  the  time  water  wa.s 
ti'.rned  on.  the  whole  interior  was  ab!:^ze. 
There  was  much  inflammable  matter  in 
the  stock  carried  by  the  company  and  the 
fire  burned  fiercely.  There  was  an  in- 
.-i:rticipnt  supply  of  water  and  the  wea- 
ther was  bitter  c^dd.  .\  second  ami  third 
alarm  was  turned  in,  and  in  twenty  min- 
utes after  the  floor  f-^ll,  all  the  availaljle 
men  ami  apparatus  in  the  department 
was  engaged  in   fighting  the  tire. 

The  ion  streams  of  water  that  were 
tutned  on  the  binning  buiMing  from 
front  and  rear  did  not  stem  to  have  any 
eflVct  on  the  tire  which  passed  to  the 
building  ad j  lining  on  the  south  occupied 
by  Fairbanks,  Morse  &  Co.,  the  dealers 
in  scaks.  Uefore  !•  o'clock  this  buildint; 
was  on  tire  ami  it  was  certain  the  lire 
wi.uld  go  to  the  alley  on  the  .south.  It 
spread  .so  quickly  that  the  occupants  of 
the  building  did  not  have  an  opportunity 
to  remove  any  (jf  their  goods.  The  water 
!  ( ured  on  the  Fairbanks  building,  bul 
did  not  have  any  effect  liecause  of  'the 
strong  wind  which  was  blowing. 

All  the  liurned  Ituildings  weie  of  brick. 
Several  firemen  were  carried  down  by 
fi'.lling  walls.  Two,  it  is  believed,  whii 
have  b?(^  taken  to  the  hospital,  will  die. 

Beginning  with  the  Hildc-brand  Hard- 
ware company  and  running  down  to  the 
alley,  bounded  by  the  wholesale  drug 
c(»mp.iny  of  Ward  Bros.',  the  fire  has 
caused  practically  a  total  loss  both  in 
buildings  and  on  stocks.

THE  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE. 
There  h.^i;  not  boon  tho  usu:il  interest 
attaching  to  the  presidents  message 
tMs  year.  There  have  been  vei^-  few  at- 
t.mpts  made  by  n-^wsfpaper  cr.rre.^pond- 
ents  to  give  in  :-ulvance  an  outline  of  its 
ci  ntents.  and  in  fact  njbody  seemed  to 
care  txtremely  much  what  it  wotikl  say. 
This  may  have  been  due  in  a  groat  mea- 
sure to  the  fact  that  President  Cleve- 
land's views  on  most  public  questions 
have  been  repeatedly  expressed  and  are 
Very  generally  understood  by  the  people. 
The  message  is  a  surinise.  however,  in 
one  particular.  It  barely  touches  up  m 
the  tariff,  and  very  little  space  is  de- 
voted to  consideration  of  the  reports  of 
the  several  administrative  departments. 
The  message  is  divided  into  -about  two 
equal  parts— the  first  devoted  to  a  review 
of  the  foreign  relations  of  this  country 
pnd  the  second  to  a  discussion  of  the  na- 
ti'.nal  finances  and  suggestions  for  legis- 
k.tion  that  might  end  the  steady  drain 
en  the  gold  reserve. 

The  space  devoted  to  foreign  relations 
Is   much   greater   than   customary.    It   is 
doubtful  whether  any  presidential  mes.s- 
age   ever   discussed    our   relations     with 
foreign   countries   at   such   great   length. 
The  reference  to  the  Venezuilan     ques- 
tion will  probably  attract   the  most  at- 
tention. The  policy  of  the  administration 
upin  this  question   is  stated  as  follows: 
That  the  United  States  is  boimd  to  pro- 
test against  the  enlargement  of  the  area 
of  British  Guiana  in  derogation  of  treaty 
fights  and  against  t'ne  will  of  Venezusla; 
that  considering  the     disparity     in     the 
strength  of  Great  Britain  and  Venezuela, 
the  territorial  dispuce  between  them  can 
be   reasonably   settled   only   by   friendly 
rind   impartial   arbitration   and    that   the 
resort  to  such  arbitration  should  include 
the  whole  c-ontroversy,  and  is  not  satis- 
fied if  one  of  the  powers  concerned  is  per- 
mitted to  draw  an  arbitrary  line  through 
the  territory  in  debate  and  to  declare  that 
it   will   submit   to   arbitration  only     the 
portion  lying  on  one  side  of  it.  The  Brit- 
ish   government    has    been   aslied    for   a 
definite  answer  whether  it  would  or  not 
submit    the    territorial    controversy    be- 
tween itself  and  Venezuela  in     its     en- 
tirety   to    impartial    arbitration.    No   an- 
swer has  yet  been  received.  It  is  not  un- 
likely that  unless  an  answer  is  received 
at  an  early  date,  congress  will  take  fur- 
thf-r  action  upon   this  matter. 

There  is  nothing  said  in  regard  to  the 
Cuban  insurrection  as  to  recognizing 
the  insurgents  as  belligerents.  Proba- 
bly no  request  for  such  recognition  has 
been  made  by  the  insurgents  and  there- 
fore it  would  have  been  improper  for 
the  president  to  have  mentioned  it. 
The  Armenian  outrages  are  touched 
upon,  and  it  is  asserted  that  every  ef- 
fort is  being  put  forth  to  insure  the 
safety  of  American  citizen.s.  "The  Un- 
ited States  minister  is  alert,"  says  the 
president,  which  would  indicate  that  he 
has  not  been  influenced  by  the  clamor 
in  certain  quarters  against  Minister 
Terrell. 

The    national    financial    situation    is 
discussed  at  great  length  and  the  presi- 
dent's well  known  views  are  reiterated 
He  is  a  gold  standard  man  and   radi- 
cally   opposed    to    free    silver    coinage. 
While  ^rank  enough  to  admit  the  larKe 
numbers   and   the   intelligence  of  those 
who  advocate  the  restoration  of  silver 
as  standard    money,   he  con.siders   they 
are  mistaken  and  reads  them  a  lecture 
on  the  supposed  evils  their  policy  would 
entail   upon    the   country.     His    remedy 
for  the  drain  of  the  gold  reserve  is  the 
retirement  and  cancellation  of  our  Un- 
ited   States      notes     commonly      called 
greenbacks,  and  the  outstanding  treas- 
ury notes  issued  by.  the  government  on 
.silver  purchases  under  the  act  of  1870. 
He  tliinks  this  could  be  readily  accom- 
plished by  the  exchange  of  these  notes 
for  United  States  bonds  of  small  as  well 
aH  large  denominations,  bearing  a  low 
rate  of  intere.st.    And  he  would  have  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury  given  authori- 
ty to  disT)ose  of  these  bonds  abroad  for 
gold.      The    currency    thus    withdrawn 
he  would  replace  by  an  increase  iri  na- 
tional   bank    circulation.      This    is    his 
remedy,   but   he  says   he  will   be   glad 
to  co-operate  with  con/rre.ss  in  thei  adop- 
tion of  any  other  safe  plan.     It  is  not 
likely    that    congrt*ss    will      adopt      the 
scheme  that  he  proposes.

This  is  rene'wed  evidence  of  the  general 
d.^:?ire  at  the  people  of  all  the  Northwt^vt- 
ern  st;Ues  to  obt:iin  more  direct  rail  con- 
neo.tions  with  Duluth.  They  are  anxious 
to  obtaiji  the  great  adx'antages  to  l>e 
scv-uftid'  by  cho.vper  transpoi'taiLioai  of 
goi>ds  by  the  water  route  between  Du- 
luth and  the  E.i«t.  They  want  to  make 
Dulutli  the)  traitjfer  point  for  all  their 
civmm.erce  with  the  Mastern  .•states,  and  in 
ordcM-  to  j-tvure  this  advantage  they  find 
it  neceseary  "to  establish  more  direct  rail 
c*.>nneotlons.  This  feeling  is  so  wide- 
spread throughout  the  West  that  it  is 
.■^ate  to  predict  a  very  heavy  amount  of 
r.tihoid  building  in  the  direction  of  Du- 
luth during  the  next  few  years. 

A  few  years  ago  Calvin  S.  Bricc,  v.ho 
has  very  heavy  railroad  interests,  pre- 
dicted that  the  center  of  tlie  greatest  de- 
veK>;»ment  of  thie  immwliate  future 
would  be  in  the  territory  surrounding 
and  tributary  to  DuUith.  There  are  many 
eminent  railroad  men  today  who  do  nt>t 
hesitate  to  say  that  the  greate.«;t  rail- 
road building  of  the  next  decade  will  be 
in  what  i.'j  krui>wn  as  the  Duluth  territory. 
.\lr:Mdy  we  have  "^een  part  of  Mr.  Brice's 
la-ophecy  fulfilled  in  the  .increasing  de- 
velopment of  the  iron  industr>-,  the  grow- 
ins"  influx  of  settlers  to  the  rich  agricul- 
tural land.s  to  the  we.=;t  and  nirthwesit  of 
Duluth  ;ind  t'ne  remarkable  interest  dis- 
pl.iyed  by  the  people  of  the  Red  River 
valley  and  of  points  farther  south  and 
weatw-ird  for  direct  railroad  communi- 
cation with  this  city.  These  facts  .'?hould 
be  inspiring  to  every  r.?sldent  of  Duluth. 
because  they  aasure^lly  presage  a  period 
of  gre.it  activity  here  in  all  lines  of 
business  during  trliei  next  few  years, 
with  the  almost  aibfolute  cert.ilnty  th.it  it 
will  bf  thi>  mo3t  remarkablt?  period  in 
the  growtii  and  pro^p-n'ity  of  the  city. 


AN  IMPRACTICABLE    SCHEME. 

Col.  Kiefer,  cd'  St.  I'uul.  who  is  now  in 
Washington   attending  to   his   congres- 
sional duties,  is  talking  about  the  great 
revolution  in  trade  and  commerce  which 
the  proposed  canal  from  Duluth  to  tht 
Mississippi  would  produce.    There  Is  nc 
doubt   that   such   a   canal   would   be   of 
some   benefit,    if   it    were    feasible    and 
capable  of  being  cheaply  operated.  But 
the   majority   of   people    look    upon    tht 
scheme  as  impracticable.     The  natural 
obstacles    to    the    construction    of    stich 
a  canal  are  very  serious,  and   it  is  al- 
together probable  that  the  result  of  the 
survey  now   being  made  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  government  will  be  un- 
favorable   to    the    continuance    of    the 
movement.     The  Herald  is  assured   by 
good    engineers    acquainted,    with    j  h( 
topography  of  the  country  that  it  would 
cost  an  enormous  sum  to  construct  such 
a  canal;  that  numerous  hxjks  would  bv 
required,    thus    making     its     operation 
costly    and    its    navigation    slow.      The 
disadvantages    of    delay    and    expense 
would  ho  so  great  that  freight  could  bt 
handl<^d  more  cheaply  by  the  railroads- 
now    in    existence    between    the    Twin 
Cities  and  Duluth  than  it  could  possibly 
be  transported  by  t'ne  canal. 

If  the  people  of  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis desire  cheaper  transportation 
charges  to  and  from  Duluth  they  siiould 
construct  an  air  line,  low  grade  rail- 
road, instead  of  wasting  their  time  and 
energies  upon  the  impracticable  canal 
.schf  me.  Col.  Kiefer  says  it  is  doubt- 
ful whether  the  report  on  the  result  of 
the  canal  survey  will  be  ready  during 
the  present  session  of  congress.  It  is 
probable,  however,  that  it  will  be  com- 
pleted before  congress  adjourns  next 
spring  or  early  summer,  and  there  is 
every  reason  to  expect  that  the  report 
will  be  adverse  to  the  project.

This,  says  the  Boston  Transcript,  is  an 
onier  of  thin.irs  which  held  good  in  the 
day.>«  of  the  unreformed  jvarliament  and 
the  unreformed  coriiorations,  whcji  the 
landeil  arisitocracy  w:is  .supreme  in  par- 
liament, and  also  supreme  in  the  corpora- 
tions of  many  of  fhe  old,  rotten  boroughs, 
which  elerttd  members  to  the  house  of 
corriimons.  In  those  days  aristocratic 
families  were  active  in  municiptil  affairs 
in  order  to  presn-ve  their  parliamentary 
interest.  They  had  little  care  for  good 
municipal  geA'ermnent,  and  thrust  them- 
se!ve.s  into  munivii)al  ])olitics  solely  to 
manipulate  local  eltctionB  tj  the  house 
of  commons.  Now  they  are  not  thrust- 
ing themselves  into  the  corporations, 
but  are  being  invited  into  them,  and  for 
very  difl'erenti  reasons  fromi  those  which 
induced  dukes,  ixirls  and  peers  t«)  in- 
terfere in  municipal  politics  a  century 
ago.  Thoy  are  now  deerired  for  orna- 
mental reasons.  The  fad  of  electing 
them  as  mayors  broke  ,oat  at  Shellield. 
aaid  in  quite  a  natural  way.  The  queen 
is  soon  to  visrlt  the  town  to  open  .<?ome 
new  .public  works,  and  as  the  duke  of 
Nivrfolk  is!  the  ground  landlord,  and.  In 
this  way  is  closely  identified  with  the 
town,  the  town  counoul  besought  tlie 
duke  to  become  mayor  for  a  year,  in 
ftrder  that  he  migh-t  help  to  r'?ceive  the 
queen  with  due  ceremony.  The  duke 
promptly  fell  in  with  the  idea,  and  then 
forthwith  be^an  a  craze  for  aristocratic 
mayoj^s. 

Even  great  cities'  like  Liverpool,  and 
slow-going,  old-fashianed  country  mar- 
ket towns  like  Ripon  and  Appleby  were 
ail  possessed  with  the  fad,  with  the  re- 
sult that;  more  members  of  the  house 
of  lords  will  be  this  year  identified  with 
the  mimicipal  service  t/han  at  any  other 
time  in  municipal  history.  AU  of  them 
will,  however,  take  t.heir  municiixil  duties 
in  a  light  and  easy  fashion.  Neither  the 
duke  of  Norfolk  at'  Sheffield  nor  the 
duke  of  Sutherland  at  Loington  will  per- 
fom\  the  eveirj'-day  duties  of  mayor.  All 
that  they  have  undertaken  is  the  ce-re- 
monial  side.  The  other  duties  are  to  be 
thrown  upon  deputy  mayors.  The  earl 
of  Derby  is  mayor  of  Liverpool;  but  the 
house  of  lords  would  see  very  little  of 
him  were  he  to  attempt  to  discharge  all 
the  offices  whicih  fall  to  the  lot.  of  a 
mayor  of  that  city.  It  would  be  the 
same  with  the  duke  of  Norfolk  if  he  en- 
deavored to  occupy  to  the  full  the  office 
of  mayor  of  Shefneld.  The  duke  is  now 
postmaste'r  general,  and  had  he  taken 
upon  himself  anything  more  than 
the  ceremonial  side  of  the  duties  cf  may- 
or of  Sheffield,  Lord  Salisibury  would 
have  been  compelled  to  name  a  succes- 
sor to  tihe  duke  at  the  postofflce.  It  is 
a  curious  fad  thait  has  taken  ipcjssession 
of  the  councils,  but  it  is  hardly  likely 
to  bo  lonig-lived.

PEERS  FOR  MAYORS. 

A   new  feature   was   developed    by   the 
November   municipal   elections    in    Eng- 
land. Under  the  famous   municipal  cqr- 
ixirations  act  of   1835.   which    is   at   the 
f^^^/andation  of  tthe  English  municipal  .sys- 
tem,  it  is  open  to  aray   town  council   to 
el?ct    its   ma>t>r   from    outside    its    own 
msmber.^.      A;t    the   annual    elections    in 
Novemlber    the   people   choose   the   town 
caunciU'tls.     The  councillors  then  organ- 
ize,   and   In    their   turn    elect    a   certain 
numiber   of   aldermen,    and    also   choose 
the  mayor.     Mayor,  aldermen  and  coun- 
c.llors  form    the    municipal    council   and 
sit  as  one  body,  with  the  mayor  as  the 
prt^siding  officer.     Both   mayor   and   al- 
dermen can  be  elected  from  the  outside 
but   during   the   sixty    years   for    which 
England    has    had    its    present    uniform 
system   of   municipal   government    there 
have  been  exceedingly  few  instances  in 
which  town   courrolls  have  gone  outside 
their  cvvn  members  for  either  alelermen 
or  mayor.    These  offices  go  to  men  who 
have  served  for  years  as  councillors,  a.s 
direct  represenltatives  of  the  wards;  and 
these  honors  are  about   the  only  prizes 
the    non-paid   nminicipal    service    offers. 

B  -th    offices    give    thdr    holders    social 
standing,  and  almost  iin variably  men  who 

have  hrid  either  of  them  are  appointed 


The  nyte  of   Dr.   S.   F.   Smith's  whole 
happy,    bu.sy   life  is   found    in    a    re'cent 
leMer  to  his  old  classmate.  Rev.  Samuel 
May,  of  Leicester,  Mass.    The  author  of 
"Ame^rica"   was   ready   to  start  on     the 
fallowing    Thursday    with    his    wife     to 
^•pend  the  winter  at  the  house  of  his  .«on 
in    Davenport,    Iowa.     He    wrote:     "We 
hope   for  a  cheerful   and  happy   winter. 
Everything   will   be   df>ne   for   our  com- 
fort and  enjoyment.    I  know  not,  as  yet. 
how  I  shall  occupy  mj-self,  but  occupa- 
tion, judging  from  the  past,  will  surely 
turn    uf)."     Mr.    May    makes    this    com- 
ment:   "Occupy!    Did   he   think   of   that 
voice    which    had    ever     said      to     him. 
"Occupy  till  I  come?'    Yes,  It  was  the  law 
of  his  life.    The  absolute  thoroughness, 
exactness,   fidelity  and   symmetry   which 
characterized  his  work  are  the  evidence 
of  the  high  law  to  which  he  was  stead- 
fastly true  and  loyal." 


Danville,  Ind.,  Dec.  3.— There  were  sen- 
s-ational  developments  here  last  night  in 
the  case  of  Rev.  William  Hinshaw,  who 
was  recently  coaivicted  of  the  murder  of 
hLs  wife  and  is  now  serving  a  life  sen- 
tence*  in  prison.  Hinshaw  stoutly  pro- 
fessed his  innocences  and  maintained  that 
his  wife  was  killed  by  iob);)ers  who  came 
to  their  house  and  left  in  a  buggy. 

At;  the  trial  evidence  failed  to  bear  his 
story  out  and  the  jury  found  him  guilty. 
Now  comes  Lewis  Asher.  a  neighbor  of 
Hinshaw,  and  state.i  that  em  the  night 
«if  the  Tnurder,  while  out  hunting  his 
horse-s,  he  saw  two  men  drive  toward 
the  Hinshafw.  home.  Latex  he  heard  pis- 
tol .sihots  and  cries  for  help.  He  was 
frightened  antl  returned  home  and  was 
passed  by  the  two  men. 

He  claims  to  know  who  killed  Mrs. 
Hinshaw.  but  re-fuses  to  tell  as  his  life, 
he  says,  would  be  in  danger.  Asher  has 
been  placed  in  jail  and  will  be  examined 
by  the  grand  jury.  Asher  is-  a  man  of 
good  reputation.

Cmniplainants  asked  $20,000 
for  allegeMl  daiTiages,  for  an  injunction 
si-eking  to  restrain  elefendant  from  us- 
ing the  word  "Baco-Curo"  and  from  the 
use  of  certain  b<ixes,  labels,  racks,  etc., 
which,  il  was  claimed.  v»'ere  so  similar 
to  those  used  by  comt)luinant  as  to  in- 
duce the  public  to  believe  they  were 
buying  complainants  meilicine.  The 
cause  was  heard  before  I'nited  States 
Circuit  Judge  Rom:inzo  Bunn,  of  Wis- 
consin, Oct.  ISth  last  and  that  veteran 
jurist,  on  Nov.  25th,  handed  down  an 
exhaustive,  clear  and  able  opinion  at 
the  conclusion  of  which  appears  the 
following  order. 

JUDGE   BUNN'S   ORDER. 
"There    will    be    a    decree    dismissing 
complainant's  bill  with  costs." 

F.  M.  Stewart,  clerk  of  the  court,  on 
Nov.  26th.  notified  Messrs.  Losey  & 
Woodward,  attorneys  for  defendant, 
that  the  final  decree  in  accordance 
with  order  of  court,  had  been  duly  en- 
tered. 

The  public  does  not  care  to  read  why 
the  suit  was  brought  nor  what  outside 
methods  were  taken  to  injure  the  repu- 
tation and  restrict  the  sale  of  "Baco- 
Curo."  Suffice  it  that  the  court  held 
that  the  Eureka  Chemical  and  Manu- 
facturing company  had,  and  has,  an 
undoubted  right  to  use  the  name  "Baco-

one  of  the  points  raised.  The  de^cisitm 
was  purely  on  the  merits  and  stands  to- 
day as  a  sweeping,  unalterable  and 
wide-spreading  victory- 

AN  ESPECIAL  POINT. 
One  spex^ial  point  made  by  Judge 
Bunn  as  to  the  alleged  similarity  of 
labels,  is  worthy  of  consideration.  The 
third  paragraph,  page  C,  typewritten 
decision  re^ads  as  follows: 

"Indeed  there  seems  to  be  no  idea  of 
attempting  on  the  defendant's  part  to 
put  off  its  goods  as  and  for  the  com- 
plainant's manufacture.  The  defendant 
puts  its  own  peculiar  designation  of 
••Baco-Curo"  upon  its  label  in  conspicu- 
ous green  letters  upon  a  white  ground, 
while  complainant's  •'No-to-bac"  is 
placed  upon  its  label,  in  equally  con- 
spicuous black  letters  upon  a  red 
ground.

It  charges  that  El- 
der, as  general  manager  of  the  Anu-ri- 
ean  Loan  and  Trust  company,  embez- 
zlt-il  S.'iOOO  of  the  company's  money.  This 
money,  it  is  alleged,  was  given  by  Kl- 
d"r  lo  Thomas  Dowse  and  taken  by  him 
to  England  to  mal^e  a  deal  with  Mark 
Whitwell.  an  English  property  owner.

Secretary  Rosslter,  of  the  health  de- 
r>Arcment  has  finished  the  compilation  of 
the  ■moi-'tuary  report  for  the  month  of 
November.  There  were  43  deaths  dur- 
ing the  month,  an  average  of  .701  per 
1000.  Of  those  who  died  i:>  were  born  in 
Minnesota,  7  in  other  states  and  terri- 
tories, and  23  were  foreigners.  There 
were  25  males  and  18  femules  re:'ordeJ. 
Of  these  7  were  under  1  year  of  age,  5 
from  5  to  10  ye^ars,  14  from  20  to  40  y<-ars, 
7  from  40  to  60  yt«ars.  and  10  from  60  to 
.SO  years.  The  principal  causes  of  death 
were  typhoid  fever  12,  cancer  5,  Bright'i^ 
disease  .i.  convulsions  4.  pneumonia  .'5. 
consumption  3,  accidents  and  violence  2, 
abscesses  2,  meningili.s  old  age  2,  scpti- 
c;;emia  2. 

There  were  90  births  during  the  month, 
of  whi.'h  40  were  males  and  50  females. 
One  pair  of  twins  arrived  late  in  the 
month.  This  is  the  lightest  birth-list  for 
over  a  year.

Na-ya-nab's  Widow  Dead. 

Tiic  widow  of  Chief  Na-ga-nab  tlied 
at  Cloquet  on  the  Fond  du  Lac  Indian 
reservation  .Sunday  at  the  age  of  94. 
Na-ga-nal)  himself  died  about  a  year 
anil  a  half  ago  at  the  age  of  105.  He 
was  an  historic  character  in  this  sec- 
tion among  the  aborigines  and  he  was 
the  chief  who  signed  for  the  Chlppewas 
the  treaty  of  1854  which  ceded  to  the 
whites  the  entire  north  shore  north  of 
the  St.  Jiouis  river.

ATGIESTS 


Tho  intorost  in  the  district  court  i.s 
still  centered  in  Judge  Moer's  court  in 
room  2.  for  this  morning  at  9::;o  o'clock 
during  an  interlude  in  the  Mendenhall 
case  caused  by  the  illness  of  Juror  F. 
D.  Day.  Judge  Moer  tonk  up  the  ser-(>nd 
trial  of  George  A.  Elder  for  alleged 
grand  larceny  in  the  second  degree. 

Judge  Lewis  arose  upon  the  opening 
of  ci'urt  and  .stated  that  the  defendant 
insisted  upon  having  the  cases  tried  in 
the  order  they  are  placed  on  the  calen- 
dai-.  and  that  he  would  not  consent  to 
taking  up  one  case  without  disposing 
oL  those  i)receding  it.  The  defendant 
has  had  these  cases  hanging  over  his 
head  fur  over  a  year,  and  he  wished 
to  have  them  disposed  of  in  some  way. 

County  Attorney  Arbury  thought  that 
the  remarks  of  defendant's  counsel 
were  unwarranted,  because  they  had 
had  ample  notice  that  th<'  ca.-^e  called 
for  today,  charging  Elder  with  emijcz- 
zling  money  from  the  city,  was  to  be 
tried.  Judge  Lewis  denied"  that  the  de- 
fense had  agreed  to  any  settled  case. 

The  county  attorney  stated  that  the 
four  indictments  would  be  tried  as 
fast  as  they  can  be  reached,  and  that 
the  state  would  not  ask  for  any  m(.re 
continuances  under  any  circumstances. 
It  being  thus  understood  that  all  the 
cases  are  to  be  tried  Judge  Lewis  called 
up  a  motion  for  a  bill  ()f  partii-ulars  in 
the  so-called  Syndicate  Investment 
case,  which  was  argued  before  pro- 
ceeding with  the  trial  of  the  case  at 
bar. 

County  Attorney  Arbury  is  assisted 
by  Assistant  City  Attorney   Henham. 

After  the  argument  Judge  Moer  or- 
dered the  state  to  furnish  the  reciuired 
bill  within  a  reasonable  time  if  possible, 
and  the  county  attorney  is  to  let  the 
court  know  by  tomorrow  morning 
whether  or  not  it  is  possible  to  prepare 
a  statement  of  the  charges. 

'drawing  the  jury. 

The  work  of  drawing  a  jury  was  then 
begun.  Swan  Swangren,  of  Second  ave- 
iiMK'  west  and  Sixth  street  was  tlie  lirst 
juror.  The  case  was  expl.ained  to  him 
and  he  was  examined  as  to  his  qualili- 
cations.  He  was  satisfactory  to  the  de- 
fense as  well  as  the  state,  as  he  had 
heard  IHtle  about  the  case,  so  he  was 
accepted. 

llobert  L.  Cochran,  of  West  Duluth, 
knew  nothing  al>out  the  case  except 
what  he  had  read,  and  had  had  no 
business  relations  with  Elder  or  thi-  at- 
torneys. His  reading  had  given  him 
an  opinion,  however,  which  wsis  based 
upon  the  truth  of  what  he  had  heard 
and  read.  Yet  he  thought  he  could  try 
the  case  impartially,  as  he  did  not 
tliink  he  could  do  an  unfair  thing.  He 
was  acceptable  to  both  sides. 

L.  Lampher.  of  l.'ilT  Vv\st  Michigan, 
drayman,  did  not  know  Elder  and  knew 
nothing  ali mt  the  particulars  <if  the 
case.  consiMjiiently  he  had  no  fipinion 
and  he  thought  he  would  make  a  go4id 
juror.  The  state  challenged  him  per- 
emptorily, hov.ev-r.  Alexander  J.  Oow. 
of  Seventh  avenue  west,  contractor, 
knew  nothing  rif  the  case,  had  no  opin- 
ion and  thf)Ught  he  couM  try  the  case 
fairly,   so  he  was  accepted. 

Ransom  .1.  Powell,  of  Eighteenth  ave- 
nue east,  had  read  of  the  case  in  the 
I>apers,  but  had  formed  no  fipinion.  He 
had  had  some  business  relations  with 
the  trust  company.  He  was  also  added 
to  the  panel.  James  S.  Herrell,  of  !>(»:! 
East  Fourth  street,  Iviokkeeper,  had 
no  recollection  of  the  (;ase.  though  he 
nught  have  read  of  it  at  the  time,  and 
he  knew  of  n«)  reason  why  be  should 
not  sit  on  the  jury.  The  attorneys 
knew  of  none  so  he  was  sworn. 

J.  P.  McPhee,  of  ll":»  East  Fourth 
street,  wood  deal<>r,  had  read  a  littb 
about  the  case,  but  had  received  no 
opinion  or  impressif)n  from  what  In- 
Ilea  id  or  read.  He  was  acceptable. 
Andrew  Benson,  of  li-li  l']ast  Fourth 
street,  a  resident  of  Duluth  for  twenty- 
five  years  during  which  time  he  Us 
been  a  painter.  Asked  if  he  was  re- 
lated in  any  way  to  the  "famfius  Hob 
H.-nson."  he  denied  it.  Had  read  a  lit- 
tle about  the  ( .ise  but  it  had  j)assed 
from  his  mind  leaving  it  a  proper  re- 
leptacle  for  evidence  as  to  i\Ir.  I-Mder's 
guilt  or  innocence,  so  he  was  swi'i  n. 

Axel  Wi'kstrom,  of  Soudan,  employed 
l)y  the  Minnesota  Iron  company,  had 
liear<l  nothing  of  the  case,  so  neith-r 
side  challenged  him.  Swan  Mofu.  of 
Biwabilc,  engineer  for  tlie  Miniiosota 
On-  company,  liail  never  heard  at)out 
the  case,  so  he  also  lucame  a  meml)er  of 
the  jury. 

HARRIS  NOT  ACCF^PTED. 
R.d.eit  H.  Harris,  of  221  West  Third 
street,  had  been  a  witness  in  the  for- 
mer case  against  lOlder  and  was  for- 
mei'ly  a  director  of  the  .Vmerican  Lonn 
and  Trust  company.  l»ut  had  no  knowl- 
efige  of  the  transactions  involved  in 
this  case.  Knew  no  reason  why  be 
cf)Uld  n<it  try  this  case,  ;ts  he  had  onl> 
l)een  friendly  with  Ehier.  an<l  did  not 
think  his  relations  with  the  trust  com- 
pan.v  woidd  prcjuilii-*-  him.  The  coun- 
ty attorney,  however,  stibmiltcd  a  chal- 
lenge and  Harris  was  excused  for  im- 
plied  bias. 

Charles  D.  Rogers,  of  Fifth  av'-nm 
west.  bookk<»eper  for  Charles  Schiller 
fit.  Co..  had  known  l'<Ider  for  eiglit  oi- 
nine  years,  and  had  read  alxiut  the 
case,  but  thought  he  had  no  opinion 
jibout  it.  He  was  accepted.  Ma?tin 
Oakes.  of  Riwaidk.  cigarmaker.  had 
read  about  the  case  in  tli>'  papers  a 
goofl  while  ago,  but  hajl  no  opinion 
whatever,  so  he  was  receivi'd.  !<"'re(l 
J.  Cordon,  of  Twelfth  avenue  i-ast  and 
I'-ourth  street,  dealer  in  wall  paf»er  and 
similar  supplies,  knew  lOIder  and  W.  10. 
Ttichardson  slightly.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  grand  jury  which  indicted  Kbhr 
so  lie  was  excused. 

John  l\.  Marshall,  of  Eighth  avenue 
west  and  Fourth  street,  contractor. 
knew  Elder  by  sight,  also  W.  E.  Rich- 


ardsun,  assignee  for  the  company.  Had 
read  al)out  the  case,  but  had  no  opin- 
ion about  it,  so  he  completed  the  panel, 
wiiich   was  made  up  as   follows: 

Swan  Swangren,  Roljerl  L.  C<xli- 
ran,  Alexander  J.  Cow,  Ransini  J. 
Powell,  James  S.  Herrell.  J.  P.  McPhee, 
Andrew  Benson,  Axel  Wickstrom, 
Swan  Moen,  Charles  D.  Rogers,  Mar- 
tin Cakes,  John  R.  Marshall. 

County  Attorney  Arbury  read  the  in- 
dictment charging  that  while  Elder 
was  vice  presitlent  and  acting  managei- 
of  tlie  trust  company  and  was  intrusted 
with  its  funils  he  had  $l(»,(t(io  of  city 
funds  May  I'd,  1S'J;>,  which  luid  been  de- 
posited for  the  purjKise  of  taking  up 
certain  matured  bonds  and  that  he  em- 
bezzled the  sum  of  $14.S6t!.67  and  con- 
verted it  to  the  use  of  the  trust  com- 
pany. 

MR.  ARBURY'S  OPENiNC. 

In  his  opening  to  the  jury  the  county 
attorney  stated  that  he  expected  to 
pro\e  that  by  virtue  of  his  position  and 
control  of  the  funds  Elder  also  had 
charge  of  the  city's  funds,  which  were 
<leposited  there  to  a  great  extent.  The 
clt.v  did  a  great  deal  of  business  witli 
till'  company  through  Elder.  The  city 
in  this  case  had  some  temporary  loan 
l>onds  which  It  desired  to  take  up  so  as 
to  biing  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the 
city  within  legal  limits  to  enable  it  to 
float  other  bonds.  It  was  decided  to 
take  up  $40,000  of  these  bonds  after  con- 
sultation with  I'^lder,  who  suggested  the 
plan  and  the  means  of  its  accomplish- 
ment. 

At  that  time  the  city  had  on  dejKisit 
with  the  trust  comjiany  about  $44,000. 
For  the  purpose  of  taking  up  the  bonds 
the  city  treasurer  delivered  to  Elder 
his  check  on  the  city  funds  for  $40,000. 
The  bonds  to  be  taken  up  were  held  by 
the  New  York  Life  Insurance  conv.iany. 
Elder  did  not  carry  out  his  instructions. 
He  took  up  $2.">,000»  leaving  the  amount 
alleged  to  have  been  embezzled  in  the 
trust  company's  possession.  Folder  or 
the  trust  comp.any  wfis  negotiating  to 
.get  into  business  associations  with  the 
New  York  Security  and  Trust  company, 
and  Elder  deposited  the  balance  with 
that  company.  The  city  did  not  know- 
about  this  for  some  time  after. 

It  was  k.arned  afterward  that  but 
$2."). 000  of  the  bonds  had  b(>en  taken  up. 
and  the  insurance  company  threatened 
suit  for  the  balance.  Tiie  money  mis- 
appropriated was  deposited  with  the 
sectu-ity  comiiany  and  used  by  the  trust 
comi)any  for  its  own  purposes  at  Elder's 
instigation.  The  money  was  not  used 
by  Elder,  ^but  by  him  for  the  trust  corn- 
pan  yl 

Fred  J.  Voss,  city  treasurer,  was  the 
first  witness.  He  has  been  city  treas- 
urer for  eight  years  last  past.  Was  ac- 
quainted with  Elder  and  with  the  trust 
conipany. 

At  this  point  Judge  Lewis  arose  and 
interposed  an  olijecfinn  against  the  in- 
troduction of  any  further  testimony  on 
the  ground  that  the  indictment  does  not 
state  facts  sufflcient  to  constitute  a 
public  offense.  The  jury  was  excused 
untjl  2  o'clock  while  the  objection  was 
being  argued. 

The  argument  lasted  until  2:"0.  after 
which  Judge  Moer  in  deciding  the  ques- 
tion said  that  it  was  one  that  .should,  if 
the  law  allows,  be  decided  against  the 
defendant  on  the  ground  of  public 
policy.  The  point  is  a.  very  delicate  ono, 
whether  the  facts  stated  constituted  an 
embezzlement,  whether  if  it  did  c(m- 
stitute  ;'.n  embezzlement  i-t  was  from  the 
cLtv  ,..■  the  comr>any.  If  the  money  wan 
especially  deposited  for  a  special  pur- 
ixise  and  converted  f<»r  another  it  sim- 
plifies matters.

The  res-'olution  went  to  the  committee 
on  foreign  relations.  Anothei-  resolution 
by  Mr.  Hoar  requesting  information 
from,  tlie  president  as  to  thej  c/>rresi)ond- 
e!:ce   v.ith   Turkey   was  passed. 

The  .\llen  lesolution  of  yesterday  de- 
lining  our  foreign  policy  was  taken  up 
a  fid  Mr.  Allen  urged  the  recognition  of 
the  revolutionists  and  the  annexation  of 
Cubj^.  He  declared  that  the  foreign  pol- 
icy of  the  T'nited  Stales  had  been  a  hiss 
aiul  a  bj  word  for  tlji^  last  twenty-five 
years. 

He  specified  the  inaction  in  the  case 
of  Mrs.  Maybrick  and  ex-Consul  Wal- 
ler.

SEINE  RIVER  GOLD. 

An  English  Syndicate  is  invest- 
ing Quite  Heavily. 

Tower,  Minn.,  Dee.  4.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Reports  from  the  Seine  river 
gold  district  are  to  the  effect  that  the 
Canadian  surveyors  are  all  busy  run- 
ning out  lands,  and  more  Canucks  are 
investin»<  than  formerly.  Thomas 
Wiegand,  who  first  di.scovered  gold  on 
the  Seine,  has  given  an  option  on  all  his 
i  holdings  to  the  English  syndicate  headed 
by  W.  D.  Ferguson,  of  London,  and  Pro- 
feswir  W,  Hamilton  Merrill,  of  Toronto. 
Tliese  iiarties  have  a  cimiplele  outfit 
of  m.achinery  on  the  Kelly-Mosher  land, 
which  they  hold  under  option  for  $:30,- 
000  and  are  sinking  several  shafts. 

On  the  Foley  proi)erty  the  two  work- 
ing shafts  are  each  down  one  hundred 
feet,  and  a  hundre<l  feet  of  drifting 
will  shortly  begin.  There  are  two  air 
ilrills  in  each  shaft,  and  work  is  car- 
ried on  night  and  day.  The  vein  is  of 
a  wave  formation,  widening  and  con- 
tracting irregularly,  but  free  gold  is 
f)lentiful  all  through,  as.sociated  t(»  some 
extent  with  galena.  The  quartz  is  not 
so  hard  as  was  expected  to  be,  compared 
with  that  found  in  other  pits  on  the 
Seine. 

Whije  shoeing  a  horse  at  tlie  Foley  re- 
cently, four  or  five  .small  nuggets  of 
gold  were  found  imbedded  in  his  hoof. 
William  Blunt,  alias  "Cheerful  Will- 
iam," was  commissioned  to  make  the 
announcement  to  tlie  somi'wh.at  .'Jceiiti- 
cal  public,  as  he  is  a  well  known  story- 
teller of  unquestioned  veracity.  It  is 
promis(>d  that  the  parings  fnim  the  hoof 
showing  the  nuggets  as  they  were 
found,  will  be  brouglit  to  Duluth  Christ- 
ma.s  and  t)laced  on  exhiljition.  as  a  sam- 
ple of  the  wonderful  richness  of  the 
Rain.v  Lake  district. 

William  Jolin  Thaler,  who  started 
from  Montieal,  Canada,  last  spring,  to 
walk  .around  the  world]  has  temporarily 
aljandoned  the  idea,  after  completing 
2337  miles.  He  arrived  in  Tower  Satur- 
day, and  since  then  lias  managed  to 
get  gloriously  diunk  several  times,  be- 
sides making  himself  a  public  nuisance. 
Monday  he  was  arrested  by  the  city 
authorities,  and  next  day  Judge  (Dwens 
sentenced  him  fyi"  twenty-five  days  in 
the  county  jail.  Thaler  had  planned  to 
walk  fnyn  here  to  Iftniny  Lake,  thence 
on  Rainy  river  to  Rat  Portage,  and  fol-i 
low  the  Canadian  Pacific  to  the  coast.

Senate  Republicans  Wont  Have 
Populist  Aid. 

Washington,  Dec.  4. — The  Populist 
members  of  the  senate  at  a  meeting 
yesterday  t<M>k  a  stei)  which  i»rol)ably 
will  prevent  reorganization  of  the  sen- 
ate by  the  Republicans,  deciding  to 
stand  t'igether  against  l»oth  idd  parties. 
Senators  Peffer.  Allen,  Kyle  and  But- 
lei-  ranked  as  straight  Poi)ulists,  and 
also  Senators  Jones  and  Stewart,  of 
Nevada,  and  upon  whom  s<<me  of  th«' 
Republicans  have  counted  for  ,;issis- 
tance  in  case  of  an  effort  to  reorganize, 
were  jiresent.  Ther«'  was  no  (lissent 
against  a  provision  to  stand  together 
on  the  question  of  organization  a?id  to 
give  no  supitorl  to  (-ither  of  the  old 
parlies  in  the  election  of  offlcers  of  the 
senate. 

Those  present  also  decided  to  nomi- 
nate their  own  candidates  for  the  vari- 
ous offices  in  case  the  other  parties 
place  candidates  in  the  field.  Selec- 
tions will  be  deferreil  until  action  is 
made  neces.sary  by  the  Republicans 
and  Democrats.  In  case  the  Republi- 
cans initiate  a  movement  in  this  di- 
rection the  Populi.sts  will  place  a  full 
tic-ket  in  the  field  and  they  agreed  that 
with  this  step  once  taken  they  would 
stand  by  their  candidates  solidly  to  the 
end. 

The  Itepublicans  now  lack  three  of 
a  majority  and  will  lack  one  after  the 
Utah  senators  come  in. 


New  York  Housesmlths  Con- 
cede They  Lost. 

New  York,  Dec.  4. — In  all  probabil- 
ity the  striking  housesmlths  will  return 
to  work  tomorrow  and  the  work  aban- 
doned sixteen  days  ago  on  eighteen 
buildings  will  be  resumed.  A  confer- 
ence will  be  held  in  the  oHice  of  J.  B. 
and  J.  M.  Cornell  at  2  o'clock  this  af- 
ternoon when  a  final  settlement  of  tlie 
difficulties  may  be  reached. 

It  was  stated  at  union  headcjuarters 
however,  that  no  matter  what  decision 
sliould  b(>  .arrived  at  the  strike  would 
be  called  olT  today.  It  is  known  that 
Mr.  Cornell  is  firm  in  the  stand  which 
he  took  at  the  outset  not  to  accede  to 
the  demands,  but  he  has  consented  to 
the  pror>osition  for  the  giving  of  a  uni- 
form scale  of  wages  which  will  be 
regulated  acc(nding  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  iron  workers. 

Another  important  matter  which  now 
confronts  sf)me  of  the  strike  leaders  is 
the  reported  threat  of  Mr.  Cornell  who 
is  said  to  ha^•e  dec  ided  that  he  will  not 
under  any  condlticm  agree  to  have  them 
resume  work  on  any  building  in  which 
his  firm  is  concerned.  "This  is  blac-k- 
listing."  said  one  of  the  strikers  today, 
"but  the  men  whom  Mr.  Cornell  dis- 
likes for  the  part  they  have  played  have 
not  relurji"<l  to  work  on  his  jobs.  " 


Washington,  Dec.  4. — (Special  to  The

This  gentle- 
man' a.s.serted  that  hia  Information  had 
come  from  a  .source  so  close  to  Speaker 
Reed'  that  he  had  no  doubt  whatever  but 
that  Mr.  Fletcher  would  be  promoted  to 
thi.si  high  posiion.

GUILTY  OF  TEN  MURDERS. 

Indiana  Burglar  Confesses  to 
Wholesale  Butchery. 

Fort  Wayn<>,  Ind.,  Dec.  4.— William 
Stone,  fomierly  a  member  of  the  Dalton 
gang,  under  sentenc*^  of  ten  years  here  for 
shooting  Deputy  Sheriff  HaroM,  has  con- 
fe.s.se<i  to  committing  murders  in  Chicago, 
Cleveland.  Kans,as  City  and  several 
other  idac-es.  His  story  is  one  of  a  life  of 
murder,  burglary,  train  and  stage  rob- 
bery and  Is  a  startling  confession. 

Stone  says  that  he  and  hit^  partner. 
William  Walruth.  kill(>d  a  man  at  Kanww 
City  in  iss:;  and  robbed  him.  but  later 
gave  the  money  to  Heniy  Donnelly,  a 
policeman,  for  protection.  He  cimfei^ses 
to  the  murder  of  Mrs.  Stewart  and  her 
son  Clarence,  in  Cleveland.  The  bodit>s 
were  cut  to  pieces  and  thrown  into  Lake 
Erie.  He  say.sl  the  following  morning  he 
killed  a  boy  in  the  Big  Four  yards  in 
Lindale,  Ohio. 

In  Buff.ilo  he,  Walrath  and  a  man 
named  Burr,  a  saloonkeeper,  killed  a 
Wealthy  Western  farmer,  who  was  hwik- 
ing  for  a  govtd  tinte.  The  money  was  di- 
vided, and  Stonn  and  Walralh  returned 
to  Chicago,  and  with  Uieir  .share  started 
a  restaurant.  Here  Walrath  married 
Stone's  sister.  Mrs.  Walrath  di«>ii.  and 
Stont,"!  and  Walruth  left  Chicago.  Later 
Stone  return€-d,  and  Wii.s  implk-ated  in 
the  murder  of  aj  father  and  sotx  namerl 
I*runty.  Three  men  are  said  to  n«>w  l>e 
serving  life  .sentences  at  Jollet  for  the 
crime.     Stono  was  not  arrested.

N.  Y..  where  Duffy  stabbed  a  pal. 
"Buffalo  Jack."  four  timt^,  and  buried 
liim  in  the  woods.  Another  murder  was

Constantinople.  Dec.  3.  via  Sofia.  L?ul- 
saria.  Dec.  4.— The  Eastern  question  is 
passing  through  a  period  of  rumors 
set  adrift  to  test  the  temper  in  which 
this  or  that  movement  would  be  re- 
ceived by  the  ^xnvers.  Thus,  a  few  days 
ago.  a  story  was  floated  to  the  effect 
that  Great  Britain  had  proposed  to 
Kussia  the  dismemberment  of  Turkey, 
and  that  the  latter  had  refused  to  take 
part  in  such  a  partitioning  of  the  Ot- 
toman empire.  Soon  after  this  story 
had  been  digested  it  was  denied  from 
a  number  of  sources.  Then  it  was  re- 
ported that  Russia,  after  the  sultan 
had  made  a  direct  appeal

had  consented  to  waive  his  demands 
for  an  extra  guardship  in  the  Bospht.'- 
rus  and  that  this  had  been  one  of  the 
causes  of  Great  Britain  withdrawing 
the  Dryad  from  the  entrance  of  the 
Dardanelles  after  the  sultan  had  re- 
fuse<l  to  issue  a  permit  for  her  to  pass 
in.  Lastly,  yesterday  after  the  meet- 
ing of  the  ambassadors,  it  was  rumored 
that  Sir  Phillip  Ourrie,  the  British  am- 
bassador, had  notified  the  porte  that 
Great  Britain  gave  the  sultan  until 
Saturday  ne.xt  in  which  to  issue  the 
tirnians  demande<l.  and  that  if  they 
were  not  f.irthcoming  by  that  time  an 
extra  British  guardship  wuuld  pass  the 
straits  without  the  sultan's  permission. 
This  report  was  coupled  with  the  state- 
ment that  Italy  endorsed  the  action  of 
iJieat  Britain  in  the  matter.  Some 
col.  r  was  given  to  it  by  the  unprece- 
dented activity  in  the  Italian  arsenals 
and  by  the  fact  that  the  rumor  wa.s 
current  at  Rome.  Berlin  and  Paris  an  I 
This  city,  but  diligent  inquiry  among 
the  diplomatic  corps  and  in  Turkish 
government  circles  failed  to  obtain  a 
contiruiation  <>f  the  report. 

!!ut  Sir  F'hillip  Currie  undoubtedly 
seems  to  have  made  some  important 
communication,  the  nature  of  which  is 
not  known  to  Tewtik  Pasha,  the  Tur- 
kish minister  for  foreign  affairs.  It 
was  intimated  in  these  dispatches,  hi>w- 
ever.  that  this  is  an  era  of  surprises 
and  it  was  hinted  that  another  yne  is 
in  store.  This,  like  all  the  fore- 
casts of  the  situation  made  from  here 
to  the  Assixiated  Press,  turns  out  to 
be  correct. 

The  sultan  has  all  along  believed, 
and  the  pilace  coterie  has  bf^n  apparent- 
ly equally  convinced,  that  Russia  would 
not  act  in  accord  with  Great  Britain,  and 
that  therefore  Russia,  France  and  even 
Germany  might  be  counted  upon,  if  it 
came  to  a  decisive  crisis,  to  oppose  any 
active  interference  upon  the  part  of  Great 
Britain  in  the  Turkish  empire.  In  fact, 
.  thi3  belief  was  almost  general  in  the 
political  world,  and  all  assertions  M  the 
contrary,  were  received  with  incredulity. 
It  be.ame  known  today,  however,  to  the 
surprise  of  the  skeptic.=>  that  Russia  is 
ri.ally  in  acc<^)rd  with  the  powers,  and 
that  the  sultan  need  look  for  no  sym- 
pathy from  the  czar  or  his  advisers  in 
anything  in  any  way  tending  to  thwart 
the  determination  of  the  powers  to  have 
order  restored  throughout  the  Turkish 
empire,  and  measures  taken  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  lives  and  property  of  all  the 
Christiana  subject  t>  the  sultan.  This 
news  ha.'^  cast  ai  dismal  spell  over  the 
Kiosk,  and  the  ministers  have  been  in 
almost  constant  attendance  upon  the 
sultan  e'\-*'r  sin.r-e. 

When  Gr?\t  Britain  threatened  to  force 
the  pa.«.«age  .ff  the  Dardanelles  if  the  fir- 
nrans  fi»r  the  pa.=sing  f»f  the  two  extra 
guardships  werf'  not  granted,  the  sultan 
apprjalt.'d  iterso-nally  to  th*»  governments 
of  Russia.  .-\u.«tria.  Germany  and  France, 
begging  them  not  to  x>ress  their  demands, 
calling  t!i?ir  attention  to  the  efforts  his 
gfiv^mmeni  was  making  to  restore  oi-der 
and  prevent  further  outbreaks  and  dwell- 
in;;  .«trf>ngly  upon  the  danger  of  an  upris- 
ing of  the  Mus.-»ulmans  thi^)ughout  th" 
empire  if  he  wfre  subjected  to  such  a 
slight,  holding  that  the  mere  fact  of 
sfnding  tho  additional  wanships  to  thn 
liosphr/ius  would  he  an  intimation  that 
he  -wan  not  con:-*iJered  by  the  j>owers  to 
be  capable  of  maintaining  ruder  in  his 
own  dominif>ns. 

In  no  case  did  the  .<!ultan  meet  with  s«c- 
ee.ss.  f»rince  lyobaloff-Rostovsky,  the 
ftus-iian  minister  for  foreign  affairs,  rc- 
pli'^d.  at  fir-t.  that  iie  would  sound  the 
cabmets  of  France,  <rermany  an.l  .\us- 
tria  >»n  the  subje?t,  it  being  api>uren:ly 
con'dudi-d  t'^at  it  v»as  uselos"  tf>  again 
quf:-t;o,i  Gr  at  I'.ritajn  or  Italy.  The 
Ru:-s;an  f<:re:gn  minister  did  so,  but  re- 
ceiving nothing  but  unfavorable  replies, 
he  later  inf  »rmed  the  Turkish  ambas- 
sador at  St.  Petersburg  that  he  could  see 
no  resi&on  to  separate  himself  from  the 
cour?e  followed  by  the  other  powers  in 
regard  to  the  Eastern  que.stion.  The 
Austrian  minister  for  foreign  affairs. 
Count  fJoluchowski.  was  even  more  ex- 
plicit than  Prince  Lobanoff-Rf>stov.sky. 
for  he  gave  the  Turkish  ambassad'or  at 
Vienna  to  understand  cli-arly  that  a  com- 
plete undenst^anding  existed  among  the 
powers,  and  that  Turkey  should  not  per- 
i.='t  in  her  pre?  nt  dilatory  jMjlicy  regard- 
ing the  demands  of  the  powers  for  extj-a 
guardships  of  in  pu.=hing  the  work  of  rr- 
stfring  order  in  Asiatic  Turkey  and  pre- 
venting further  fiutbreak.s.  The  reply  of 
M.  Berthelot.  the  Fren:h  minister  for 
foreign  affairs,  wa.s  almost  identical  with 
that  of  Russia's  minister.  Finally, 
through  Prince  Hohenlohe  and  Freiherr 
Mars?hall  Von  Blerbstein,  Emperor 
WHIiam  gave  the  Turkish  ambassador  at 
Berlin  no  consolation  at  all.  He  was 
firmly  told  that  the  powers  were  un- 
doubtefUy  acting  in  thvir  bt-st  interests 
and  in  the  best  inten-sts  of  the  Turkish 
enjpire  in  d-^mands  made  up^'u  the  porte, 
and  thct  ambas.=«dor  wa.'  plainly  warnei 
that  tho  .sultan  could  not  exnect  tho 
FUppori  or  sympathy  of  the  German  gov- 
-rnment  in  any  continued  oppositloji  to 
th-:  will  of  the  powers. 

Thus,  apparently,  the  sultan  was  shftwn 
that  ho  wy  longer  has  a  backer  in  Europe, 
but  th<-'  qut-stion  of  admitting  the  extra 
guardships  is  still  uneettled,  and  this  will 
still  leave  open  the  question  whether 
Great  Pritair  has  J'f  has  not  given  the 
sultan  until  Saturday  in  which  to  issue 
th"  firman«. 

To  thf-  r->lief  o^f  the  diplonnatlc  corps  at 
least,  new?  haB  been  received  here  from 
Zeitoun.    These  advices,  which  are  from 


Turkish  .sources,  statu  that  the  Turkish 
delegates  sent  by  the  commander  of  the 
Turkish  forces  :it  iMarash  t.»  tr^-at  with 
for  the  surrender  of 
halted  outside  Zeitoini 
outpost-s.  The  nu's- 
conveyed  to  the  .Ar- 
menian conunander,  but  the  delegates 
Wf-re  not  allowetl  to  pa.-'s  the  outposts  and 
were  not  admltteil  to  Zeitoun.  Tiie  dele- 
gates, howev.>r,  wer>«  informed  that  th.' 
cai>tured  Turkish  s»>ldiers,  who  were  said 
ti>  ha\e  joinetl  iht>  Armenians,  had  bt>i^n 
rtdeased.  with  the  exception  of  nine  .sol- 
dieis.  wlu)  were  alleged  by  the  Tuiks  to 
have  botn  murdered.  Ii  is  believed  they 
were  killeil  during  the  lighting  which 
preceded  the  surrender  of  the  Turkish 
battalion. 

The  advance  upon  Zeitoun  may  be 
expected  at  any  time.  The  general 
opinion  expressed  here  is  that  the  Ar- 
menians of  Zeitoun  will  be  shown  no 
mercy  in  spite  of  the  promises  of  mod- 
erati  in  in  dealing  with  the  insurgents 
made  by  the  Turkish  goveinment  after 
representations  on  the  subject  had 
been  made  by  the  representatives  of 
the  powers. 

The  fanatical  outbreaks  of  Caessera, 
>^ov.  oO,  were  due  to  a  false  rep^.n-t  that 
some  Armenians  had  attackeil  a  num- 
ber of  ?.Iussulmans,  at  least  one  version 
of  the  affair.  In  any  case  it  Is  known 
that  about  sixty  Armenians  were  killed 
and  a  larger  number  were  wounded. 
The  greatest  feeling  of  panic  pn'vails 
at  Caessera,  all  the  Armenian  stores 
are  closed  and  the  most  valuable  goods 
removed  and  hidden.  The  Armenians 
as  a  rule  arc  barricaded  in  their  houses 
anil  people  here  are  In  ln)urly  dread  of 
hearing  of  a  further  and  much  moif 
extensive  outbreak  in  spite  of  the  pre- 
cautions the  government  says  the  Tur- 
kish otticlals  have  taken. 

Letters  were  received  here  from 
Aleppo  today  which  state  that  even  the 
most  vague  reports  of  outbreaks  or 
threatened  outbreaks  in  or  about  that 
city  cause  panics  among  the  Cluistians 
who  are  so  in  dread  of  being  massacreil 
that  at  the  first  note  of  alarm  they 
hastily  close  up  theii'  stoi'es  and  seek 
refuge  in  the  courts  or  in  their  houses 
where  they  have  made  all  the  prepara- 
tions possible  to  defend  themselves.  An 
Austrian  named  Pctn>vlch.  chief  of  the 
otflcial  tobacco  office.

Turkish    officials    at    Erzeroum.    Erz- 
ingjan.   Baibrut  and   Bltlls  continue  to 
force  the  Armenians,  under  penalty  of 
imprisonment   and    torture   to  sign   ad- 
dresses   of    gratitude    to     the    Turkish 
government    for   the    "protection"      ex- 
tended   to   them    by    the   local    officials 
and    others    during    the    "recent      dis- 
orders. "     In  addition  to  the  threats  of 
imprisiinment  the  Armenians  are  given 
to    understand    that    unless    they    sign 
these  petitions   there   will   be  a   reyteti- 
tion  <^f  the  attacks  made  upon  them  by 
the    Turks.    Several  .Armenian  notabil- 
ities   of    Erzeroum^  have  been    forced 
under  threats  by  the  Turkish  authori-

The  police  here  have  resumed   making 
arrests  of  Annenians,     and     are     again 
transporting    them    in    batches    to    their 
own  countiY-   '^n  the  plea  that   they  are 
engaged  in  conspiring  against  the  Turkish 
government;  that  their  prei-jenc-'  here  is  a 
menace  to  pe^ace,  and  that  they  arc  liable 
to  cause  another  serious  outbreak  in  this 
city  or  its. neighborhood.     At  the  rate  the 
poiii.>e  are  now  working,   they  should   be 
abl?  to  thin  down  the  Armenian  popula- 
tif)n  of  Constantinople  very  considerably 
before  the  new  year.    It  is  estimated  that 
over  WOO  Armenians  have,  within  a  com- 
paratively short  time,  been  expelled  under 
on^  excuse  or  another  from   this   neigh- 
borhood.

A 
futile  effort  was  lately  made  by  the  offi- 
cials of  Constantinojil?  to  induce  the  Ar- 
menians to  demand  the  dismissal  of  the 
Armenian  patriarch    here,  who  has  made 
such  a  determined  stand  on  behalf  of  his 
compatriots,  and  who  is  understood     to 
have  seconded,  to     the     utmost     of     his 
ability,  at  the  earnest  request  of  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  powers,   the  genuine 
efforts  of  the  porte  to  restore  order  in 
Ai-menia  and  prevent  further  bloodshed. 
In  fact,  it  is  believed  that  the  patriarch 
went  so  far  as  to  make  an  effort  to  induce 
the   .\rmenian3  of   Zeitoun    to   surrender 
toi  the  Turkish  authorities  after  he  had 
V)ee7i    solemnly    assurenl    that    the    porte 
wouKi   guarantee    the    Insurgents    should 
not   be   punished   if   they   gave   up  their 
arms  within  a  stated  time. 

Th"  Annenlan  patriarch  has  now 
issued  an  appeal  to  the  .Armenians 
throughout  the  w<>rld  and  to  all  Christian 
nations  asking  t.hem  to  sr.^,]  help  to  re- 
lieve th-e  misery  roiilting  from  the  re- 
cent massacres  and  pillaging  in  Armenia. 
In  this  cHinnietion  there  is  ni  doubt  that 
groat  distress  already  exists,  but  as  pre- 
viously intimated  in  the.~^  dispatches,  the 
misery  existing  is  as  nothing  to  the  ter- 
rible sufferings  which  will  fall  to  the  lot 
of  the  homel-pss  thousands  when  the  bit- 
ter blasts  of  winter  sweep  over  the  moun- 
tains and  plains  upon  which  the  de- 
vastated villages  strvod.

His  Eligibility   Argued   Before 
the  Supreme  Court. 

St.  Paul,  Dec.  4.— The  case  of  the  state 
against  Jtihn  B.  Sutt<m,  state  'uoilcr  in- 
spector, was  ai'gued  before  the  supremo 
court     yesterday.       Attorney     General 

Chllds  appeared  for  the  state,  and  Mr. 
Sutton  was  repei"sented  by  C. 
A.  Severance.  The  aral  argu- 
ments on  both  sides  followed 
the  arguments  submitted  in  the 
briefs,  tlie  state  contending  that  the 
ctmstltution  ab.solutely  prohibits  any 
member  of  the  legislature  frtmi  holil- 
ix\g  any  other  slate  office  during  the 
lerm  for  which  he  was  elected,  which 
is  two  years,  and  no  matter  whether 
Mr.  Sutton  resigned  his  position  before 
he  wa.s  appr>inted  state  boiler  inspector, 
he  is  not  eligible  for  the  reason  that  he 
was  elected  for  two  years. 

Precedents  were  citi  d  from  Michigan. 
Indiana,  and  other  states,  which  showed 
the  consti'tution)  of  those  states  provided 
that  no  peison  "elected  senator  or  re- 
presentative, etc."  The  attorneys  for 
the  defense  made  much  of  the  fact  that 
the  Minnesota  ct^nstitutinn  simply  says 
no  senattji'  or  representative.  On  this 
2:round  they  claimed  that  the  decisions 
of  the  other  states  would  not  apply,  as 
n  man  ceased  to  be  a  mem.ber  of  the 
legislature  when  he  resigned  and  he 
•ould  terminate  his  term  of  otfice  at  any 
time,  but  that  even  if  he  did  not  resign, 
the  acceptance  <if  another  nflice  merely 
i-reated  a  vacancy  in  the  iirst  otfice  and 
did  not  disqualify  him  fvnn  holding  th« 
second,  since  lie  was  no  lontjer  a  senator 
or  representative. 


NO  JINGOISM  THERE. 

St.  James  Gazette  on  Cleve- 
land's Message. 

London,  Dec,  4. — Referring  to  President 
Cleveland's  message  to  congress,  the  St. 
.lames  Gazette  this  afternoon  says: 
"There  i^  nothing  whatever  of  the  jingo 
in  Mr.  Cleveland's  message.  In  spite  of 
all  assertions  to  the  contrary,  there  is  not 
the  le;ist  probability  that  the  United 
States  will  put  any  obstaeles  in  the  way 
of  a  proper  settlement  In  Venezuela." 

The  Pall  Mall  Gazette  retnarks:  "So 
fair  as  our  relations  with  America  are 
concerned,  the  mes-s^age  is  not  likely  to 
raise  any  unpleas:tnt  tiuestitms:  but  we 
fail  to  see  how  Mr.  Cleveland's  defini- 
tion of  the  Monroe  doctrine  Is  applied 
to  Venezuela." 

The  Globe  stays:  "There  is  nothing  sur- 
prising in  the  "fact  that  the  Monroe  diic- 
trine  apj>ears  rather  largely  in  the  mes- 
sage, nor  in  the  hostile  tone  adopted  to- 
vvanls  England.  Is  not  the  presidential 
election  drawing  nigh?  Pulling  the  lion's 
tail  may  look  to  the'  Old  World  a  curious 
way  i>f  trying  to  catch  flsii.  but  It  has 
ben  found  to  answer  in  the  turbid  waters 
of  American  politics."

Complainants  asked  $20,000 
for  alleged  damages,  for  an  injunction 
seeking  to  restrain  defendant  from  us- 
ing the  word  "Baco-Curo"  and  from  the 
use  of  certain  boxes,  labels,  racks,  etc., 
which,  it  was  claimed,  were  so  similar 
to  those  used  by  complainant  as  to  in- 
duce the  jiUbllc  to  believe  they  were 
buying  complainant's  medicine.  The 
cause  was  heard  before  United  States 
Circuit  Judge  Romanzo  Bunn.  of  Wis- 
consin, Oct.  ISth  last  and  that  veteran 
jurist,  on  Nov.  25th,  handed  down  an 
exhaustive,  clear  and  able  opinion  at 
the  conclusion  of  which  appears  the 
following  order. 

JUDGE   BUNN'S  ORDER. 

"There  will  be  a  decree  dismissing 
ctimplainanfs  bill  with  costs." 

F.  M.  Stewart,  clerk  of  the  court,  on 
Nov.  26th,  notified  Messrs.  Losey  & 
Woodward,  attorneys  for  defendant, 
that  the  final  decree  in  accordance 
with  order  of  court,  had  been  duly  en- 
tered. 

The  public  does  not  care  to  read  why 
the  suit  was  bi-ought  nor  what  outside 
methods  were  taken  to  injure  the  repu- 
tation and  restrict  the  sale  of  "Baco- 
Curo."  Suffice  it  that  the  court  held 
that  the  Eureka  Chemical  and  Manu- 
facturing company  had,  and  h.as,  an 
undoubted  right  to  use  the  name  '•Baco- 
Curo,"  that  there  was  not  sufiicient 
similarity  in  boxes,  labels,  racks,  etc..

One  special  point  made  by  Judge 
Bunn  as  to*  the  alleged  similarity  of 
labels,  is  worthy  of  consideration.  The 
third  paragraph,  page  6.  typewritten 
decision  reads  as  follows: 

"Indeed  there  seems  to  be  no  idea  of 
attempting  on  the  defendant's  part  to 
put  off  Its  goods  as  and  for  the  com- 
plainanfs  manufacture.  The  defendant 
puts  its  own  peculiar  designation  of 
"Bact>-Curo"  upon  its  label  in  conspicu- 
ous green  letters  upon  a  white  grt)und, 
while  complainant's  "No-to-bac"  is 
placed  upon  its  label,  in  equally  con- 
spicuous black  letters  upon  a  red 
ground.

Dec.  2.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  lighthouse  board  has  is- 
sued the  following  bulletin: 

-Notice  is  hereby  given  that  <ui  Dec. 
10  a  fixed  white  light  of  the  sixth  <u'der 
will  be  established  in  the  tower  recent- 
ly erected  on  the  end  of  the  west  pier 
entrance  to  Grand  Marais  harbor  of  re- 
fuge, south  shore  of  Lake  Superior. 
The  local  plane  of  the  light  will  be 
forty  feet  above  the  mean  lake  level 
;'.nd  the  light  may  be  seen  thirteen  miles 
in  clear  weather,  observer's  eye  fifteen 
feet  above  the  lake.  The  light  will  be 
shown  from  a  black  lantern  surmount- 
ing a  square  white  pyramid  wofKlen 
skeleton  tower  with  upper  part  inclosed. 
An  elevated  walk  extends  shoreward 
along  the  pier  SIO  feet. 

The  geographical  position  of  the  light 
as  taken  from  chart  No.  31  of  the  United 
States  survey  of  the  ntuthern  and  north- 
western lakes,  is  approximately:  Lati- 
tude, north  46  degrees,  41  min.,  .01  sec:

40  sec.  Rig  Sable  lighthouse  west  7-16 
south  (true)  7%  statute  miles.

.Acc(^>rding  to  the  Detroit  Journal  the 
bottiim  of  the  steamer  Northern  Wave, 
recently  releaseil  from  the  roi-ks  at 
Sand  beach  and  now  in  dry  dock  at 
Detndt.  shows  the  worst  punishment 
ever  witness(>d  in  a  lake  steel  steamer. 
Fully  three-fourths  (d'  all  the  plating 
below  the  Idlges  will  have  to  be  re- 
moved, some  of  it  being  Inickled,  but 
the  larger  j)ortioii  being  cracked  and 
sheared,  .and  in  some  cases  whole 
jiieces  were  cut  out  by  the  rocks.  Manv 
of  the  floor  plates  and  angle  irons 
frames  are  broken,  and  in  Iwo  or  three 
cases  an  entire  floor  plate  has  been 
taken   out. 

The  inner  bottom  is  not  displaced 
much,  but  undoubtedly  will  h.ave  to  be 
reset  in  parts.  Evt  n  the  deck  string- 
ers, on  both  sides  of  the  spar  deck,  are 
buckled,  atid  on  the  starboard  side  the 
sheer  strake  and  doublin.g  plate  is 
cracked  entirely  across  in  two  places 
o\er    the    gangwa.vs. 

Had  the  dei;k  stringers  p.arted  also 
the  steamer  would  have  undoubtedly 
broken  in  two.  .Most  of  the  phites  on 
the  Ixvttimi  as  well  as  the  sheer  strake 
have  the  apjiearance  of  being  sheared 
off  instead  of  torn,  and  in  quite  a  num- 
ber of  cases  cracks  have  appeared  in 
riveted  holes  where  the  plate  has  ap- 
parently been  pulled  instead  of  struck. 

No  definite  estmiate  of  the  amount 
of  money  it  will  cost  to  make  jier- 
manent  repairs  on  the  steamer  has  yet 
been  made.  The  lowest  estimate,  how- 
ever, is  $50,000,  and  others  run  up  as- 
high  as  SIOCOOO.  The  amount  will  imh- 
ably  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $75,000.

OPEN  THE  DOORS. 

The  Herald,  on  behalf  of  the  people  of 
UuKfth.  demands  that  the  "star  cham- 
bef"  sessions  of  the  joint  committee 
to  consider  the  reduction  of  city  ex- 
penditures shall  cease.  The  doors  must 
be  thrown  open,  so  that  all  tke  citizens 
may  know  what  is  being  done. 

The  executive  session  idea  cannot  be 
tolerated  for  a  moment.  The  meetings 
must  be  open  to  the  representatives  of 
the  press  and  to  the  public  in  general, 
otherwise  the  people  will  look  upon  the 
whole  proceedings  as  a  farce. 

There  is  no  valid  reason  whatever  for 
making  the  meetings  of  this  committee 
secret.  Thet  broad  light  of  publicity  will 
aid  instead  of  defeat  the  object  for 
which  it  was  organized.  There  is  al-  i 
ready  too  much  secrecy  about  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  various  city  depart- 
ments. The  people  are  looking  for  in- 
formation on  these  subjects.  They  want 
to  know  where  their  money  is  going 
and  where  the  knife  of  retrenchment 
can  be  applied.  They  have  a  right  to 
know  these  things,  and  they  expected 
that  they  would  gain  the  desired  infor- 
mation by  means  of  this  cjsmmittee. 

A  similar  committee  is  now  in  ses- 
sion at  St.  Paul.  There  has  been  no 
attempt  made  to  keep  its  proceedings 
secret.  All  its  meetings  are  open  to 
anyone  who  desires  to  attend  and  the 
facts  learned  are  published  in  full  in 
the  newspapers.  The  publication  of  this 
information  has  resulted  in  many  valu- 
able suggestions  to   the  committee. 

Let  the  Duluth  committee  follow  this 
example.  Let  us  hear  what  the  heads 
of  the  departments  have  to  say  about 
the  number  of  men  employed  and  the 
salaries  of  themselves  and  .subordin- 
ates. If  there  are  any  members  of  the 
committee  who  are  afraid  to  criticize 
anythir.g  in  public,  let  them 
They  are  not  the  men  for  the  place 
They  will  do  no  good  there.  But  let  thfj 
doors   be   thrown   open. 


elieap  rates  must  come  by  way  of  the 
water  transportation  which  this  country 
reaches  at  Duluth  and  West  Superier 
T(  ward  this  the  country  is  growing. 
Mtasured  by  actual  results,  the  pace  is 
swift.  .Measured  by  the  desires  of  the  peo- 
ple, it  is  a  snail's  pace. 

•'The  Twin  Cities   of  Mintieapolisand  St 
Paul  will  undi>ubtedly  ct»ntinue  to  grow. 
There  is  no  intt  iitioii  to  cast  any  reHee- 
tii.n   upon   either  of  them,    but    their  na- 
tural cour.try   which   they    may  claim   as 
tributary'    is    not    .\orth    Dakota.      The 
interests  of  this  state  are   in   the  direc- 
tion of  the  head  of  the  lakes.   And     the 
citits   on   the    Mississippi   are   competit»>rs 
;i!ui  rivals  of  our  cities,  rather  than  help-

the  East."  Not  long  ago  the  New  York 
Times  made  this  statement:  "There  is  a 
luw   drift   in   tratlic  at   the  head  of  th>' 
great  lakes.  Duluth,  MinneapoUs  and  St. 
Paul  are  sensible  of  it  and  its  cause — the 
movement  of  wheat   through  new  chan- 
nels.  It  is  a  gravitation  to   the  shortest 
rail   and  longest   water  haul.   Wheat   no 
longer   follows   the    routes    of    the     past 
decade  from  the  Northwest  to  Minneapo- 
lis and  thence  to  Chicago  by  rail.  Most  of 
the  product  of  the  great  Red  River  val- 
It  y    region   passes    north    of    Minneapoli.-? 
directly  to   Duluth.   This   represents  on.-- 
third  of  the  whole  Northwestern  wheat 
pnduct.  The  increasing  yield  of  the  Red 
river  section  makes  it  more  of  a  factor 
each    year.    The    wheat    sections    further 
south— Nebraska.   Northern   Iowa,   South 
Dakota.    Southern    Minnesota    and    Wis- 
C(>nsin— show  a  tendency  to    send     their 
on>ps  past   ^Minneapolis,    to   Lake   Super- 
ior and  away  from  Chicago." 

The  immense!  wheat  receipts  at  Duluth 
this  fall  are  contirming  the  above  pr '- 
dictions.  The  great  growth  of  the  flax 
business  here  is  another  index  of  the 
movement  of  trade  to  Duluth  and 
away  from  the  Twin  Cities  and  Chicago. 
With  the  building  of  more  railroads  b^- 
twen  Duluth  and  the  Western  country, 
the  volume  of  commerce  at  this  point  will 
be  still  further  increased.  The  glory  of 
the  Twins  is  fading  and  Duluth  is  ad- 
vancing to  the  foremost  place. 


•Zenith  City  of  the  IJnsalted  Seas."  Of 
course.  Proctor  Knott  never  made  such 
a  reference  to  Duluth,  but  Editor  Shanks 
does  not  know  any  better  and  the  man 
who  is  furnishing  him  with  "facts"  about 
Duluth  is  evidently  as  Ignorant  as  he  is. 

The  Chicago  Inter-Ocean  very  pro- 
perly denounces  the  action  of  several 
Chicagi>  newspapers  which  broke  faith 
with  the  heads  of  the  departments  at 
Washington  by  publishing  their  n>i)orts 
in  advance  of  the  time  set  for  their 
publication.  it  was  an  inexcusable 
violation  of  contidence  and  casts  dis- 
credit upon  the  press  of  the  entire 
country.  One  of  the  conspicuous  of- 
fe'iders  was  the  Chicago  Itecord,  pub- 
lished by  Mr.  Lausen,  the  president  of 
the  As.socialed  Press,  who  should  have 
set  a  better  example. 


Mayor  A.  D.  Davidscm,  of  Little  Falls, 
who  Is  at  present  sojourning  in  Duluth 
on  Inisiness,  attended  Senator  Hill's 
lecture  here  and  sent  the  Little  Falls 
Transcript  quite  a  lengthy  account  of 
it.  This  was  his  Impression  of  Mr. 
Hill:  "He  impres-ses  you  like  an  able 
lawyer,  a  strong  advocate,  a  man  of 
executive  ability  and  good  force  of 
character,  of  a  rather  studious  and  seri- 
ous disposition:  lacks  the  humorous 
vein,  and  the  story-telling  faculty  to 
make  him  a  popular  lecturer." 


Speaker  Reed  expects  to  announce 
the  house  committees  about  Dec.  15.

TIk-  Far:<"  Argus  is  accused  by  a  Min- 
hx.a]KA\s  paper  of  "rooting"  for  Duluth 
as  ag:iinst  the  Twin  Cities.  Evidently  it 
c  nsiders  this  a  serious  crime  on  the  part 
of  thf  Fargo  paper.  But  the  Argus  has 
the  interfst.s  of  North  Dakota  at  heart 
and  it  sees  very  clearly  that  the  natural 
tiend  of  commerce  between  that  stat*' 
and   the  Eastern   markets  Is  via   Duluth 


and   not   the  Twin   Cities.    Here  is   what 
the  Argus  says: 

"Th^  natural  allies  of  this  Northwest- 
ern  country   are    Duluth    and     Superior. 
North  E>akota  wants  an  outlet  to  the  sea. 
The    cheap    transportation    problem    can 
bo  S'dved  only  hy  way  of  the  gr.;at  lakes. 
The  Twin   cities  of  Minneapolis  and^^St. 
Paul  liavf  no  reason   to  off^^r  why     the 
great  Nf>rthwest  should   permit   the  pro- 
fits  of   the  crops  raised   on     its     fertile 
prairies  to  l>e  diverted  to  and  seized  by 
these  exaggerated  towns.  Why  the  grain 
•  if    North    Dakota    should    iK)ur    into    the 
t levators  of  Minn<:ipolis.  or  why  Minne- 
apolis should  continue  a.s  the  great  prim- 
ary market  of  the  world,  can  only  be  ac- 
counted   for  by   the   fact   that  the  great 
flour   mills   have     established     a       habit 
wliieh   is  broken  with  difficulty. 

"The  cities  that  have  been  built  at  the 
head   of   the    lakes   are    rapidly     demon- 
si  rating  that  the  glory  of  the  Twins  siiall 
•fad»'  and  that  direct  connection  between 
North  Dakota  and  the  head  of  the  lakes 
means  direct  connection   by   water   with 
the    final    grain    markets    of    the    world. 
The   head    of   the    lakes   in    1«!>4    handled 
«.-..(MK»,000   bushels  of   grain;   its     milling 
tapacity,    fifmi    :iOOO   barrels    per   day    in 
IS'JO  grew  bi  22,W0  banels  dally  in    1S!)4. 
Its  business.  In  every  department,  grew 
to  astonishing  pror«)rtions 


THE    MASK   TORN  OFF. 

The  News  Tribune  endorses  some  re- 
marks by  ex-Govemor  Merriam  on  the 
money  (fuestion  as  "sound  ideas,"  which 
is  as  near  as  the  morning  paper  ever 
gets  to  expressing  an  idea  on  the  sub- 
ject of  finance.  It  always  quotes  the 
opinions  of  some  other  person,  appar- 
ently being  unable  or  afraid  to  express 
any  views  of  its  own.  Here  is  ona 
of  the  "sound  ideas"  of  Mr.  Merriam  to 
which  it  gives  its  approval: 

"The  great  question  today  is  whether 
it  would  not  be  better  to  abandon  sil- 
ver* and  use  gold  entirely  in  internation- 
al commerce,  gold  varying  less  in  value 
and  hence  *  safer  medium  of  exchange.  " 
In  other  words  Mr.  Merriam  and  the 
News  Tribune   favor   gold    monometal- 
lism,    by     international     agreement  or 
I  otherwise.    There  can  be  no  other  mean- 
ing   extracted    from    the    above    state- 
ment.   They  would  "abandon  silver  and 
use  gold  entirely."     Consequently  they 
do  not   believe  in   bimetallism,   because 
there  cannot  be  bimetallism  if  the  use 
of    silver    is    abandoned.      They      thus 
stand  opposed  to  the  financial  plank  of 
the       Republican       national     platform 
which  declares  in  favor  of  bimetallism. 
Mr.   Merriam   and   others   who  pose  as 
Republicans   have    endeavored  ■  to   per- 
suade   the    Republican*    of    Minnesota 
that  they  are  bimetallists  and  that  those 
who  advocate  the  restoration  of  silver 
as    standard    money    are    silver    mono- 
metallists,    but    the    statement    by    Mr. 
Merriam    which    is    quoted    above    up- 
sets  entirely   his  claim   to   being   a   bi- 
metallist.      The    mask    has      been      re- 
moved.    He  is  a   single  gold   standard 
advocate  and  is  an  enemy  of  bimetal- 
lism.    The  Republicans     of     Minnesota 
are   bimetallists.     Some  of   them   think 
that  an  international  agreement  is  ab- 
solutely; necessary  to  secure  the  restora- 
tion of  silver  as  standard  money,   but 
they  will  never  accept  the  gold  stand- 
ard   doctrine   enunciated    by   Mr.    Mer- 
riam. 
And  why  does  he  favor  the  use  of  gold 
resign,    entirely?    Because,  he  says,  it  varies  less 
in  value  and  hence  is  a  safer  medium 
of  exchange.    The  Herald  has  repeated- 
ly   exposed    the    fallacy    of    this    claim. 
Cold   varies  less  now  because  its   i)rice 
is  fixed  by  the  law  of  England  at  $18.92 
per  ounce  of  legal  standard.     Let   this 
law  be  abolished  and  gold  be  demone- 
tized,   and    then    see    what    fluctuati<ms 
there  will  lie  in  the  price  of  gold.     On 
the  other  hand,   let  the  price  of  silver 
be  fixed  at  $1.29  per  ounce  by  interna- 
tional agreement  or  by  the  law  of  con- 
gress  admitting   sliver   I)ullion    to    free 
coinage    into    dollars    of    the      present 
standard,    and    there    will    be    no    more 
fluctuation   in   the   price   of  silver  than 
there  is  now  in  the  price  of  gold. 


The  Kansas  Million  club  held  a  great 
meeting  in  Chicago  the  other  night  to 
advertise  the  resources  and  advantages 
of  the  Sunflower  state  with  a  view  of 
obtaining  settlers.  The  meeting  was 
well  attended  and  much  interest  wa.s- 
taken  in  the  speeches,  and  the  prob- 
ability is  that  Kansas  will  be  largely 
benefited. 

Stage  realism  can  no  further  go  after 
this:  -\  New  York  manager  advertises 
a  series  of  tableaux,  among  them 
"Moses  in  ihe  Bulrushes,"  and  in  tht 
prr.aram  it  is  announced  that  eveiTthing 
will  be  real— water,  bulrushes,  basket, 
•all  except  Moses"— and  the  manage- 
ment desires  to  apologrize  for  the  un- 
avoidable failure  in  this  respect. 


A  THOUGHT

He  said 
yesterday  that  the  woman  joined  his 
band  several  years  ugo.  saying  she  had 
left  hev  husband,  an*!  Butler  li\ed  ^villi 
her  until  the  gypsies  reached  Oshkosh, 
Wis.,  when  the  woman  left  him.  When 
she  ■■tiK>k  up"  with  Butler  she  had  of)n- 
siderable  money  and  suggested  to  'Sut- 
ler that  they,  become  co-partner.s  i;a 
busines.s.  Butler  agreed,  and  as  a  re- 
sult $12,000  was  deposited  eo-joinlly  in 
a  bank  at  Montreal,  where  she  already 
had  mtmey  deposited.  The  iigreernenit 
was  that  tlie  money  could  not  be  drftwn 
out  by  one  nf  ihem  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  other. 

When  the  lady,  who  is  kmnvo  tt.s 
Rhoda.  left  Butler  the  latter  divined 
that  she  would  go  to  I^Iontreal  an 3 
dr:iw  the  cash  out  of  the  bank.  So  lu 
notified  the  hank,  and  swured  a.ri  in- 
junction restraining  the  institution  from 
paying  the  money.  Then  Rhoda  com- 
menced suit  to  recover  her  share  of  thc> 
amount.  According  to  the  laws  of  Ca.n- 
ada,  a  woman  cannot  take  legal  action 
without  the  consent  of  her  husband. 
Rhoda  was  a  married  wimian.  and. 
temiiorarily.  she  was  in  a  predic:.tm<»nt. 
but  not  for  long.  She  bethought  he:*  of 
Alillner,  learuetl  of  his  whereabouts  and 
telegraphed  him  to  come  to  her,  ex- 
plaining the  reasons  for  needing  h.lm. 
Walter  went  on  to  Montreal,  tind  the 
suit  against  Butler  was  commerterd  In 
Millner's  name. 

The  case  was  fought  for  a  year.  I>ast 
winter,  when  Butler  was  wintering  in 
Duluth,  she  wrote  him.  saying  that  she 
wished  tv>  settle  the  matter  without  hav- 
ing to  go  further  in  the  courts.,  Butler 
consentcil,  and  he  says  that  b(y  bring- 
ing her  wilefi  t>>  liear  she  preva'.led  upon 
him  to  withdraw  his  side  of  thf»  case  on 
the  understanding  that  both  were  to 
take  their  respective  shares  of  the  $12.- 
000.  In  the  meantime  all  of  her  wit- 
nesses had  been  examined.  He  says  she 
ignored  the  agreement  as  sfioii  as  made, 
and  went  on  with  her  side  oC  the  ca.se. 
Butler  says  he  did  not  have  m<mey 
enough  to  carry  the  case  fu  rther,  and, 
as  his  side  made  no  showing,  judgment 
was  entered  against  him.  Rhoda  got 
the  $12,000,  costs  and  disbursements,  and 
Millner  is  after  the  costs,  $4  81.75. 

Millner's  attorney  was  seen  yesterday 
and  admitted  that  Millner  w  is  not  look- 
ing for  his  wife.  "All  he  wants,"  said 
the  attorney,  "is  the  money  due  on  this 
judgment.  It  seems  that  the  woman 
was  fascinated  with  Butler  and  left  her 
husband  to  live  with  the  former.  He 
tried  to  beat  her  out  of  her  money, 
some  $12,000,  which  she  h;\d  in  a  bank 
at  .Montreal.  She  became-  distrustful 
and  left  him.  She  has  inherited  this 
money  from  her  au'.estors,  who  were 
wealthy.  Both  she  and  Mitlher  have  a 
strain  of  gypsy  blood  In  thselr  veins."

His    Lecture    on  "The 
and  Strays." 

Mbnslgniu-  Nugertt,  the  celebrated  Liv- 
erp(j<d  philanthropist,  delivered  his  le<- 
ture  on  the  "Waifs  and  Strays  of  the 
Streets  O'f  England,"  before  a  larg.> 
audience  at  Catholic  A.ssociatlon  hall  last 
night,  .'uid  a  nM>st  touching  and  effective 
lecture  it  was.  Monslgnor  Nugent  has  a 
kindly  personality,  from  which  benevo- 
lence and  Christian  kindness  rIows,  and 
his  noble  nature  is  breathed  through 
every  sentence  of  his  talk. 

He  told  el(M|uently  of  the  trials  of  the 
unfortunate  outcasts  of  the  IBritish 
thoroughfares,  of  their  hopes  and  aspira- 
tions, and  drew  a  striking  picture  of  the 
girls  whose  natural  environments  held 
them  in  the  gutter,  and  of  the  bovs. 
whose  heroic  struggles  to  rise  in  the 
world  foi-m  mjny  a  tale  of  courage  and 
heroism.  He  cited  .several  instances  of 
denizens  of  the  street  who  h.id  con- 
quered their  .sun-oundings,  and  lived  to 
have  their  names  bear  a  world-wide  sig- 
nlficuioe. 

His  description  of  the  girl  who  leaves 
a  life  of  .sin  even  before  she  leaa-ns  thtit 
it  is  wrong  was  pathetic  indeed.  "The 
odds  are  against  her."  he  said;  "she 
knows  nothing  of  a  mother's  love.  S-he 
must  starve  to  keep  her  soul  pure."  He 
drew  a  dark  picture,  which  he -called  a 
terrible  commentaiT  on  modern  civiliza- 
tion, of  th«>  girls  wlio  try  to  make  an 
honorable  living  by  making  sliirts  for 
seven  farthings  a  day  in  Engli.sh  fac- 
tories. 

Monslgnor  Nugent  stated  th.it  with  the 
motto,  "Keep  the  boys  off  the  street."  he 
has  established  several  institutions  of 
refuge  in  Liverpool,  open  to  Catholics  and 
Protestants  alike.  In  1891.  he  .said,  the 
Liveiiiool  police  raided  the  questionable 
resorts,  coiivicted  727  pei-sona  and  turned 
ir)00  lo.s't  women  on  the  streets.  In  con- 
<luding  he  urged  the  citizens  of  Duluth 
to  prepare  for  the  time  when  Duluth 
should  be  large  eiiough  to  have  streets 
full  of  outcasts. 

iMonsignor  Nugent's  work  among  the 
struggling  ela.«ses  in  England,  and  his 
long  experience  as  chaplain  in  one  of  the 
lai-gest  prisons  in  F:ngland.  have  given 
hJm  a  pr^ictical  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject which  fev.-  men  posses.s.  He  set  be- 
fore his  audience  pictures,  drawn  frnn 
actual  life,  of  men  and  women  who  have 
graduated  upon  the  streets  into  the  posi- 
tions which  they  now  occupy  in  life. 
p.Tinting  in  strong  and  vivid  colors  the 
danger,  tfinptation  and  issues  of  .^treet 
life.  Monslgnor  Nugent,  beyond  his  ex- 
perience gained  from  the  realities  of  life, 
posses.ses  the  power  of  depicting  the  ch.ii  - 
acters  which  he  places  befoiv  his  audi- 
ence with  forcible  dramatic  trathfulnei-s.

City   Will   Let  Contracts   For 
Water  Plant  Material. 

The  first  step  towards  the  actual ; 
building  of  the  new  water  plant  will  be 
taken  tomorrow  with  the  appearance! 
of  an  advertisement  for  sealed  proposals 
for  the  sale  to  the  city  of  the  pipe  and 
fittings  for  the  intake  pipe  according  to 
plans  and  specifications  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  city  engineer.  This  is  in 
accordance  with  a  resolution  introduced 
at  the  last  council  meeting  by  Alderman 
Ash,  of  the  waterworks  special  commit- 
tee and  pas.sed  unanimously.  The  reso- 
lution provides: 

"The  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids 
is  to  be  reserved  by  the  city  of  Duluth. 
All  bids  for  furnishing  said  pipe  and 
fittings  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  cer- 
tified check  or  a  bond  running  to  the  city 
of  Duluth  in  the  sum  of  $500,  conditioned 
that  if  the  bid  (;f  the  peisou  making  said 
bid  is  accepted  he  v.ill  enter  into  a 
contract  with  the  said  city  of  TMiluth 
for  the  furnishing  of  said  pipe  and  fit- 
tiij'^s,  and  will  furnish  a  bond  to  the 
full  amount  of  contract,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
terms  of  said  contract. 

"All  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  par- 
ties making  said  debts  or  enter-ing  into 
.said  contract,  and  two  sureties,  resi- 
dents of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  who 
shall  be  .satisfactory  to  the  common 
council." 

"This  will  silence  the  carping  critics 
who  opfiDoso  the  construction  of  the  new 
plant  and,  have  been  howling  that 
nothing  is  being  accomplished."  said 
City  Eitgineer  Patton  this  morning. 
"It  looks  like  business,  doesn't  it,  when 
the  money  tf>  pa.v  for  the  material  is 
to  be  taken  from  the  general  fund. 
About  a  thousand  feet  of  flexible  joint 
pipe  will  bo- re<iuired  and  it  will  amount 
to  al)out  $]r,,000  and  with  the  fittings 
the  contracts  will  foot  up  $20,000,  The 
intake  pipe  will  be  run  from  the  pum') 
well  a  mile  and  a  half  east  of  Lester 
river  about  a  thousand  feet  out  into 
the  lake  and  will  end  there  in  a  sub- 
merged orib  in  sixty  feet  of  water. 
About  1500  cubic  feet  of  rock  blasting 
under  water  will  be  necessitated.  The 
intake  pipe  will  be  laid  before  the 
pump  house  is  built.  We  shall  use 
rivetefl  steel  j)ipe  sixty  inches  in  di- 
ameter instead  of  cast  iron,  as  the 
riveted  steel  necessary  can  be  manufac- 
tured in  Duluth.  " 


Mayor  Lewis  Against  Granting 
a  Telephone  Franchise. 

C.  S.  Harlram,  of  the  I.,ako  Superior 
Telephone  company,  called  on  ?.Iayor 
Lewis  this  morning  to  request  permis- 
sion to  connect  the  'phones  set  up  for 
testing  purposes  with  the  city  appar- 
atus. In  refusing  the  request  Mayor 
Lewis  said: 

"The  city  of  Duluih  is  through  giving 
franchises  without  any  compensation. 
The  franchise  of  the  present  company 
will  expire  May  H,  1899,  and  has  there- 
fore only  three  years  and  three  months 
to  run.  r  am  opposed  to  granting  a 
franchise  to  another  telephone  com- 
})any  to  run  thirty  years.  It  is  my 
idea  that  the  city  should  not  grant  an- 
other and  tie  iitself  up  for  that  length  ofi 
time.  When  the  franchise  of  the  pres- 
ent telephone  company  expires  I  want 
the  city  of  Duluth  to  be  entirely  free 
and  be  in  a  position  to  accept  bids 
from  th"  telephone  company  that  can 
show  from  past  experience  that  it  will 
gi\t'  the  very  best  service  to  the  people 
at  the  lowest  possible  price. 

"I  do  not  believe  in  having  competing 
lelephonf»  companies  in  a  city  wheii' 
e\ery  person  might  be  compelled  to 
have  m-'ie  thati  one  instrument.  The 
city  should  be  free  and  untrammeled. 
The  franchise  asked  for  is  for  thirty 
years  which  is  a  long  time  and  there  may 
be  great  changes  before  the  expiration 
of  that  period.  I  have  investigated  this 
matter  thoroughly.  The  Lake  Superior 
Telephone  company  has  not  an  ex- 
change in  actual  operation  in  the  Un- 
ited States  and  I  don't  want  them  to 
experiment  on  Duluth.  Our  interests 
are  too  important.  Should  the  new 
franchise  be  granted  it  would  necessi- 
tate the  erection  of  another  line  of 
l)oles  and  make  the  Duluth  streets  re- 
semble the  Ea.st  river  district  of  New 
York."

S.  Clarkson,  the  national 
Republican  oommltteeman  from  Iowa, 
returned  from  Washington  last  night  and 
was  a*  the  Fifth  avenue  hotel.-  His  (col- 
league, the  Republican  national  com- 
mltteeanan  from  Ohio,  W.  H.  Hahn,  was 
also  oin  haivi  aC  the  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee in  Washington,  on  Dec.  10,  and 
the  possible  results  as  to  the  selection  of  a 
time  and  place  for  the  Republican  na- 
tional conwntion  were  discussed.  It 
lui-ns  out  that  San  Francisco  is  to  make 
.1  vei-v-  sturdy  fight  for  the  convention, 
which"  will  be  held  about  June  10.  The 
Golden  Gate  city  has  already  from  lo  to 
20  votes  out  of  tile  ri2  members  of  the 
committee,  and  It  was  said  last  night  that 
California  could  hold  thes$  votes  and 
eventually,  even  if  it  los:  the  fight,  desig- 
nate the  city  where  the  convention  will  be 
held.  San  Francisco  gave  way  In  1S92. 
and  by  the  votes  of  California  and  the  far 
Western  states,  tuchred  Chicago  an<d 
Clncmnatl.  and  gave  the  convention  to 
.Minneapolis.  California  ami  the  far 
Westerr\  states  occupy  a  similar  position 
today,  and  this  will  be  demonstrated,  it 
wa.-;.  said  in  the  meeting  of  the  natlonnl 
committee.  Only  four  cities  are  putting 
up  a  fight  for  the  convention,  namely, 
Pittsburg.  Chicago.  St.  Louis  and  San 
Francisco.  The  Golden  Gate  city  clearly 
h.aa  the  balance  of  power  In  determining 
the  r^-ault. 

Gen.  Clarkson  said  last  nlg'at  that,  there 
w.is  no  mistake  about  this.  He  addexl 
that  the  scene  was  shifting  every  d.iy  and 
that  nobody  could  foret&U  the  result. 
San  Francisco  all  along  has  had  a  good 
show  for  the  convention,  but  even  its 
warmest  friends  admit  that  there  are 
only  twelve  telegi'aph  wir-5  and  tha:,  the 
newspapers  east  of  the  Missouri  river 
would  be  greatly  embarrassed  In  receiv- 
ing reports  of  the  convention.  At  Minne- 
apolis In  1832  there  were  seventy-two 
wires,  and  It  was  remarked  last.night  that 
some  of  the  reports  of  the  newspaper  cor- 
respondents then  oni  the  field  are  coming 
yet. 

Pittsburg  has  a  friend  in  Senator  Quay. 
He  said  last  night  to  a  reporter:  'I  have 
subscribed  $2500  to  .«ecure  the  convention 
for  Pittsburg,  but  If  you  want  me  to  tell 
you  the  exact  truth,  I  cannot-  but  say  that 
I  do  not  believe  that  Pittsburg  _can 
handle  the  convention.  We  had  the'  re- 
union of  the  G.  A.  R.  veterans  in  our  city, 
and  it  was  r.£^cssary  to  throw  open,  the 
schools  and  churches  for  sleeping  accom- 
modatior.F.  This  coukl  be  done  for  a  non- 
patisan  organization  like  the  G.  A.  R., 
but  it  could  not  b?  done  for  a  national 
convention.  Republican  or  Democratic, 
and  where  delegates  and  their  friends 
would  sle^p  I  anti  at  a  lo-ss  to  tell." 

With  California  and  the  delegates  from 
tht^  far  Westernt  states  having  so  many 
votes  pledgfd  for  San  Francisco,  it  looks 
ver>'  much  as  If  the  national  Republican 
convention  would  ev,?ntually  decide  on 
St.  Louis  or  Chicago,  or  soms  city  not 
even  now  whispered.

Constantinople,  Dec.  4.  via  Sofia.  Dec 
r».— During  the  past  twenty-four  hours, 
there  have  been  frequent  cabinet  coun- 
cils at  the  palace,  and  several  exchange"?

The  ambassadors  do  not 
attempt  to  deny  that  the  accord  of  Eu- 
rope is  liable  to  be  disturbed  at  any  mo- 
ment and  It  Is  to  attain  this  end  that 
the  "Turkish,  governmt^nt  is  working 
night  and  day  With  all  Its  skill  and  sub- 
tle energy.  Irritating  rumors  about  the 
Intention"  of  Great  Britain  arc  taken 
to  the  Russian  embassy,  and  annoying 
Insinuations  concerning  the  ultimate 
"alms"  of  Russia  find  their  way  through 
the  porte's  agents  into  the  British  em- 
bassy. In  turn  the  French  ambassador 
heai-s  sly  reports  about  the  doings  of 
the  German  amba.ssador  and  vice  versa. 
So  the  game  continues  with  the  Turk 
still  ahead  in  spite  of  the  olforts  of  an 
apparently  united  Europe.

Washington,  Dec.  fi.— William  Washing- 
ton, a  negro,  ha.?  been  arrested  for  com- 
plicity in  the  tr?asur>'  cancelled  stimp 
steal,  and  has  made  a  confession  which 

showsi  that'  tha  theft=»  have  gone  on  for 
months.  The  stamp.«.  he  snys,  were  not 
taken  from  tht<  documents  at  the  treasury 
building,  but  the  papers  were  taken  away 
in  small  quantities  to  different  houses, 
where  young  girls,  employed  at  some  40 
to  50  cents  a  day,  removed  such  of  the 
stamps  and  signatures  as  seemed  valu- 
able, an<3i  then  burned  the  papers.  It  is 
estimated  that  Washington  and  Ed- 
wards, who  were  arrested  some  days  ago, 
togethtr.  have  obtained  from  the  file  room 
of  the  treasury  about  25.000  old  papers  and 
destroyed  a  considerable  numiier  of  them 
after  removing  the-  stamps.

Congressional  Action  Unlikely 
as  to  State  Constitutions. 

Washington,  Dec.  .5.— Although  there 
was  talk  before  congress  met,  that 
Southern  Uepublicans  might  try  to 
bring  about  congressional  action  on  the 
state  constitutions  of  South  Cai-ollna 
and  Mississijipi,  which  they  claim  are 
designctl  to  disfranchise  their  party, 
there  dc>es  not  seem  to  be  much  likeli- 
hood that  any  effective  st-p  will  Le  taken 
in  that  direction.

There  are  more  rumors  than  usual 
in  circulation  today  regarding  the  map- 
sing  of  troops  on  the  Turkish  frontier.

The  United 
States  minister  has  received  a  note  from 
the  porte  to  the  effect  that  new  and  more 
rigorous  orders  have  been  sent  to  the 
Turkish  offlclals  In  the  disturbed  dis- 
tricts to  take  every  precaution  necessary 
to  j)rotect  all  American  missionaries  at 
Caeserra.  from  where  a  "disturbance  ' 
was  recently  reported.

An    Outrage. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  Xews  Tribune  of  today,  in  re- 
ferring to  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  the 
West  End  to  protest  against  closing 
the  branch  library  at  that  point,  credits 
Alderman  Cox  with  the  following  re- 
marks: 

"It  would  be  outrageous  to  prevent 
the  people  in  my  ward  from  having 
access  to  a  library.  Many  of  them  are 
pofjr  peojde  who  canne.t  afford  to  come 
down  into  the  central  part  of  the  city 
in  order  to  have  the  use  of  the  booTcs 
provided  for  their  benefit.  This  meet- 
ing will  be  held  to  protest  against  the 
proposed  closing  of  the  library  at  the 
West  End." 

Can  it  be  possible  that  it  has  at  last 
dawned  upon  the  mind  of  Mr.  Cox  that 
the  action  of' the  city  council  in  cutting 
down  the  tax  levy  for  the  support  of 
the  public  library  was  an  outrage? 

This  indignation  meeting  should  have 
been  held  lon.g  ago.  The  "penny-wise 
and  iKiund-foolish"  economy  of  Mr. 
.Cox  and  his  colleagues  has  not  only 
rendered  it  necessary  to  discontinue 
the  West  End  branch  library  and  read- 
ing room,  but  ii  has  also  seriously  im- 
paired the  efficiency  of  the  public  li- 
brary itself. 

In  1S',»4  the  levy  for  the  support  of 
the  library  was  so  reducecl  that  it  was 
barely  possible,  'oy  the  practice  of  the 
closest  economy,  to  maintain  the  Inanch 
library  and  reading  room  at  th»>  Wtst 
End.  The  attention  of  the  city  couiumI 
WHS  called  to  this  unwise  reduction.  In- 
stead of  restoring  the  old  rate,  the  levj* 
was  still  further  reduced  this  year, 
ivndering  it  absolutely  necessary  in 
the  proper  administration  of  the  burd- 
ness  affairs  of  the  library  that  the  West 
End   t)ranch  !>«'  discontinued. 

Yes,  the  closing  of  this  branch  of  the 
institution  Is.  in  the  language  of  Mr. 
Cox.  an  outrage,  and  when  our  fellow 
citizens  of  the  We>st  P^nd  meet  this 
evening  to  di.scuss  the  matter  it  is  t  > 
be  hoped  that  In  the  interest  of  justiee 
they  will  not  hesitate  to  lay  the  blame 
upon  those  directly  and  sfplely  tespon- 
sible — upon  Alderman  Cox  and  his  col- 
leagues, who  by  their  \'otes  hav<j  sal:', 
in  effect  that  tlie  public  library  is  mere- 
ly a  luxury  and  that  the  first  reduction 
in  -the  expen.ses  of  the  city  government 
should  always  be  made  by  cutting  off 
the  revenue  necessary  for  its  support.

THE    NEW  INTAKE  PIPE. 

The  announcement  in  the  local  col< 
umns  of  The  Herald  last  evening  that 
the  city  has  asked  for  sealed  proposals 
for  furnishing  the  pipe  and  fittings  for 
the  new  intake  pipe  to  be  laid  in  conn€»c- 
ti"n  with  the  independent  water  plant 
was  received  ^vith  pleasure  by  the  citi- 
zens. This  action  shows  that  the  city 
administration  means  business  and  will 
lose  no  lime  lin  carryiiig  out  the  wishes 
of  the  people  as  to  the  water  t)uestion. 
The  pians  for  the  intake  pipe,  prepared 
by  City  Engineer  Patton.  provide  for 
running^  it  about  1000  feet  out  in  the 
lake,  where  it  will  end  in  a  submerged 
crib  in  sixty  feet  of  water.  The  pump 
well  fr^m  which  the  pipe  will  be  laid  in- 
to the  lake  will  be  located  about  a  mile 
and  a  half  east  of  Lester  river.  There 
will  be  considerable  blasting  to  be 
done  under  water,  and  as  soon  as  the 
contracts  for  the  pipe  and  fittings  have 
beeii  awarded  the  work  will  be  started. 
It  i.s  expected  that  the  pipe,  to  be  con- 
structed of  riveted  steel,  will  be  fur- 
nished by  the  York  plant  and  the  money 
thus  retained  at  home. 

With  an  intake  pipe  laid  in  the  man- 
ner des<'ribed  at  a  point  so  far  distant 
fr>m  the  sewer  outlets  there  will  be  no 
cpjostion  whatever  about  the  purity  of 
the  water  supply.  There  Is  no  finer 
body  of  fresh  water  in  the  world  than 
Lake  Superior,  and  there  is  every  rea- 
son to  expect  that  a  supply  taken  from 
the  point  indicated  will  be  j)erfectly 
pure  and  healthy.  Duluth  is  suffering 
conEiderably  from  the  widespread  be- 
lief that  the  existing  water  supply  is 
impure,  and  the  lajing  of  the  new  in- 
t?Jke.  pipe  and  the  building  of  the  new 
idant  t<»  furnish  the  people  with  pure 
water  will  have  a  very  beneficial  effect 
upon  the  growth  of  the  city's  popula- 
tion, in  addition  to  the  benefit  which  ths 
pe<:.ple  already  residing  here  will  deriv^ 
from  the  standpoint  of  health. 

Tt  is  to  be  hopt^d  that  the  action  U'W 
taken  by  the  council  to  begin  the  con- 
struction of  the  intake  pipe — necessarily 
thf  first  step  in  the  establishment  of  the 
new  water  system — will  silence  the  carp- 
ing criticisms  of  those  who  have  been 
working  to  prevent  the  building  of  the 
city  plant  and  to  force  the  people  to 
p  ly  an  extortionate  price  for  the  water 
plant  of  the  Duluth  Oas  and  Water. com- 
pany. The  city  authorities  have  been 
delayed  to  some  extent  l>y  the  litigation 
started  by  or  at  the  instance  of  these 
parties,  whose  mf>uthpiece  i.s  the  News 
Tribune,  but  they  are  losing  no  time 
and  sparing  no  effort  to  begin  the  work 
of  construction  wliich  the  people  have 
ordf-rf^d. 


to   NN .    S.    Urosbeek,     of     Cinoinn:iti.     as 
follows;

THE  NORTHERN  PACIFIC. 

The  gnat  increase  i«  the  net  earn- 
ings of  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad 
has  put  an  effectual  tiuietus  upon  Mr. 
Hills  scheme  to  ctmsolidate  it  with  tht- 
Great  Northern  system,  if,  indeed,  his 
scheme  were  not  already  dead.  Ac- 
cording U^  the  October  statement  of  the 
Northern  Pacific,  the  net  earnings  for 
the  month  increased  $379,950.  The  net 
increase  for  the  four  months  to  October 
inclusive  is  stated  to  be  $1,068,386,  These 
figures  demonstrate  the  great  earning 
pie.vers  of  the  road  and  sho\v  that  with 
the  revival  of  prosperity  in  the  terri- 
tory traversed  by  the  Northern  Pacific 
and  with  good  management,  the  road 
will  soon  be  again  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition. 

According  to  a  New  York  dispatch 
the  Wall  Street  Journal  of  yesterday 
said:  "The  extremely  favorable  net 
earnings  of  the  Northern  Pacific, 
amounting  to  over  $1,000,000.  more  for 
the  first  four  months  of  this  fiscal  year 
than  for  the  same  four  months  last 
year,  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that 
reorganization  matters  seem  to  have 
come  to  a  standstill.  An  authority  tells 
us  that  nothing  is  likely  to  be  done  un- 
til the  supreme  court  has  passed  upon 
the  briefs  svibmitted  to  it.  containing 
the  appeal  from  the  decision  rendered 
by  Judge  Sanborn,  involving  the  le- 
gality or  illegality  of  the  consolidation 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  with  the  Great 
Northern.  Until  that  question  is  set- 
tled, no  stt  ps  are  likely  to  be  taken  by 
Mr.  Morgran  or  Mr.  Hill  in  regard  to 
reorganization.  The  original  plan, 
which  was  put  cut  tentatively  last 
spring  in  connection  with  the  London 
agreement,  is  regarded  as  dead  and  not 
likely  to  be  revived.  The  improved  con- 
dition of  the  property  and  the  con- 
siderable recuperative  power  that  It 
has  shown  in  the  first  few  months  ot 
the  present  fiscal  year  render  any  plan 
put  out  last  spring  inapplicable  to  the 
I>resent  state  of  affairs.  In  this  respect, 
it  is  practically  certain  that  the  plan 
must  be  modified." 

The  Wall  street  paper  sajis  that  as 
regards  consolidation  with  the  Great 
Northern  there  is  a  growing  feeling 
among  those  Northern  Pacific  security 
holders  who  have  at  all  studied  the 
matter  that  the  original  "London  agree- 
ment" is  too  one-sided  to  stand.  Many 
of  them  admit  that  consolidation  with 
the  Great  Northern  would  be  a  good 
thing  for  the  Northern  Pacific,  but  they 
insist  very  strongly  that  it  would  also 
be  an  extremely  g^od  thing  for  the 
Great  Northern  and  that  therefore  the 
Great  Northern  should  not  get  such 
terms  as  were  proposed  in  the  London 
agreement.  Their  pr>.sition  is  that  an 
equivalent  tariff  agreement  should  be 
made  which  would  result  in  mutual 
benefit,  without  one  road  being  handed 
over  entirely  to  the  other. 

In  regard  to  the  foregoing  statement 
from  the  Wall  Street  Journal,  a  good 
authority  In  Northern  Pacific  affairs 
says:  "So  far  as  Mr.  Morgan  is  con- 
cerned he  is  not  waiting  for  the  su- 
preme court  decision,  which  may  not 
be  delivered  until  next  spring.  His 
position  is  independent,  and  he  has  of 
late  shown  no  disposition  to  promote 
consolidation."  Altogether,  the  out- 
look is  that  the  ctmsolidation  is  dead 
and  not  likely  to  be  resurrected.  Mr. 
Hiil  has  also  appealed  from  the  deci- 
sifiU  r>f  Judge  Kell.v,  which  was  directly 
contrary  to  that  of  Judge  Sanborn, 
but  even  if  th<!  courts  decided  in  his 
favor  he  could  not  succeed,  because 
the  impro\  ed  condition  of  the  Northern 
Pacific's  business  and  net  earnings  have 
caused  the  security  holders  to  demand 
that,  if  consolidation  be  further  con- 
sidered, Mr.  Hill  must  offer  very  much 
better  terms.  The  strong  sentiment  of 
the  people  of  the  Northwest  in  f)pposi- 
tion  to  any  plan  of  consolidation  is 
ani>ther  factor  which  is  having  great 
etfect  in  preventing  the  consummation 
of  Mr.  Hill's  scheme.

THE  PRESIDENTS  REPORT. 

Pi"esident  Hugo  read  his  annual  re-port. 
which  con;taineJ  some  valuable  sugges- 
tions for  the  chamber.  It  was  as  fol- 
I'lws; 

"I  am  not  aware  that  I  am  carrying 
nut  any  rule  of  the  chamber  in  thus  pre- 
senting a  brief  r<ipnrt  frsm  the  presi- 
dent, nor  am  I  aware  that  I  am  break- 
ing any.  but  it  dries  seem  as  if  there 
shtiuld  be  some  statement  at  this  time 
relative  t'>  th°  observations  of  the  ex- 
ecutive officer,  and  that  the  chamber 
should  be  put  in  posse?sion  of  any  infor- 
mation, which  base*!  on  experience,  may 
b*?  of  benefit  to  the  chamber,  by  pre%'ent- 
ing.  or  at  least  warning  against  the  mis- 
tak'^3  which  have  been  made,  so  as  to 
avoid  a  repetition  of  them,  for  while  a 
mistake  is  n^  crim*^.  a  repetition  is. 

"At  the  time  of  the  change  from  tho 
oligarchic  to  the  democratic  form  of  gov- 
ernment, a  number  nf  persons  through 
the  efforts  of  our  late  president.  E.  C. 
Gridley.  and  at  his  personal  .solicitation, 
signed  their  names  to  the  paper  which 
contained  the  declaration  of  the  n»w 
prinoipk-s.  and  subscribed  thereto.  Th° 
majority  did  nothing  but  sign  thf»lr 
names,  ci>ntri'r>uttng  nothing  to  the  funds. 
while  others  after  the  first  impulse  had 
lost  its  charm,  wandr-red  off  into  pas- 
tures new.  1  >st  all  interest  in  the  move- 
ment. <  r  condemnf'd  the  chamber  for 
not  doing  that  which  thes--  members 
t*ii  ught  they  "ught  to  have  done,  but 
•vhich  was  n'(t  done  because  thnse  very 
members  w.uld  not  assist  in  the  doing. 

"As  a  cons'.querce.  when  the  present 
ifTicfrs  were  elected  there  was  a  d'^pleted 
tr«asur>-.  bills  payable,  a  delinquent  sub- 
scribers' list,  and  abmt  thirty-eight  act- 
ive m  mbers.  But  congress  was  in  ses- 
si'irj  and  at  tim-^  we  were  able  to  inter- 
e-st  the  members  enough  to  attend  the 
me.  tings.  The  same  f->w  attended  to  the 
work,  and  when  the  illness  nf  C.  F.  John- 
son. th»»  secretary,  compelled  him  to  re- 
sign th*'  fiffii-e  that  he  had  so  ably  filled, 
i;  was  decidM  that  thf  i>nly  iHilicy  to  be 
jiursued  was  t>>  S"  sli)w  and  nf>t  run  inti 
any  more  debt,  and  pay  up  what  we  di<i 
twe.  and  get  a  little  mon'^y  ahead  again. 
h*»caa»e  the  a'-tivt"  work  of  the  rhamb^r 
« ann'>t  b*»  farri«*«l  ">n  without  money. 
Wind  and  talk  d^r  n>t  pay  bills  or  ac- 
complish anything  p«^rmanent. 

"Thi.H  policy  w*-  Flnvt^  betn  Hblf»  t'» 
••.ar»-y  out  in  a  great  measure  through  thp 
liublic-spiritfd  work  of  E.  R.  Kraff.  wh'> 
has  perform»>d  the  duiifs  of  secretary  <if 
thr>  »hHnii>er  faithfully  and  well,  and  has 
d*»votef|  considerable  time  anr!  energy 
l<»  those  duties  without  fet>  or  promise. 
With  th--  rf'sult  that  but  fir  thp  unfor- 
tunate" suspension  of  the  Staffs  bank  we 
Would  have  fiaid  the  greater  portion  of 
our  hill.-;  and  reduced  the  amount  due  f\ 
F.  Johnson  and  attendM  to  the  busi- 
n's.*  of  the  chaml>er.  The  stranger  and 
the  citizen  havp  had  reasonable  us*^  of 
the  rhamb*'rs   nioms   and   librar>-.

"The  special  work  of  the  chamber  Is 
such  that  every  business  man  in  Duluth 
should  bo  a  contributor  to  it.  both  by 
his  money  and  of  his  time,  and  Instead 
of  the  few  who  are  trying  to  support  it 
at  present,  thert-  should  be  an  active 
numb  iship  of  .VK),  and  a  contributing 
membership  of  as  many  again,  for  every 
Duluthian  is  necessarily  .interested  In 
this  work,  whether  he  considtrs  he  is 
or  not,  because  no  other  organiaation 
can  attend  to  it.  The  common  council 
have  no  authority  to  do  so.  and  it  is 
only  by  the  voluntary  assix-lation  of  m-^n 
interested  in  the  progi^^ss  and  welfare  of 
their  city  that  those  things  that  make 
or  mar  the  future  of  a  place  are  given 
due  consideration  at  the  proi>er  time,  and 
proj>er  action  taken  to  a.ssist  tiie  meri- 
torious, or  retard  or  make  of  no  avail  the 
vicious. 

"There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  but  that 
the  opposition   to.  or  lack  of  interest  in 
the  chamber's  work    Is  due  to  a  tnlsund^-r- 
standing  of  its  methods  and  i-f  its  mem- 
bers,  or  the  result   of  a  cultivated   pre- 
judice against   the  alleged  methods  and 
acts  of  a  IxkJv  that  no  longer  exists.  That 
there  w;is  di.-ssatlsfaction   with   the  work 
of  the  old  chamber  cannot  be  <lenied.  but 
that   botiy   has  died,   is   buried,    but  evi- 
dently the  (Xlor  remains  in  the  minds  of 
the  citizens,   although   the  punishing  of 
the  children   f>>r  the  sins  of  the  fathers 
is    unjust,    even    if    Biblical,      es|)eciaily 
when  the  children  are  trying  to  live  a  bet 
ter  life  and   profit   by    their   experience. 
The  chamber  can  only  do  what  the  citi- 
zens of  Duluth  help  it  t>i  do.   It  has  no 
inherent  str-ngth:  it  is  powerless  unless 
made  strong  by  the  support  and   asslst- 
ance^   of    the    people'    of    Imluth.    and    to 
cavil  or  complain  of  the  chamber  becau.<e 
it  does  nothing  is  to  complain  of  one'.-» 
own  lack  of  exertion  and  neglr^rt  of  duty. 
"Thf  paramount  needs  of  Duluth  ti>day 
ate.    First,      the     con.solidaiion     of     all 
the   voluntary   associati'ins     which     are 
supported  by  the  business  men  and  wh'Se 
eflorts  are  now  so  wide-ly  scattered  that 
efficiency  is  impossible,  and  the  expense 
increased;  second,  the  organization  of  a 
Ci-mmercial   club,    such   as    that    of     St. 
Paul    and    Minneapolis    and    other    pro- 
gressive cities:   third,    the  influence   and 
support   of   every   business    man    in    Du- 
luth.   who  should   consider  his  contribu- 
tion to  the  chamber  in  the  same  light  as 
he  does  his  taxes  or  life  insurance  pre- 
m'um«:  and.  fourth,  the  increase  of  that 
1>  yal  spirit  that  binds  a  man  to  the  city 
of   his  choice   and    its   int'^rests,    so   that 
the  Duluth  man.  in  spirit  and  in   truth, 
would    as  ,soon    swear    allegiance    to     a 
foreign   power,    while  a   resident   of     the 
I'nited  States,  as  he  would  purchase  anv- 
thing  he  could  get  in  Duluth  from  any 
other  place    hut   in  a   Duluth  store,   and 
think  himself  as  much  disgraced  thereby; 
tliat  thinks  Duluth  men  are  the  peers  of 
those  of  any  other  placr.  and  swt-ars  that 
Duluth  women  are  the  superiors  of  those 
wh<>  grace  and   adorn   any   other   place, 
heaven   not   excepted:   w'nose  creed   may 
be  summed  up  in  the  words  "Duluthians 
for    Duluth.'    whose   first   thought  in   th^- 
nio.'-nirg  is    what  can  I  do  for  Duluth?" 
and  his  work  during  the  day  the  doing 
of  it.  while  the  last  whisper  at  night  i.s 
'1.>J  bU«s  Duluth." 

"Were  I  inclined  to  make  suggestion'' 
I  would  state  that  the  claim  of  C.  F. 
J'hrsin  should  b^  paid,  and  that  t-v<  i> 
means  a:  our  disjKsal  should  h-  used  t-. 
C'jUect  the  money  due  u^  from  men  v.  hi 
have  united  themselv-s  with  us.  but  who 
di»  not  s.  em  to  be  disponed  to  contribut 
t"  the  support  of  their  institution.  Thf-r 
is  a  sufficient  amount  f>{  money  owed  t' 
us  to  not  only  pay  up  all  claims,  but  to 
put  us  on  our  feit  again  in  g'xul  shape. 
Our  expenses  at  the  present  time  are 
verj-  light  and  with  the  opening  of  the 
legislative  halls  at  Washington,  thf 
meetings  should  be  made  to  come  oftener 
so  that  business  of  interest  may  be  dis- 
p<->sed  of  pr.imptly.  and  in  this"  connec- 
tion I  sugg'=^st  that  our  congressman.  Hon. 
C.  A.  Towne.  and  the  other  Minnesota 
congressmen,  and  the  .senators  be  re- 
quested to  send  us  at  once  notice  of  any 
measure  affecting  the  Interests  of  Duluth 
or  the  state  of  Minnesota. 

"An->ther  suggestion  I  should  be  in- 
clined to  make,  if  I  were  in  the  business. 
i.^  that  while  the  relation  of  th  citj-  of 
Duiuth  to  the  king  of  the  Zulus  is  an 
interesting  subject  and  one  calculatr^d  to 
give  an  oppjrtunity  for  the  di.*play  of 
knowledge  of  international  law,  the  r<-- 
lation  'f  Duluthians  to  Duluth  is  a  mor' 
practical  topic  and  on*^  prumising  greater 
returns,  besides  being  nearer  home. 
When  we  are  truly  loyal  to  Duluth  in- 
terest.s.  first,  last  and  all  the  time,  th^ 
king  of  the  Zulus  will  seek  our  society 
and  alliance  without  any  delicate  diplo- 
matic questions  coming  up.  Gentlemen  of 
the  chamber,  if  you  want  to  stand  well 
in  the  ;>.:'ople's  court,  you  must  «io  yjur 
work  around  home,  then  they  will  "sup- 
port y  >u— if  you  are  successful.  Don't 
scatter. 

"A  number  of  suggestions  present 
themselves,  but  lack  of  time  prevents  me 
f rf  m  mentioning  them  at  this  time,  but 
I  cann  /t  miss  thi.s  opportunity  of  thank- 
ing all  the  activo  members  for  their  un- 
swerving zeal  and  devotion  to  the  work 
of  the  chamb^-r  and  the  city's  interests, 
and  their  unif'jrm  courtesy  to  their 
president.  The  labor  of  the  (/fhce  has  b^en 
vf'ry  much  lightened  hy  their  fidelitv  and 
faithfulness,  and  thanking  you  all  for  the 
honor  you  conferred  or  me  a  year  ago. 
which  I  have  endea\-ore'l  to  .show  was 
appreciated,  and  promising  fealty  to  my 
successor.  I  r*-main.  v.iurs  respect- 
fully. T.  W.  Hugo.  President." 
OPPOSED  TO  PUBLICATION. 
Secretary  Brace  also  re  id  his  report. 
anti  sketche<l  ov^^r  a  report  which  he  had 
preT>arpd  for  publication.  President  Hugo 
was  opposed  to  publishing  anything  until 
all  d'^bts'  are  paid'  and  th-^  money  to  pay 
for  it  is  on  hand.  This  seemed  to  be  the 
general  sentim^-nt. 

Tn€  thanks  of  the  chamber  were  ex- 
tended to  the  pr»«lden5  and  sr-cretary  for 
their  able  services  in  th*'  chamber's  in- 
terest.

ELDERS  ACQUITTAL. 

Grounds  For  the  Dismissal  of 
the  City  Case. 

Yesterday's  Herald  noted  the  fad 
that  Judge  Moer  directed  the  jury  to 
tind  a  verdict  of  not  guilty  against 
<;r-«.»rge  A.  Elder,  but  owing  to  th»-  lato- 
ness  of  the-  lK>ur  th»'  ground  for  dis- 
missal was  not  given.  * 

City  Treasurer  Voss  was  recalled  to 
the  stand  and  testified  that  on  May  M'. 
isy:{,  as  treasunr,  he  deposited  a  city 
order  for  over  $30,y«h)  with  tlu-  American 
Loan  and  Trust  company  to  be  nego- 
tiated by  the  company.  On  May  1  the 
city  had  $2tM).(K)0  of  temix.>rary  loan 
bonds  coming  duo.  and  to  take  them  up 
the  city  issued  $2t>0,tt<)o  refunding  l>.inds 
which  were  sold  at  a  premium.  The  day 
these  wer''  to  be  tak>'n  they  were  re- 
fuseei  <jn  the  ground  that  the  city  had 
no  authority  ti»  issue  them.  The  city 
had  many  ordt-rs  outstanding  and  de- 
cided to  issue  $3(N).<Xt<)  general  funcls. 

While  this  was  being  discussed  it 
was  discovered  that  this  issue  would 
exceed  the  legal  limit  of  bonded  in- 
debtedness. For  fear  of  complications 
it  was  decided  to  pay  off  part  of  the 
past  due  b<inds  first.  The  questi<m  was 
to  get  the  money  to  do  it.  The  city  had 
just  taken  up  some  Lakeside  orders. 
Elder  suggested  that  these  orders  be 
cancelled  and  city  orders  be  i.ssued  in 
lieu  thereof  and  he  would  negotiate 
them.  In  this  way  enough  could  l>o 
paid  to  bring  the  indebtedness  within 
the  limit.  It  was  necessary  to  pay 
$40,000  and  it  was  decided  to  do  this. 
Th**  amount  e)f  these  orders  was  $.i4,- 
o<»  which,  with  the  money  already 
with  the  trust  company,  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  off  the  amount  necessary 
te>  reduce  the  indebtedness  to  the  re- 
quired   limit. 

Mr.  Washburn  here  again  objected 
to  the  introduction  of  further  testi- 
mony on  the  ground  that  the  indict- 
ment charges  that  money  was  de- 
posited with  the  trust  company,  while 
the  testimony  shows  that  it  was  an 
order,  which  the  city  had  no  authority 
to  issue.  The  city  h.as  no  authority  to 
issue  orders  in  lieu  of  other  c>rders 
which  have  been  paid.  Mr.  Washburn 
argued  that  because  the  city  order  de- 
posited was  illegal  the  charge  against 
Elder  is  based  upon  a  wholly  illegal 
transaction.  Even  if  it  was  legal,  and 
the  city  order  %vas  vr)ld,  the  transac- 
tion was  with  the  trust  company  in- 
stead of  Elder. 

Judge  Moer  denied  the  objection, 
stating  that  if  the  order  was  void 
money  was  raised  ui>on  It.  and  it  \vas 
capable  of   being   embezzled. 

Mr.  Voss  proceeded.  He  said  that 
the  city  order  was  taken  to  the  trust 
company  and  dep<isited.  Later  Elder 
said  that  the  order  had  been  negotiated 
and  that  the  l>onds.  $4ii.0OO  of  them,  had 
been  paid  in  New  York.  At  this  |>oint 
Mr.  Washburn  askeil  for  explanation 
of  the  transaction  aforesaid,  and  Mr. 
Voss  said  that  he  took  the  order  with 
some  checks  and  placed  It  to  the  civ  lit 
of  the  city  with  the  trust  company. 

Th*  Ti  Mr.  WashbiijTi  objected  to  an.v 
.further  evidence  on  the  same  ground 
as  before,  stating  that  the  deposit  made 
by  Voss  was  a  general  one.  Judge 
Moer  wanted  to  go  fiirther  and  the  "o- 
Jection  was  overruled. 

It  was  constantly  raised,  however, 
and  after  the  testimony  of  Treasurei- 
Voss  had  pf^ceeded  far  enough  Judge 
Moer  decided  that  there  was  no  use 
of  going  farther  with  the  case,  as  there 
was  no  show  of  proving  a  crime.  The 
transaction  had  been  with  the  trust 
company  and  not  with  Elder.  The  de- 
posit was  plainly  a  general  and  not  a 
special  •'►ne.  and  the  breach  of  contract 
with  the  city  was  made  by  the  trust 
company  and  not  by  Elder.  The  rom- 
pany  had  guarante^ed  payment  of  the 
city  order  and  had  incurred  a  con- 
tingent liability  thereim.  The  money 
wa.s  as  much  theirs  as  it  was  th<»  city's. 
Th<»refore  Judge  Moer  tidd  the  .'»ury  to 
find  Elder  not  guilty,  and  they  did  se>.     .

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With  the  jury  drawn  to  try  George 
A.  ICIder  for  embezzling  city  money, 
which  charge  i>roved  Insufllcient  to 
warrant  a  trial,  the  trial  for  the  em- 
bezzlement of  $5000  from  tlie  American 
Loan  and  Trust  company  was  la'Ken 
up  before  Judge  Moer  this  morning. 
Both  attorneys  agreed  to  acceiit  that 
jury.  County  Attorney  Arbury.  after 
reading  the  indictment,  brieliy  outlined 
the  state's  case  as  follows: 

The  state  expects  to  prove  thai  in 
May.  1,S92,  Elder,  the  acting  business 
inanager  of  the  trust  comjiany.  and 
Thomas  Dow.se  made  an  arrangement 
by  which  Dowse  was  to  gu  to  liristol. 
England,  and  to  complete  a  deal  for 
tiie  i>uieliase  of  some  Duluth  i)roperty 
for  their  own  benetlt.  For  this  purjiose 
Elder  delivere<i  to  J3owse  .$,'.000  of  the 
company's  money  in  a  New  York  drafi 
which  he  took  to  England.  The  con- 
tract was  entered  into  and  the  $5000 
was  paid  to  Wbitwell  as  eainest  monev. 
Thomas  Dow.s©  w  as  called  t.i  tlie  stand 
and  testified  that  he  had  lived  in  Du- 
lutii  twenty-five  years  and  had  known 
Elder  eight  or  nine  years.  Jn  May, 
1S92,  witness  was  in  Duluth  and  Elder 
was  general  manager  of  the  American 
Loan  and  Trust  company.  About  May 
23  they  were  negotiating  for  the  pur- 
chase of  r.-al  estate  lor  the  Syndicate 
Investment  cnmpany  from  Murlc  Whit- 
well.  Witness  was  given  a  New  York 
draft  for  $5000  on  that  dav,  at  Elders 
request. 

DOWSES'TRTP  to  EfTROPi:. 

The  draft  was  given  him  in  puisuance 
of  the  negiitiations  mentioned  and  was 
used  for  the  )>urpose  for  which  it  v.-as 
intended.  The  draft  was  offered  in 
evidence  and  objected  to.  but  the  ob- 
jection was  overruled.  After  receiving 
the  draft  witness  took  it  to  England 
and  went  on  wich  the  negotiations  with 
Whitwell.  Went  to  Europe  more  at  his 
own  instance  than  anything.  Asked 
wtt»)  else  was  intrusted  he  said  that  lie 
was  to  buy  the  property  for  the  Syndi- 
cate Investment  company  and  his  nego- 
tiations before  his  departure  were  made 
with  Elder,  an  ofticer  of  that  company. 

While  in  Europe  witness  kept  Elder 
informeft  of  tlie  progress  of  h's  negotia- 
tions with  Whitwell.  Wrote  him  a  let- 
ter from  P.ristol  June  15  and  supv)osed 
he  received  it.  The  letter  was  intro- 
duced and  read.  It  stated  the  proposi- 
tions made  to  Wliitwdl  and  tlie  state 
of  the  deal,  which  had  not  yet  been 
completed,  .\fter  that  he  wroi-^  him 
again  and  cabled  him  the  progress  of 
the  deal.  The  next  letter  was  written 
June  22  from  London,  and  it  .stated 
that  the  deal  had  been  closed  tiiat  day. 
It  referred  to  two  cablegrams  to  Elder 
and  the  latter's  acceptance  of  the 
terms  offered   therein. 

The  witness  stated  that  while  he  was 
making  the  negotiations  he  received  a 
cablegram  from  Elder  giving  his  ac- 
ceiitance  of  the  terms,  as  stated  in  the 
sectmd  letter.  He  did  not  know  whctli- 
er  he  had  the  cablegr.am  now  or  not. 
but  thought  he  had.  The  contract  with 
Whitwell  wa«  in  •vritinp  and  it  was 
made  after  receiving  Elder's  accejit- 
ance.  The  contract  w.as  introduced  in 
evidence  and  identified  by  Mr.  Dowse. 
It  was  objected  to.  as  were  all  thes.- 
documents,  but  the  court  ttverruled  the 
objections. 
PROVISIONS    OF    THE    CONTRACT. 

The  contract  was  between  Mark 
Whitwell,  property  owner  and  ship 
owner,  of  Bristol,  and  Thomas  Dowse, 
as  agent  for  George  A.  Elder,  and  it 
provided  for  the  i)urehase  of  a  large 
tract  of  tiroperty  beyond  the  iiicline 
near  the  boulevard,  in  Third  division. 
Duluth  pro|)er.  foi-  $132,000.  $5000  cash 
on  signing.  $25,000  in  ninety  days.  $12.- 
000  in  discharge  of  tlie  Prentice  claim, 
$000  in  discharge  nf  payment  due.  ;ind 
balance  $00,000  in  stock  in  the  Syndicate 
Investment  company  at  par.  Purchase 
to  be  completed  Sept.  20  at  trust  corn- 
I)any's  oflic-e. 

Witness  then  testified  that  in  pur- 
suance  of  this  contract  the  $5000  given 
him  by  Elder  was  paid  over  to  Whit- 
well and  accepted  by  him.  Mr.  Wash- 
burn then  took  up  the  cross-examina- 
tion. The  witness  stated  that  he  was 
buying  the  jiroperty  for  the  Syndicate 
Investment  company  and  not  for  Elder. 
He  did  not  advise  Elder  that  he  was 
making  the  contract  as  his  agent,  and 
he  had  no  authority  whatever  from  him 
so  to  do.  Elder's  acceptance  was  made 
wdthout  any  knowledge  of  the  fact  that 
Dowse  was  to  complete  the  contrai-t  as 
his  agent.  All  he  wired  Elder  was  the 
terms. 

The  property  purchased  was  adjacent 

to  property  then  held  by  the  Syndicate 

Investment  company  and  the  property 

purchased  was  to  go  to  that  companv. 

ELDER    OnjECTED. 

After  Dowse  retuined  home  and  first 
saw  Elder  he  objected  to  the  fact  that 
Dowse  had  made  tht-  contract  as  his 
agent.  In  one  of  the  letters  the  taking 
of  mortgages  on  the  properly  w.is  men- 
tToned.  and  it   was  1h(>  purpose  to  ha\-e

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the  American  Loan  and  Trust  company 
lake  them  and  lloat  them.  The  idea 
was  that  the  purchase  was  to  be  di- 
rectly by  the  Syndicate  comimny  and 
not   by  Elder. 

An  attempt  had  been  made  for  some 
lime  to  ral.se  money,  and  this  deal  was 
111  furtherance  ol  that.  The  Whitwell 
liroperty  was  to  be  mortgaged  ia  order 
lo  raise  money  for  the  Syiidicate  In- 
\eslnient  company,  aflil  tiie  American 
Loan  and  Trust  coinpaiij-  was  to  flcpat 
llie  n.ortgages.  These  ellorts  extended 
tlirough    three   years. 

Witness  said  that  he  would  nof  go 
over  without  an  advance,  and  tlie  $,5000 
was  an  advance  on  the  mortgages 
which  the  trust  company  was  to  fbial, 
;niil  it  was  to  be  taken  out  of  them. 
Witness  made  out  the  contract  as  El- 
der's agi'Ut  be<ause  he  was  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  trust  company,  whose  state- 
ment was  good,  and  he  thought  it 
would  make  a  better  showing  for  his 
proposition.  It  was  done  as  his  own 
idea. 

CONTRACT   WAS   ALTERED. 

In  case  the  thai  did  not  go  through 
the  draft  was  not  to  be  used.  It  could 
not  be,  because  it  was  payable  to  Whit- 
well. When  Elder  objected  to  the  use 
nf  bis  name  witness  explained  as  above 
to  liiin.  The  contract  was  not  carrietl 
out,  but  was  greatly  altered  thereafter 
by  correspondence,  liie  deal  r.ot  biding 
closed  until  November  of  that  year. 

The  Prentice  claim  mentioned  in 
the  contract  was  a  $12,000  mortgage 
held  by  the  trust  company.  It  was  the 
talk  before  witness  went  to  England 
that  Whitwell  should  be  induced  to 
take  stock  in  the  Sy^ulicate  company 
as  part  consideration  for  the  property. 
Also  that  the  $.5000  should  be  deemed 
an  advance  upon  the  mortgages  to  be 
taken  by  the  trust  company  upon  the 
property  thereafter.  It  was  under  that 
arrangement  that  the  draft  was  taken. 

Witness  put  in  his  own  property  with 
that  of  Whitwell's  and  with  him  took 
stock  in  tiie  Syndicate  Investment 
company.  All  these  negotiations  pre- 
liminary were  carried  on  in  the  trust 
company's  ofllces,  and  while  other  mem- 
l)ers  fif  both  companies  were  present. 
There  was  no  secrecy  whatever  abc  tit 
the  issuing  of  the  $5000  draft  to  wit 
n(>ss.  The  trust  company 
did  take  mortgages  upon  this  property 
purcnase<i  from  Whitwell. 

After  the  redirect  examination  the 
noon  adji'iirnment  took  place.

LORD  SALISBURY'S  REPLY. 

Has    Not   Yet     Reached    Sir 
Julian   Pauncefote.  - 

Washington.  Dec.  6.— While  it  is  true 
that  theadminiistr.itlon  is  aware  that  Lord 
Salisbury's  reply  to  Se».retar>-  Olney's  note 
>r  July  Us:,  touciiing  tht'  Ven>  zueU  b<j-un- 
d.iry  dispute,  is  adverse  to  the  proposition 
to  arbltratw  the  title  to)  the  lands  lying 
Westward  of  the  S<.'hi>mburg  line,  the  fact 
th.it  thM  r^ily  Itself  his  no:  yet  reached 
Wa.shington  |>reclude:«  the  idea  of  any 
speedy  action  by  our  .government  In  this 
matter.  When  the  reply  is  received  by 
Sir  Julian  Paunceforte.  he  may  occupy 
himself  several  days  at  least  with  its  care- 
ful consideration,  in  or  ier  that  he  make 
sure  that  he  is  transmjrtlng  to  Secretary- 
Olney  the  views  of  his  government  so  far 
:i-s  it  Is  pr<;»per  for  them  to  be  communi- 
cate^l  to  the  I'nited  States  government, 
without  a:J  the)  same  tijna  impairing  any 
p)ortion  of  the  note  that  may  be  framed 
for  his  private  guidance. 

Then  the  absence  of  the  president  fri>m 
Wa.-<hingtoa  would  operate  further  to  de- 
1  ly  pio'ee<iing^  by  the  state  department, 
for  Seeretar>-  Olney  wmld  not  feel  ju^ti- 
tiel  in  making  a  ft>rwMrd  movemtiit  at 
:his  stage  of  tfie  case,  which  is  now  com- 
monly regarded  as  at  least  approaching  a 
critical  point,  without  advising  fully  with 
the  X)resiilent.  As  the  latter  has 
promised  congress  to  communieate  in,  a 
.*{>ecial  message  the  nature  of  LonJ  Salis- 
bury's r^»ly.  further  delay  may  be  cause<J 
t)y  the  pre|>aratiun  ff  this  message,  so  on 
the  whole  it  is  not  probable  that  the  next 
step  can  be  taken  t)er>re  the  latter  part 
of  the  present  naonth,  if  so  early. 

From  what  is  gathered  a.*  to  the  nature 
of  Lord  Salisbury's  note,  it  is  as-?umed 
herW  that  it  is  re. illy  calculated  to  make 
an  issue,  which  if  allowed  to  fall  Into  the 
couns^  of  treatment  usual  in  diplomatic 
contruversie:*,  mignt  drift,  al.ing  for  an 
indefinite  ptrioi  of  time,  since  while  there 
is  n  >  abatement  of  thej  assertion  of  <lreat 
Britain's  right  to  the  large  portion  of  the 
territory'  east  of  the  Schombur-g  line,  argu- 
ments for  t;-.Q  first  time  are  submitted  to 
justify  thi.H  asertion.  Heretofore  all  of 
the  facts  presented  to  our  government 
oonceirning  the  ri^tful  ownership  of  the 
dispute,!  ter;"itor>-  have  come  from  Vene- 
zu-dan  sources. 

The  British  government,  it  is  true, 
has  been  afforded  frequent  opp<jrtuni- 
tles  in  recent  years  to  present  its  case, 
but  never  heretofore  has  gone  so  far 
as  to  ailmlt  that  there  could  be  any 
doubt  of  Its  title,  and  therefore  has 
gone  on  the  theory  that  there  was 
nothing  to  arbitrate.  Diplomatically 
considered,  therefore,  this  last  move 
of  Lord  Salisbury's  may  be  regarded  as 
very  clever,  for  he  can  easily  find  pre- 
cedents to  justify  his  request  that  the 
Briti.sh  case  be  considered  on  its  merits, 
as  this  is  all  new  to  our  government,  a 
compliance  with  the  request  wonld  in- 
volve much  patient  research  and  com- 
parison of  authorities,  maps  and  sur- 
veys. This  Is  calculated  to  consume 
a  great  deal  of  time  and  carry  the  Is- 
sue along  to  a  period  when  perhaps 
Great  Britain,  being  freed  from  its  pre- 
sent embarrassing  situa.tion  growing 
out  of  the  Turl;ish  complications,  will 
be  able  to  devote  her  entire  energies  t,) 
a  settlement  of  the  Venezuelan  ques- 
tion.

GEN.  WRIGHT'S  DEATH. 

!owa  Mourns  the  Loss  of  a 
Distinguished  Man.

CUBA'S  EXECUTIVE. 

Makes  a  Statement  of  Interest 
to  insurgents. 

New  York.  Dec.  6.— A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  rebel  headquarters.  La  Ma- 
tilda plantation,  province  of  Puerto 
Principe,  Cuba,  says:  Salvador  Cisneros- 
Hetancourt.  the  Cuban  executive,  better 
known  as  the  marquis  of  Santa  Lucia, 
who  is  here  with  his  entire  cabinet,  has 
issuf-d  a  statement.  He  says:  "Ours  is  ,-i 
rt  publican  form  of  government,  based 
on  broad  democratic  principles,  and  es- 
pecially suited  to  the  Cuban  ptiople.  Our 
grvernment  was  first  organized  by  the 
flection  of  four  deputies  from  each  of 
the  army  corps  who  gave  the  matter 
sound  and  careful  consideration,  and  de- 
tided  upon  all  the  details  of  the  first  form 
of  organization.  Upcm  this  occasion  Gen. 
rjomez  exhibited  hi-?  true  patriotism  and 
democratic  id^'as,  giving  over  as  he  did, 
all  the  extraordinary  po%vers  with  which 
he  bad  been  invested  upon  his  fii-st  land- 
ing in  the  country.  This  single  patriotic 
act  won  for  Oumez  the  unbounded  re- 
spect and  admiration  of  his  fellow  citi- 
zens. 

-The  officers  of  the  present  govejcn- 
ment  were  represented  by  the  assembly 
first  meeting  for  that  purpose,  and  it  is 
this  government  that  has  app<->inted  as 
diplomatic  agent  or  delegate  plenipoten- 
tiary Thomas  Estrada  Palma.  who^  is 
now  in  the  United  States.  He  has  in  turn 
appointed  our  sub-delegates  to  other  coun- 
tries. Our  government  will  last,  and  the 
victorv  will  be  with  us  in  the  end.  There 
is  no  chance  for  failure.  We  have  the  peti- 
ple  of  Cuba  with  us.  and  our  treasuo'  is 
by  no  means  empty,  for  the  large  num- 
ber of  property  ownei-s  of  the  Island  are 
paying  the  taxes  to  us.  Many  Spaniards 
wishing  our  protection  and  renpect  are 
included  In  this  list. 

"Complete  independence  for  Cuba  is 
what  we  are  struggling  for,  and  on  no 
other  basis  will  i>eace  terms  be  arranged. 
If  Spain  would  agret)  to  withdraw  her 
troops  from  the  island  and  accept  a 
monev  setllemert,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
by  free  Cuba,  then  all  would  be  well, 
otherwise  the  war  will  continue  to  rage 
with  all  i:s  attendant  horrors.  I  expect 
that  belligerent  rights  will  be  recognized 
bv  the  United  States  and  followed  by 
every  American  republic.  Ours  is  the 
causs-  of  freedum.  of  justice  and  of  right, 
and  I  hope  at  no  distant  day  to  see  our 
flag  floHting  in  triumph  over  our  be- 
lMV>-d  island."

THREE  HURRICANES. 

A  British    Ship    Has  a  Very 
Severe  Passage. 

San  Fmnoisoo,  Dec.  C— The  British 
ship  Reliance,  which  has  arrived  here 
160  days  fiMm  Swan.sea,  had  a  fright- 
fully rough  pa.s.sage.  She  was  in  three 
hurricanes,  two  of  which  shifted  her 
cargo  of  coal,  had  a  man  killed  at  sea, 
and  was  forced  to  run  around  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope.  She  left  Swansea  on 
June  27  and  four  days  later  a  heavy 
north-northwest  gale  came  up.  It 
caught  the  Reliance  off  Cape  Clear  and 
raged  with  fury  for  twelve  hours.  The 
ships  cargo  shifted  during  the  storm, 
but  fortunately  the  wind  died  down 
from  its  hurricane  force,  and  the  crew 
trinnmed  cargo. 

Off  the  River  Platte,  the  ship  was 
caught  in  a  second  hurricane  and  part 
of  her  rigging  was  carried  away.  Her 
third  experience  with  heavy  weather 
was  siiuth  of  New  Zealand,  where  a 
revolving  huiTicane  was  encountered. 
It  started  from  the  north-noftheast  and 
died  away  five  hours  later  from  a  near- 
ly opposite  quarter.  It  blew  the  hard- 
est fn>m  the  west-southwest  In  revolv- 
ing and  only  the  mi>Rt  careful  seaman- 
ship saved  the  vessel. 


A  DANGEROUS  BLAZE. 

New  York  Firemen  Take  Great 
Risk  in  Fighting  It. 

New  York, Dec.  6.— Fire  broke  out  early 
today  in  the  6-story  brick  structure, 
warehouse  building,  271-274  South  and 
.'.:J7-543  Water  streets,  occupied  by  E.  F. 
Driggs  and  others.  On  the  fourth  floor 
of  the  building  fully  $75,000  worth  of  fire 
crackers  were  stored.  1"^ese  expl<xled 
and  made  the  work  of  the  firemen  dan- 
gerou.s.  In  the  building  there  was  ston'd 
over  $1,000,000  worth  of  merchandise  in 
bond  from  East  India  and  China  trade. 
It  is  fully  covered  by  insurance.  On  the 
top  floor  a  large  quantity  of  powder  is 
said  to  be  stored.  No  flames  can  be  seen 
from  the  outside  of  the  building.  Thre- 
fire  boats  have  been  decked  at  the  pier 
opposite  the  building  and  are  playing 
streams  upon  it. 

The  only  way  to  reach  the  blaze  w«s 
through  the  roof,  and  the  work  of  cutting 
that  away  while  underneath  were  gun- 
powder and  other  explosives  was  ex- 
tremely dangerous.  This  did  not  deter  the 
firemen,  twelve  of  whom  were  set  to 
work  there.  In  a  very  short  time  a  large 
hole  was  made  and  a  great  pillar  of 
smoke  rushed  out.  Into  this  hole  streams 
uf  watei-  were  directed,  and  the  gun- 
powder was  saved  from  the  flames.  The 
windows  on  the  South  street  side  were 
also  opened  and  streams  from  the  water 
tower.=«  played  in  on  the  fire.  It  is  sup- 
posed the  goods  stored  have  suffered 
much  damage. 

The  los«  on  the  building  and  Its  contents 
is  estimated  at  $350,000,  much  of  which 
was  caused  by  water. 


Washington.  Dec.  C— The  annual  re- 
I)ort  of  Attorney  General  Harmon  sent 
to  congres.«4  today  shows  that  there  has 
bet'u  ani  increase  in  the  number  of 
criminal  cases  pt-nding  in  the  federal 
courts  as  well  as  increase  in  the  ex- 
penses of  the  courts  from  $:!.SC4,8!*S  in 
1S8S,  to  $5,628,22.'?  in  1895. 

A   strong  argument    is   made  for  the 
abolition    of   the    fee   system.      He   says 
too    much   of   the    time   of   the   supreme 
court    is  occupied    by   criminal   appeals 
and  suggests  that  such   appeals  be  dis- 
allowed save  in  capital  cases.     The  at- 
torney   general    also   calls    attention    to 
what  he  regards  as  the  growing  abuse 
of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  and  sug- 
gests that  the  allowance  of  a  stay   by 
the  supreme  court  of  one  of  its  judges 
be  require<l  at  lea.st  on  all  appeals  after 
the  fii-st.     He  asks  for  an  additi<mal  cir- 
cuit judge   in    the   Fifth   and   Sixth   cir- 
cuits.     The   Northern    Pacific    litigation 
has  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
legislation  to  regulate  the  appointment 
of   receivers  and   judicial   .sales  of   rail- 
roads,   or    parts    of    those    lines,    whose 
lines  are  in  different  states.     He  points 
the  desirability  of  the  investment  i>f  a 
single  court  with    control  over   the  en- 
tire pr&perty.     Prompt  action   is  urged 
toward  working  out  the  s«dution  of  the 
problem  presented  byi  the  government's 
relation  to  the  Central  and  Union   Pa- 
cific  railroads,   and  as   it   may    become 
necessary  or  advisable  for  the  govern- 
ment   to   institute    proceedings    against 
one    or    both    of    these    companies,    he 
shows    the    necessity    of    giving    some 
court  in  the  District  of  Columbia  juris- 
diction of  the  entire  property  and  all  of 
the  parties  in  interest. 

He  urges  the  imperative  demand  for 
the  erection  of  alt  least  one  penitentiary 
in  a  Southern  state  for  the  confinement 
of  convicts  from  the  Southern  districts. 
The  attorney  general  says  the  princi- 
l)les  established  by  the  opinion  of  fie  su- 
preme court  In  the  Debs  case  are  of  thfi 
highest   value  and  imi>ortance.

Bishop  Nicolas  Ordered  to  Build 
One  in  Chicago. 

Chicago,  Dec.  6.— Bishop  Nicolas  ha.« 
been  instructed  by  the  holy  synotl  of  St. 
Petersburg  to  build  a  great  cathedral  in 
Chicago  to  cost  not  less  than  $500,000.  It 
is  a  part  of  the  decree  that  the  sanc- 
tuary shall  cover  an  acre  «jf  ground.  Tht 
general  deslgrn  will  reproduce  the  famous 
St.  Vasili  of  the  Kremin  of  Moscow: 
the  priest's  house  shall  be  the  home  ol 
the  head  of  the  denomination  in  tht 
Western  world,  and  the  diocese  ol 
Alaska  and  the  Aleutian  islands  shall  bt 
renametl  to  include  this  country,  or  a 
new  see  will   be  created. 

This  is  the  greatest  mission  work  ever 
undertaken  by  the  synod.  It  was  advised 
bv  the  bishop  in  a  long  report  to  the  lx*d> 
during  his  visit  last  summer  to  the  czai 
and  the  empire's  capital.  His  exposltior. 
of  the  needs  of  the  thousands  of  Rus- 
sians, Dalmatians,  Roumanians,  Ser- 
vians, Bulgarians,  Cossacks  and  other 
Slavs  brought  home  for  the  first  time 
the  opportunities  of  a  vast  field  of 
growth.  He  argued  that  at  least  100,000 
(?ommunlcants  of  the  creed  were  citizens 
in  the  new  country,  with  no  religious- 
home  worthy  of  their  mother  church. 

Harold  Julius  De  Bosse,  the  supervis- 
ing architect  in  the  cabinet  of  the  czar, 
will  direct  the  erection  of  the  cathedral 
and  a  Chicago  architect  will  draft  th-? 
plans  for  .submission  to  the  syninl.  His 
(>nly  instruction  was  to  equal  in  size  and 
wealth  any  similar  edifice  in  the  city, 
with  an  underlined  ukase  that  nothing 
shall  appear  In  It  except  the  prescribed 
Byzantine    Greek    architecture. 

Bishop  Nicolas  has  said  that  his  royal 
highness  has  become  the  especial  patron 
of  this  enterprise.  He  promised  to  sub- 
scribe from  his  personal  revenue  an 
abundant  sum,  a  little  guarantee  that 
his  me.s9age  to  the  Chicago  Ruasians  was 
genuine.  It  Is  probable  that  some  site  in 
the  vicinity  of  Garfield  Park  will  be 
chosen  for  the  new  church. 


DE  YOUNG'S  SUMMARY. 

Says  Bimetallism  and  Protec- 
tion Are  Logically  United. 

New  York,  Dec,  6.— Michael  H.  De 
Young,  proprietor  of  the  San  Francis- 
co Chi-onlcle,  and  a  member  of  the  Re- 
publican national  committee  Is  In  this 
«'ity.  He  is  on  his  wa>^  to  Washington, 
to  present  the  claims  of  San  Francisco 
as  the  place  foi*  holding  the  next  Repub- 
lican convention. 

•'There  are  persfms  in.  this  part  of  the 
couiitrv."  he  said,  "wlm  are  figuring  on 
a  Republican  walkover  and  I  notice  that 
Brice,  on  behalf  of  a  certain  cla,ss  of 
DenuK-rats,  has  thrown  ut>  the  sponge. 
There  are  other  Democrats,  like  Speak- 
er Crisp,  for  instance,  wJio  take  a  less 
cheerful  view^  of  the  situation.  You  will 
remember  Mr.  Crisp  said  after  the  elec- 
tion; that  the  monetary pollcyof the D«-m- 
Oi^nitlc  party  would  in  the  future  be 
dictated  bv  the  sure  Democratic  states, 
not  by  the  doubtful.  To  me  it  seems 
that  Cri.=.p  is  flguringsomethlnglikethis: 
Th<'  groU|>  i>f  states  known  as  the  "Solid 
South'  which  has  1!".6  electoral  votes, 
can  be  depended  upon  to  take  any  action 
in  the  national  convention  that  its  lead- 
ers dictate. 

"Now,  suppose,  in  their  wisdom,  they 
decide  upon  a  flat-footed  plank  favor- 
ing free  and  independent  coinage  of  sil- 
ver, what  help  could  they  expect.  The>-\ 
are  perfectly  aware  of  the  situation,  in- 
deed thev  know  they*,  could  depend  upon, 
the  delegates  from  the  following  states 
to  stand  in  with  them.  California,  Colo- 
rado, Idaho,  Montana,  Iowa,  Kansas. 
Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Oregon,  South 
Dakota,  VVashingtt)n,  Wisconsin,  Wy- 
oming and  Utah. 

"These  fifteen  states  have  all  shown 
pronounced  silver  or  Populist  leanings, 
the  latter  just  now  in  favor  of  silver. 
Illinois  would  als(i  send  a  delegation  in 
favor  (»f  silver.  The  Democratic  con- 
ventions stick  to  the  two-thirds  rule 
and  the  delegates  from  the  Solid  Sivuth 
and  thei  states  above  enumerated  would 
repre.sent  several  votes  short  of  two- 
thirds,  but  if  the  keen  politicians  id"  In- 
diana, Michigan  and  Minnesota  have 
it  made  clear  to  them  that  the  one  fight- 
ing chance  for  the  party  is  under  the 
banner  of  free  silver,  they  would  not 
long  refuse  their  adhesion  to  the  pro- 
gram of  Crisp,  Harris,  Morgan  and 
Bland.  If  the  Democrats  should  adopt 
a  free  coinage  plank  and  the  Republi- 
cans should  trv  to  straddle,  these  men 
thnik  the  y  could  depend  on  the  votes  of 
the  Solid  South  and  the  votes  of  fifteen 
other  states. 

"Whom  would  the  Democrats  nomin- 
>\te  on  a  silver  platform?"  might  be 
asked.  I  don't  know  whether  they 
would  have  the  courage  to  nominate 
a  former  Confederate  general,  but  there 
are  signs  of  a  disposition  on  their  part 
to  consider  the  war  at  an  end;  if  so, 
there  Is  no  reason  why  they  should  not 
put  up  Morgan,  of  Alabama.  The  South 
would  go  for  him  with  a  whoop  and 
there  Is  scarcely  a  silver  man  unac- 
quainted with  his  straightforward  re- 
cord in  favor  of  bimetallism.  In  short, 
I  should  regard  him  as  a  dangerous  op- 
ponent on  a  free  coinage  platform  if 
our  party  has  not  sagacity  enough  to 
see  the  drift  of  events. 

"Of  course,  these  conjectures  go  on 
the  assumption  that  the  ideas  which  ai^ 
expressed  by  Republicans  in  the  states 
along  the  Ea.stern  seaboard  prevail,  and 
that  the  party's  attitude  of  friendlines.'-- 
to  silver  will  be  abandoned.  If  good 
sense  prevails  and  the  Republicans 
come  out  for  silver  and  show  that  they 
are  in  earnest,  no  Democratic  candi- 
date could  have  a  show  against  them, 
for  bimetallism  and  protection  are  logi- 
cally connected.  If  the  Ideas  expressed 
by  Reed,  Senators  Chandler  and  Lodge, 
are  followed   we  can  sweep  the  field."

THE  BRANCH   LIBRARY. 

AMerman  Cox  cannot  escape  respon- 
sibility for  the  closing  of  the  West  End 
branch  library  by  claiming  that  the 
reduction  »'f  the  tax  levy  for  library 
purposes  was  made  by  a  council  com- 
mittee of  which  he  was  not  a  member. 
If  he  had  risen  in  his  place  at  the  coun- 
cil board  and  protested  against  the  re- 
duction of  library  funds  he  might  now 
justly  plead  that  he  Is  responsible.  But 
he  can-'t  set  up  any  plea  of  that  de- 
scription because  he.  as  well  as  all  the 
other  West  End  aldermen,  voted  to  sus- 
tain the  report  of  the  committee  and 
then  voted  to  fix  the  levy  at  the  redUced 
Jiguros.  He  made  no  protest  whatever. 
He  is  theref  .>re  debarred  from  pleading 
now  that  he  was  not  responsible.  If  he 
has  no  belter  conception  of  responsi- 
bility than  this  the  people  of  the  Sixth 
ward  should  attend  to  his  case  at  the 
polls  or  the  primary  caucuses.  A  man 
with  such  hxise  ideas  of  aldermanic  res- 
ponsibility is  hardly  a  safe  representa- 
tive in  the  council. 

He  says  the  committee  that  arranged 
the  levy  "were  given  to  understand 
that  a  levy  of  two  mills  would  carry 
the  librao'  board  through  the  year." 
Mr.  Cox  probably  meant  to  say  two- 
tenths  of  a  mill.  Will  Alderman  Cox 
furnish  his  authority  for  this  statement? 
There  is  not  a  member  of  the  library 
board  who  gave  the  members  of  the 
council  committee  any  such  informa- 
tion. On  the  contrary,  the  members 
of  the  board  had  decided  to  urge" an  in- 
crease of  the  appropriation  for  library 
purposes,  and  a  member  of  the  council 
committee  agreed  to  notify  President 
Gilbert  when  the  levy  was  to  be  con- 
sidered so  that  he  could  appear  before 
the  committee  and  present  the  reasons 
why        it        should  be        increased. 

President  Gilbert  was  given  no  notice, 
and  the  levy  was  made,  without  the 
library  board  being  given  a  hearing. 

It  was  with  deep  reluctance  that  the 
library  board  concluded  to  abolish  the 
West  End  branch,  but  they-  could  not 
see  any  alternative  coxtrse.  To  continue 
the  branch  would  use  every  cent  at  the 
board's  command  and  lejive  no  funds 
with  which  to  purchase  new  books  for 
the  central  librair  during  a  whole  year. 
Of        what        use         is  a         public 

librarj-  that  is  not  up  to  date?  The 
members  of  the  board  are  opposed  to 
incurring  any  debt.  They  do  not  believe 
in  the  vicious  system  that  has  existed 
in  other  city  departments  of  making 
loans  or  overdrafts  and  which  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  present  floating  debt 
of  the  city.  They  intend  to  keep  their 
expenses  within  the  amount  of  the  tax 
levy.

ILLITERATE    IMMIGRANTS. 
The   investigations   of    the   Immigra- 
tion   Restriction      league     show      con- 
clusively whence  come  our  most  intel- 
ligent   immigrants.      The    best    taught 
are   from   Sweden   and     Norway,    only 
one  out  of  every  hundred  Swedes  and 
Norwegians  over  16  years  of  age  being 
unable    to    read    or     write,      Germany 
comes  second  with  only  two  illiterates. 
The   proportion   with   immigrants   from 
p:ngland,  France  and  Scotland  Is  three 
per    <me    hundred;    Ireland    seven    and 
Wales  nine.     Sclavonic  lands  and  Italy 
tell   (juite  another  story.     Of   Pussians 
twenty-six  per  hundred  are  illiterates; 
of    Poles    twenty-nine;   of   Austro-IIun- 
garians   thirty,    and   of   Italians    forty- 
four. 

The  ofTicial   figures  for  illiteracy   arc 
not  based  upon  actual  tests,  but  depend 
fur   thfir  accuracy   upon   the   truth   of 
the   Immigrants'   answers   to   the  (lues- 
tions  put  to  them.    There  is  little  doubt 
that  if  it  were  actually  required  by  the 
inspectors  to  read  and  write  before  ad- 
mission, the  above  figures  of  illiteracy 
would    be    larger.      The    chances    of   a 
laboring   man   or   woman    who   can   at 
16    neither    read    nor    write   his    or    her 
native     tongue      acquiring      sufficient 
knowledge  to  read  or  write  English  are 
so  slender  that  the  United  States  cannot 
much  longer  afford  to  take  the  risks  of 
allowing    itself      to    be    the      (Tumping- 
Kiound  of  European  illiteracy.

CAUSE  OF  DECLINE  IN  PRICES. 
President  Andrews  nf  Itrown  Uni- 
versity recently  delivered  an  able  ad- 
dress on  the  silver  question  before  the 
Wlnthrop  club  In  Springfield,  Mass. 
President  Andrews  is  one  of  the  most 
prominent  educationalists  in  the  coun- 
try, being  at  the  head  of  a  great  uni- 
versity, and  he  Is  distinguished  as  a 
writer  on  the  financial  question.  It 
was  on  account  of  his  ability  in  the 
field  of  finance  that  he  was  made  one 
of  the  commissioners  to  the  interna- 
tional monetary  conference  held  a  few- 
years  ago  at  Brussels.  His  remark.s 
before  the  club  at  Springfield  will  be 
of  particular  Interest  to  the  members 
of  the  Duluth  Gold  and  Silver  club.  In 
view  of  the  discussion  at  their  last 
meeting  and  the  expectation  that  a 
similar  line  of  discussion  will  be  fol- 
lowed at  their  next  gathering. 

In  the  course  of  his  address,  which 
cx-cupied  about  two  hours.  Dr.  Andrews 
said:  '-Until  1S73.  sliver  equally  with 
gold,  was  rated  money  for  all  purposes 
all  over  the  world.  Any  debt  due  In 
London  could  be  paid  as  readily  in  sil- 
ver as  in  gold.  When,  however,  in 
1873,  Germany  and  the  United  States 
and  many  of  the  Latin  nations  joined 
old  England  in  the  desradation  of  sil- 
ver as  money,  bullion  silver  began  to 
fall  in  the  markets  of  the  world.  The 
gold  price  ot  silver  sank  more  and 
more.  International  balances  could  no 
longer  be  discharged  tn  the  white 
meial.  Thus  silver  had  become  'a  com- 
modity' like  Iron  or  copper. 

"Two  most  unfortunate  consequences 
waited  upon  the  change— a  general  fall 
of  pt-ices  and  the  utter  annihilation  of 
all  fixity  In  the  par  of  exchange  be- 
tween gold  countries  and  those  con- 
tinuing to  use  silver  as  money.  It  is 
a  well  known  lav/  that  general  prices 
tend  to  rise  or  fall  with  the  volume  of 
money.  Some  of  the  advocates  of  the 
gold  standard  have  not  agreed  to  this, 
b.ut  we  now  observe  that  they  are  now 
rejoicing:  at  the  greater  output  of  gold 
for  the  last  two  years.  They  now-  ad- 
mit that  additional  gold  will  swell  the 
volume  of  fundamental  money,  elevate 
prices  and  make  times  good.  It  thu.'j 
logically  follows  that  the  demonetiza- 
tion of  silver  in  1873,  and  the  with- 
drawal from  circulation  of  one-half  of 
the  metallic  money  of  the  world,  had 
exactly  the  opposite  effect  and  at  once 
produced  low  prices. 

"One  of  the  results  of  the  general  fall 
of    prices    was    the    injustice    brought 
against  all  outstanding  time  contracts. 
Debtors   had   agreed   to   pay   so   many 
'dollars,'  but  as  every  dollar  had  more 
value  at  date   of  payment   than   when 
the  obligation  was  -written,  more  value 
was  paid  than  had  been  premised.  The 
legal  enforcement  of  debts  thus  created, 
under   such    circumstances,    meant    the 
over  payment  of  those  debts.    This  was 
an    enormous      injustice      because    the 
debts   affected    reached   away    into   the 
billions  of  dollars.     The  other  specific 
ill  effect  of  the   fall  of  prices  was  the 
direct    discouragement    of    production. 
This  is  a  natural  result.     A  man   will 
not    invest    in    commodities    when    the 
prospect  is  clear  that   those  commodi- 
ties  will   be  worth   less   in   one   month 
than  they  are  today.    T5ut  how  can  you 
create    new    wealth    except    by    invest- 
ment.    This  leads  men  'to  hoard'  their 
money,  or  to  invest  it  in  some  security 
which  is  sure  not  to  shrink.     This  also 
explains  the  plentifulness  of  money  in 
banks  throughout  the  hard  times.    The 
money   is   not   wanted   for   the  creation 
of  new  products— and  hanks  wont  loan 
it  to  pay  old  debts.     This  idle  money 
instead    of    jiroving    beneficial    is    t)osi- 
tlvely  of  a  disadvantage  to  the  public." 
The  decline  In  the  prices  of  commo- 
dities was  due  to  the  striking  down  of 
sliver  as  standard  money,  as  President 
Andrews   jioints  out,   and    there   Is   not 
a  gold   standard   man   in   England— the 
birth    place    and    head    center    of    the 
single  gold  standard  system— who  does 
not   admit    this    fact.     It    is.    therefore, 
all  the  more  astonishing  that  the  gold 


The  gold  .standard  is  the  only  remedy 
that  President  Cleveland  offers  for  the 
treasui-y's  ills.  But  the  gold  standard 
will  not  produce  revenue,  and  a  lack 
of  receipts  seems  to  be  the  main  cause 
of  the  emptiness  of  the  treasui-y.  Meas- 
ures to  provide  additional  revenue  are 
needed.  '

THE  LIBRARY  BRANCH. 


Commercial  Club  Deplores  its 
Abandonment. 

Twen:y-two     people,     presumably     ail 

members  of  the  Duluth  Commercial  club. 

txcepting  two  or  three   newspaper  men 

who  were  present,  met  last  night  in 
Sloan's  hall  to  talk  over  the  recent  action 
of  the  llbrar>-  board  in  deciding  to  dis- 
continue the  Wes:  Erxi  library.  J.  H. 
Whitely  called  the  meeting  to  Order,  and 
J.  C.  H?lm  was  callt'J  to  the  chair. 

Therir  wars  not  much  rancor  shown  by 
•anyone  except  J.  H.  Whitely.  who  offered 
a  fiery  resolution  scoring  the  libraiy 
board,  the  aldermanic  board  and  the  East 
End  of  the  city  generally.  Th>'  r>rsolu- 
tlon  was  offered  for  passage,  but  W.  \V. 
Allen  wanted  the  censur^^  of  the  library 
b.  .ird  left  out.  l>eoause  "the  board  was 
not  to  blame."  and  then  Alderman  Cox 
wanted  the  censure  of  the  aldermanic 
b-xly  eradicated.  because  Alderman 
Fr^-nch.  who  wasi  the  chief  mover  in'  the 
T'-duetlon.  was  dead,  and  i:  would  not  be 
right  to  censure  the  dead. 

At  this  juncture  M.  A.  Fedze  aros?'  and 
Slid  Something  about  aldermen  being  liki- 
Indians — "the  only  good  ones  were  dead." 
and  then  he  laughed  long  and  loudly  at 
the  joke. 

Chief  Armstrooig  finally  suggested;  that 
the  Whittly  resolution  was  a  little  bit 
insulting,  as  coming  from  a  body  which 
was  prr-sumably  asking  a  favor,  and  Mr. 
fiunderson  sug-gest-i-d  that  it  be  laid  on 
thH  table,  and  it  was  done,  despite  a 
vigorous  "no"  from  Mr.   Whitely. 

hea  thtj  chair  apfxjinted  a  committte 
cunslsting  of  H.  R.  Armstrong.  J.  H. 
Whit-rly  and  J.  W.  Nelson  to  draft  reso- 
lutions to  present  to  the  llbrarj-  boaril  and 
city  council.  The  committee  was  out  ten 
minutes,  and'  then  came  in  with  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved,  that  the  Duluth  Commercial 
club  deplores  the  condition  of  the  public 
library  fund  which  make?  it  seem  neces- 
sar>-  to  curtail  the  exr>enditures  of"  the 
public  library;  that  we  believe  an  institu- 
tion of  such  value  once  well  established 
.should  be  continued  event  at  the  greatest 
sacrifice,  and  that  to  discontinue  it  would 
b»  a  calamity  t>it  this  locality;  that  we 
appreciate  the  lack  of  funds  which  seems 
to  ^mbarrassi  the  board;  t.hat  the  Duluth 
Cmmi^rcial  club  requests  the  board  to 
r^onsider  their  action  in.  abolishing  the 
West  End  bran.'*  of  the  library. 

Resolved  further,  that  we  feel  as.^?ured 
that  the  necessary  funds  to  enable  the 
librar>-  board  to  continue  the  West  End 
branch  'Con  be  provided  for  by  a  loan 
fr<:«n  some  other  funds  of  the  city  trea- 
sur>-.  when'  the  necessity  of  the  case  Is 
prei^ented  to  the  city  council. 

Mr.  Helm  gave  some  figures  which 
.«howed  the  cost  of  running  the  Wes:  End 
bramch  of  the  librar>'  to  be  $76:]  a  year, 
according  to  his  estimate,  and  Mr.  Allen 
gave  some  interesting  figures  showing 
how  the  patronage  of  the  West  E.TiJ 
branch  was  increasing. 

A  committee  consisting  of  C.  S.  Pierce. 
Aldermen  Ole.  Nelsom  and  Cox.  and  W. 
W.  AIi'='n.  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
library  board  and  present  the  club's  reso- 
lution. 

In  addition  to  thej  matter  of  closing,  the 
West  End  branch.  Mr.  Allen  made  an  Iti- 
t»:Tvstlng  report  about  the  St.  Paul  immi- 
g^ration  meetin^r,  and  at  the  cl.jse  of  his 
remarks,  he  and  Mr.  Peake.  the  oth*»r 
del'=^ate,  were  given  a  club  order  for  $4 
each  to  pay  the  expensea  they  had  'In- 
curred.

Session   of   llie   Joint  Com- 
mittee Not  Secret  Yester- 
day Afternoon. 


Health  DepartmentExpenses 
and  Regulations  Consid- 
ered at  Length. 


Next  Tuesday  the  Board  of 

Public  Works  Will  Be 

Discussed. 


The  Joint  committee  of  aldermen  and 
rei.restntatives  of  t\u-  various  civic  or- 
ifanizatlons  met  yesterday  afternoon 
in  th»'  mayors  ofiicf-  for  the  purpose  of 
d. -vising  ways  and  means  to  reduc- 
city  expendlture.s.  The  members  pre- 
sent Were  Aldermen  Hale  and  Trevil- 
li')n.  Z.  D.  Scott.  Taxpayers'  league;  E. 
K.  Brace,  chamber  of  commerce:  Mrs. 
T.  C.  Akin.  Trades  assembly;  George^ 
H.  Haint-s.  Kusin^'ss  M»'ns  association, 
and  T.  H.  Hawkes,  jobbers'   union. 

The  .session  was  an  open  one  and  Al- 
derman Howard  dropped  in  to  chat  with 
the  members  of  the  committee.  In  le- 
.-^ponse  to  a  request  M.  J.  Davis  and  A. 
Swordllng,  of  the  board  of  public  works 
and  City  Engineer  Patton  made  their 
appearance  but  were  dismissed  as  the 
committee  spent  the  two  hours'  s -s- 
si..n  wrestling  with  health  department 
facts  and   figures. 

As  Presiding  Officer  Hale  was  late  in 
arriving  E.  R.  Brace  was  elected  tem- 
^xirary  chairman  and  Dr.  W.  W.  Routh. 
"f  the  health  department,  was  called 
in.  The  first  question  propelled  at  the 
health  officer  was  why  it  had  cost  $2J.- 
".'•"••}  to  run  the  health  department  last 
year  and  .>nly  $i:',.000  this  year. 

"It  was  a  different  administration," 
replied  the  doctor. 

Then  the  question  of  departmental 
employes  and  salaries  was  gone  into. 
It  was  developed  that  the  health  de- 
partment force  consists  of  Chief  In- 
spector Rossiter  at  $120<)  a  year,  one 
meat  inspector  and  four  general  in- 
spectors at  t^7j  a  month  and  three  men 
on  the  city  dumps  at  $40  a  month.  The 
head  of  the  department  receives  a  sal- 
ary i.f  SISOO.  The  wages  for  teams  and 
common  laborers  are  the  same  as  in  all 
other  departments  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. $1.50  for  men  and  $."5.50  for  men 
with  teams. 

WAGES  OF  THE   MEN. 

Several  of  the  committee  immediate- 
ly began  to  cross-examine  the  doctor 
in  regard  to  the  necessity  for  the  three 
dumpmen  and  when  this  was  settled 
Z.  D.  Scott  proclaimed  against  the  pay- 
ment of  $:;.50  for  teams,  saying  he  could 
furnish  them  at  less  money.  Inquiry 
as  to  the  $1.-50  per  day  paid  laborers 
elicited  the  Information  that  it  was  the 
fixed  price  paid  for  labor  by  the  city. 

Then  the  Inspectors  came  in  for  a 
raking  over,  one  of  the  committee  re- 
marking that  he  had  known  of  the  men 
boa.sting  of  their  "soft  snaps.  " 

"Health  inspectors  must  be  Tally- 
rands."  said  the  doctor.  "They  must 
be  men  qualified  to  talk  to  anyone  anil 
persuade  them  to  do  things  which  they 
often  dont  want  to  do.  and  all  without 
being  Insulting.  They  are  exposed  to 
Infectious  diseases  and  must  have  an 
elementary  kn^rvvledge  of  physics.  I 
shall  lay  off  one  Inspector  Jan.  1.  In 
the  winter  there  is  comparatively  lit- 
tle work  to  do  but  I  cannot  get  along 
without  a  fuller  force  in  the  summer 
time." 

"What  are  the  hours  and  duties  of 
the  inspectors,"  inquired  K.  R.  Brace. 

"The  city  Is  divided  into  dlstriof* 
every  part  of  which  is  visited  at  least 
twice  a  week  and  sometimes  oftener. 
They  are  at  present  working  on  spe- 
cial duty  trying  to  ascertain  the  source 
of  the  typhoid,  under  my  instructions. 
Merely  as  an  Incident  let  me  say:  One 
of  my  inspectors  recently  discovered 
five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  where  no 
doctor  was  employed  and  where  mem- 
bers of  the  families  were  attending 
public  schools.  This  frequently  oc- 
curs. The  district  to  be  covered  is 
twenty-seven  miles  long,  varying  in 
width  from  a  few  blocks  to  several 
miles.  In  regard  to  the  loafing  there 
have  been  three  men  in  the  department 
laid  off  for  that  reason  and  I  don't 
think  any  soldiering'  is  being  done 
now." 

"Don't  you  think  you  can  get  men  for 
under    $65    a    month,"    inquired    Z     D 
Scott. 

"It  is  impossible  to  get  competent 
men  for  less  than  that  figure." 

E.  R.  Brace  asked:  "Do  ywu  think 
the  Inspectors  work  is  harder  than  that 
of  the  policemen." 

"It  requires  a  different  sort  of  men, 
sir." 

DR.  ROUTH'S  WORK. 

Here,  in  response  to  questions,  the 
doctor  explained  how  many  hours  a 
day  he  put  in  in  department  work  and 
described  his  duties.  The  inspectors 
reported  to  him  once  a  week  and  re- 
ported to  Chief  Inspector  Rossiter 
every  day.  Mr.  Rossiter  is  a  very  val- 
uable man  and  exercises  a  general 
supervision  over  the  routine  work  of 
the  department.  He  has  occupied  his 
position   for   ten   years. 

Then  the  general  bills  for  the  de- 
partment were  gone  over  and  explained. 
In  leaving  the  committee  Dr.  Routh 
made  a  little  spech. 

"The  city  has  never  been  cleaner 
than  it  is  today.  "  he  said.  "Duluth  has 
the  reputation  abroad  of  being  a  citv 
liable  to  epidemics  of  typhoid  and  other 
diseases  and  this  idea  is  what  we  are 
combatting.  The  work  is  thoroughly 
systematized  and  any  reduction  would 
lessen  its  force  and  diminish  its  chief 
usefulness— the  prevention  of  diseases 
and  the  efforts  to  achieve  the  best  san- 
itary results.  " 

Following  this  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment. John  Rossiter.  was  called  in 
and  plied  with  similar  questions  to 
those  asked  his  superior.  His  answers 
coincided  in  every  respect.  He  pro- 
duced figures  to  show  that  the  Duluth 
health  department  cost  less  than  in  anv 
other  city  of  its  size  In  the  T'nited 
States.  After  looking  over  the  general 
bills  of  the  departm»»nt  the  committee 
arljourned  to  meet  next  Tuesday  at  4 
p.  m..  when  the  board  of  health  in- 
ve^stigation  will  be  closed  and  the  boanl 
of  public  works  and  city  engineer  will 
be  called  upon  for  reports.

.\t  this  point  over  half  a  milli^.n  bush- 
els of  wheat  have  been  sidd  this  year 
already.  So  that  if  the  Hines  railroad 
was  now  in  operation,  it  would  get  a 
goi>d  deal  to  do;  m<'re  especially  as  it 
is  a  short  line  to  Duluth.  It  would  be 
a  great  relief  from  the  oppressive  rates 
that  now  burden  all  the  people  anil 
ruined  many.

Now  we  hope  that  you  will  assume  an 
active  Instead  of  passive  position, 
and  we  await  your  action  with  becom- 
ing patience.

MILLER'S  ROAD  PLAN. 


It    Was    Brought    Before    the 
Commissioners  Yesterday. 

The  county  commissioners  at  yester- 
day's meeting  took  up  Commissioner  .Mil- 
kr's  road  i^lm.  A  legal  opinion  by  Hill- 
sun.  Congdon  &  Dickinson  was  riad. 
giving  the  law  on  the  subject  as  follows: 
The  bonds  mu.^t  not  txceed  1  per  cent  of 
th»<  assfsse'j  valuation  of  the  county,  ami 
must  no:  draw  over  6  per  cent  interest. 
an«l  canxiot  be  sold  for  less  than  par.  The 
bonds  must  \y^  issued  by  a  vote  of  the 
Ix^tple  and  a  description  of  the  road  must 
!>•  made. 

-Mr.  Miller's  plan  had  been  to  have  the 
rxui  put  in  the  hands  of  a  carefully  se- 
h'^'ted  commission,  but  it  was  the  r>pinion 
of  the  lawyers  that  this  ojuld  not  bo 
'i  <nH  without  special  legislation,  so  the 
t  immi.'wsioners  fwill  have  to  do  it.  A 
general  act  providing  for  such  proceeding.-^ 
in  counties  having  an  a^rea^e  of  a  million 
or  mon-  might  fix  it.  says  Mr.  Miller,  but 
that  could  n.Jt  be  passed  for  two  years. 

.Mr.  -Miller's  idea  is  as  follows:  The 
county  is  now  levying  a  mill  each  year, 
or  $50,000,  for  road  work,  but  each  year 
a  little  more  than'  that  is  used,  so  that 
n'»w  the  county  Is  about  $43,000  behind, 
and  will  be  $JiO.(XH)  .«oon.  that  is 
dr.iwing  nearly  $3.^')0  interest  now.  and  has 
to  be  renewed  each  year.

The  remainder  could  be  applied  t) 
building  and  repairing  roads  by  contract, 
and  next  year's  levy  would  cltan  up  all 
arrears",  so  that  in  1897  the  county  would 
b''  clear  and  would  have  $.")00«)  at  least  Vt 
th»>  good.

!iotices  to  six  carriers  in  the  Duluth  of- 
tiee  to  show  cause  why  th.ey  should  not 
he  .suspended  from  tiie  service.  Some 
are  said  to  be  threnitened  with  expul- 
sion. 

TAmr  of  th.ese  have  already  filed  their 
tleft-nses  at  Washington  and  the  balance 
will  do  so  at  once.  The  charges  made 
;.re  loitering  on  routes,  visiting  saloons 
in  uniform,  hohiing  conver.sations  dui- 
ing  the  time  (vf  delivery,  etc. 

Some  of  the  oltiest  carriers  in  the  ser- 
\  ice  are  aiuong  those  cited  to  answer 
to  the  charges.  Postma.ster  Helin{«ki 
is  not  disposed  to  ma'ke  the  matter 
I.ublic.  at  least,  not  until  the  department 
rules  t>n  the  answers.  There  is  a  possi- 
liili^y  that  injustice  may  have  been  done 
tl-.e  men  and  that  satisfacttiry  explana- 
tions can  he  made.

SAFETY  IN  FLIGHT. 

Said  Pasha  Takes  Refuge  in 
the  British  Embassy. 

r  Copy  riff  htwl     \s'i*-:,.    by    the    Asax'lated 
Press.) 

Ci.nstantinople.  Dec.  3.  via  Sofia,  CuJ- 
sarira.  I>ec.  6.— The  feature  olf  the  poll- 
cal  situation  here  today  is  the  step 
taken  by  Said  Pasha,  president  of  the 
council  of  state  and  formerly  grand 
vizier,  in  seeking  refuge  today,  accom- 
panied by  his  son.  in  the  British  em- 
V»as»y. 

An  investigation  of  the  affair  shows 
that  the  sultan  yesterda,\  sent  a  special 
messenger  to  Said  Pasha  inviting  him 
to  occupy  thf'  chalet,  within  the  grounds 
of  the  Yildiz  park,  which  was  formerly 
occupied  by  Mldhat  Pasha,  at  one  time 
governor  general  ')f  Syria,  later  gover- 
nor of  Symrra.  and  who  was  tried  on 
susepicion  of  having  been  connected 
with  the  murder  of  the  lat<-  sultan, 
Abdul  Aziz.  Fully  aware  of  the  signifi- 
i-anoe  of  this  invitation.  Said  Pasha 
declined.  This  is  said  to  have  made 
Abdul  Hamid  take  steps  t'»  arrest  the 
former  grand  vizier,  whn  is  suspected 
by  the  palace  people  of  intriguing  for 
the  deposition  of  the  present  sultan,  in 
favor  of  ex-Sultan  Murad.  now  a  pris- 
oner in  the  Yildiz  kiosk,  and  whr)  wns 
derlareil  by  the  council  .»f  ministers  in 
lS7»i  to  be  suffering  from  idiocy. 

Said  Pasha,  however,  is  vto  well  versed 
in  the  traditions  of  the  Yildiz  kiosk  to 
be  caught  with  such  bait.  He  sent  a 
polite  refusal  when  offered  the  vizier- 
ate  and  this  led  to  the  less  subtle  offer 
f«f  accommodation  in  the  famous  Mid- 
hat  F'asha  chalet  of  the  park.  The 
pasha  refused  this  offer  unless  th<^ 
'present  conditions  of  government  were 
•  hanged"  and  when  h»*  heard  that  the 
sultan,  nerved  to  desperation  by  th^ 
intimations  of  the  palace  courtiers,  had 
deiermiaed  upon  his  arrest,  he  lost  no 
time  in  placing  himself  under  the  pru- 
tectlon  of  Sir  Philip  Currie.  Then  it 
ijecame  known,  that  during  the  progress 
of  these  negotiations.  Said  Pasha  upon 
one  iKicaslon.  was  detained  at  the  palace 
so  long  that  his  friends  who  had  been 
fearing  his  arrest  for  weeks  past,  went 
to  the  ambassador  for  advice. 

Nobody  here  believes  that  Said  Pasha 
had  good  reason  to  seek  the  protection  of 
the  British,  ambassador,  and  the  situation 
is  recognized  on  all  sides  as  being  ex- 
tremely critical.  When  the  sultan  was 
informed  of  the  course  taken  by  Said 
Pasha,  he  was  greatly  incensed,  and  made 
.^veral  futile  attempts  to  induce  the 
fugitive  to  return  to-  his  house.  He  sent 
Tewflk  Pasha,  and  other  ministers  to  the 
British  embassy,  where  they  had  »  long 
interview  with  Said  Pasha,  and  h^-ld  out 
all  kinds  of  promiises  to  him  on  the  sul- 
tans  behalf,  but  all  their  efforts  to  per- 
suade the  (pasha  to  leave  the  embassy 
came  to  nothing.  Said  firmly  r-^fusing  to 
trust  himself  outside  of  his  room.  Later 
in  the  day.  Tewflk  Pasha  visitefl  Sir  Philip 
f?urrie  and  begged  th4  ambassador  to  do 
his  utmost  to  induce  Said  Pasha  to  return 
to  his  home,  making  use  of  the  argument 
that  the  flight  of  the  president  of  the  coun- 
cil of  state  was  certain  to  have  a  very  bad 
^-ffec:  upon  the  population  of  Constanti- 
nople, and  might  cause  trouble  of  a  most 
serious  nature. 

But  all  these  arguments  were  throiwn 
away  upon  Sir  Phiiip.  who  after  listening 
quietly  t<i  all  his  caller  had  to  say  on  th^* 
subject,  politely  told  him  that  he  could  not 
interfere  in  the  matter.  He  argued  that 
Said  Pa.«ha  iiad  asked  for  an  asylum,  and 
that  his  r^^iuest  had  been  granted.  Ther*^ 
the  mattf-r  ended,  .so  far  asi  the  British 
ambassador  was  concerned.  The  failure 
of  Tewrfik  Pasha' s  errand  increasefl  th*» 
ang^r  of  Abdul  Hamid,  who  .sent  his  sec- 
retar>'  to  interview  the  fugitive.  The  sec- 
retary spent  two  hours  with  Said  Pasha  at 
tha  emba?ay  doing  his  utmost  to  persuade 
hjm.  to  return  to  his  residence,  but  any 
amount  of  argument  would  not  change 
the  mind  of  the  pasha,  and  the  secretary  , 
w?nt  away  as  un«u;ce99ful  as  Twefik ' 
Pa.'ha.  j

ARMENIANS  LOBBYING.

Beyond  this  the  Armenians  declare  that 
the  Turkish  government  compels  all 
naturalized  Armenians  doing  business 
in  this  country  to  remit  taxes  on  their 
business  and  income  taxes  t..  th*'  sul- 
tan's officers.

Washington,  Dec.  6.— When  the  house 
met  today  Messrs  Terry,  of  Arkansas, 
and  Boatner,  of  Louisiana.  belated 
members  were  formally  sworn,  and  a 
committee  to  pa.ss  on  members'  mile- 
age accounts  was  passed.  Mr.  Baker 
asked  unanimous  consent  for  the  im-

Resolved  further,  that  this  house, 
composed  of  the  immediate  represen- 
tatives of  the  American  people,  pledges 
its  support  to  the  government  for 
every  measure  justified  by  interna- 
tional law.  and  a  common  humanity, 
to  vindicate  the  rights  of  our  fellow 
citizens  and  their  families  in  Turkey 
and  to  hindt^r  and  prev<»nt  as  far  as 
practicable  the  continuance  of  the  out- 
rages and  massacres  in  that  land.

Chili  a  week  when  I  saw  th< 
chance  to  make  more  money  than  I  had 
ever  before  dreamed  of  possessing  Ijv 
lassoing  and  killing  ihe  mammoth  binJw. 
There  were  three  of  us  Yankees  in  Val- 
paraiso, and  we  decided  to  go  into  the 
condor  killing  business.  The  next  dav. 
mounted  on  horses  that  Meigs  bought  for 
us,  and  armed  with  guns  and  lariats,  we 
started  out  to  hunt  condors  among  thi' 
foothills  and  canyons  and  crags  of  the 
Ande.«.  'VV«  went  over  ;5<J0  mUes  out 
among  the  cattlemen  and  sheep  herders. 
For  a  few  days  we  had  In.structlons  from 
a  few  Chilians  in  the  most  experienct-d 
method  of  capturing  the  enormous  ancl 
savage  birds. 

"In  a  few  weeks  we  Yankees  had 
learned  every  detail  of  hunting  condors 
and  our  native  ingenuity  had  adde<l  to  tho 
experience  of  the  Chilians.  For  mom  lis  I 
got  from  ten  to  twenty  condor  heads 
every  day.  and  each  one  in  our  party  ilid 
half  as  well  as  that.  My  early  training 
on  the  plains  in  Kansas  and  Nebraska 
wa.s  my  stock  in  trade.  Everv  moiiih 
during  the  years  of  is'.l  and  \H'Z  and  l,S7:i 
I  cot  warrants  on  the  Chilian  treasury  for* 
from  $7int  to  $.800.  One  month  when  I  had 
forwanled  21t>  dried  condor  head.s  to  the 
<  ompiii>ller  of  ('hill,  and  had  sworn  that 
no  fraud  ha^l  been  committed.  1  got  a 
warrant  for  $180<».  That  was  the  red  letter 
month  in  my  condor-lassoing  days.  I  was 
remote  from  civilization,  and  so  could  not 
spend  my  money  if  l  desired.  I  have  never 
.save<l  money  as  I  di<l  then,  before  or 
since. 

"The  birds  used  to  be  founi]  In  flocks  of 
seventy  or  eighty  in  the  grazing  countries 
of  the  lower  Andes  In  Central  Chili.  Like 
other  members  of  the  vulture  family  they 
search  everywhere  for  carca.s.Hes  ujiori 
which  to  feed.  They  have  wonderfully 
keen  eyes,  and  I  have  proved  to  myself 
thai  a  condor  can  see  a  dead  animal  ten 
and  even  ilfteen  miles  away.  I  have  madq 
exi>eriments  where  condors  have  been 
lured  over  eight  miles  from  a  mountain 
craig  alxive  the  snow  line  by  the  bait  of 
a  bleeding  goat  in  the  valley. 

A  <;keedy  hird. 

"The  condor  iliffers  from  other  members 
of  the  vulture  family  In  that  it  doesn't 
wall  for  something  or  somebody  to  die 
in  order  that  It  may  have  its  dinner.  If 
It  doesn't  rind  a  ready  made  cari\a.ss  con- 
venient on  the  plain  when  it  is  hungrv  it 
proceeds  to  provide  a  (.'arcass  itself.  The 
herds  of  cattle  that  pasture  on  the  undu- 
lating plains  between  the  impenetrable 
wall  of  the  .Vndes  and  the  Pacific's  white- 
crested  line  of  surf  offered  the  condor  un- 
rlvale<l  facilities  in  its  line  in  those  <lays. 
and  as  it  seemed  to  be  In  a  state  of  chronic 
iiunger  this  king  of  the  featherwJ  race 
levied  constant  tribute  on  the  grazing 
herds. 

"Twenty-five  years  ago  it  was  no  uncom- 
mon thing  to  see  hundreds  of  these  winged 
freebooters  hovering  ovi^  the  plains,  each 
one  a  ravenous  and  determined  dinner 
robber  from  the  herds  i)elow.  to  which  the 
shadow  of  a  condor's  wing  carried  as 
much  terror  as  the  appearance  of  a  hawk 
does  to  a  broo<l  of  chickens.  The  condor 
was  the  greatest  enemy  the  stock  rai.ser 
in  that  part  of  South  America  had  to  con- 
tend with,  and  it  was  his  persistent  and 
destructive  raids  on  grazing  cattle  that 
maile  him  an  outlaw  wiht  a  price  on  his 
heaii. 

"How  did  we  capture  these  ferocious 
birds'.'  t)ur  first  job  every  morning  before 
there  wa."*  even  a  peep  of  sunlight  over  thu 
mountains  was  to  carry  the  carcass  of  a 
dead  animal,  a  horse  or  a  cow,  out  on  th^ 
plain  where  it  could  easily  be  seen  from 
all  [X)inta  of  the  compass.  We  sometlme.s 
made  a  carcasK  do  service  for  a  fortnight. 
We  moved  alwut  every  few  days  from  on4 
locality  to  another,  and  never  put  the 
rotting  body  twice  in  one  place,  be<-ause  of 
the  extreme  suspiciousness  of  an  avcragi' 
condor,  rlenerally  we  would  move  three 
or  four  miles  every  twenly-four  hours. 
Sometimes  when  we  were  not  doltig  so 
well  as  we  thought  we  should  <io.  we 
would  move  ten  miles  away  in  another 
valley. 

"After  we  had  placed  our  bait  carcass, 
we  set  up  our  tent  and  canvas  flies  that 
concealed  us  and  our  horses  from  view- 
by  the  condors.  Breakfast  was  often  no 
sooner  over  than  we  could  see  from  our 
peepholes  In  the  canvas  that  hid  us,  sev- 
eral conilors  coming  down  through  the 
clouds  from  the  mountain  (crests  stralKht 
tow.anl  our  bail.  We  waited  patiently 
until  a  dozen  or  more  of  the  birds  had 
eaten  heartily  of  the  meal  we  had  provided 
for  them,  and  then  we  sprang  lo  our 
horses,  which  stofxl  near,  bridled  and 
ijaddle<l,  ready  for  the  chase.  In  a  secoml 
We  were  off.  lariats  in  hand,  after  the 
condors. 

CONDORS    FEAR   MA.V. 

"It  should  be  said  here  that  when  a 
condor  has  gorged  itself  with  food  it  can- 
not rise  for  flight  except  after  long  run- 
ning In  give  itself  the  necessary  momen- 
tum. It  can  get  over  the  ground,  how- 
ever a.s  fast  as  a  dog.  (Jur  method  was  to 
follow  the  birds  for  a  mile  or  more,  and 
then  as  they  rose  for  flight  10  throw  our 
lariats  over  their  heads.  An  expert  las- 
soer  could  send  his  rope  over  a  comlor's 
head  and  so  manage  it  that  it  slipped 
down  until  it  touched  the  shoulders  of 
the  wings  before  It  tightened  on  the  bird. 

"The  condor  was  then  a  prisoner,  but 
able  to  use  its  perufwolshowxiblfVaaruln 
able  to  u.se  its  powerful  pinions,  breathe 
freely  and  lead  the  horseman  a  wild  chasa 
across  the  plain,  turning  in  all  directions 
in  its  frantic  flight,  but  unable  to  rise 
higher  than  the  length  of  the  lasso.  When 
the  rider  tired  of  the  sport  he  would  turn 
his  horse  and  lead  the  chase  himself, 
forcing  the  unwilling  bird  along  until  it 
tumbled,   spent,    to  the  groupd     and   was

They  claim  that  the  register  regards  every 
settler  witli  suspicion,  and  is  inclined  to 
(pu-stion  ills  k>J<kJ  faith  even   when  tliere 
is  only  tlie  most  trivial  reason  to  do  so. 
Tiiey  assert  that  timlter  and  stone  men  get 
the  prefei'ence  in  his  decisions,  andi  that 
in    all    cases    he    is    exactinj?    in    the    ex- 
treme wit*>  the  settler  Who     is     making 
tinal  jtr'-.of. 

A  decision  was  received  today  at  tiie 
l.)cal  office  from'  tiie  general  land  office 
vvhicii  would  seem  to  confirm  these  asser- 
tions, all  least  in  a  measure.  It  has 
I)lcased  the  land  attorneys  pretty  well, 
and  has  caused  considerable  talk  among 
them  today.  The  case  is  one  of  the  "sus- 
pende^l  entries,"  in  which  J.  R.  Monore 
a;)peare<l  foi^  the  government.  It  is  the 
case  of  the  government  against  James 
Salter.  Receiver  Ryan  decided  for  Salter 
and  Register  Taylor  against  him.  Salter 
filei'i  a  homestead  on  July  I'j,  1890,  for  lot 
2,  the  swi/4  of  nei4,  the  seVi  of  nwU  and 
ne>4  of  SW14,  of  section  5-58-19,  and  on 
Nov.  7.  1891,  commuted  it  to  a  ca.sh  entry. 
On  Oct.  1,  1892,  Special  Agent  Chellew, 
v.'ho  had  investigated  the  land,  recom- 
mended that  patent  be  granted.  On  Aug. 
9.  1893.  Special  Agent  Young  recommen- 
ded it  for  cancellation.  The  latter  found 
thaV  the^  entry  must  have  been  made  for 
speculation. 

The  hearing  was  held  on  Sept.  7,  1894. 
and  J.  R.  iMoore  appeared  for  the  gov- 
ernment. The  register  found  the  entry 
fraudulent,  and  the  receiver  sustained 
Salter.  The  testimony  was  voluminous. 
Some  of  it  reflected  upon  one  or  two  Du- 
luth pine  land  dealers  cpnte  severely. 

The  commissioner,  in  his  ruling,  says 
the  prosecution  unfortunately  had  no  wit- 
n.^=s  avaflal)le  in  suiiport  of  it.''  main  con- 
tention] that  the  land  showed  no  improve- 
mtnts  to  speak  of.  who  knew  the  land  or 
the  entryman  during  the  period  ordered 
by  his  final  proof.  The  government  only 
atttmp.ted  to  show  it  by  the  appearance 
of  the  land  in  1893  and  1894.  two  or  three 
vears  after  the  entrj-. 

CALLED  HIM  DOWN. 
In  closing  Register  Taylor  get.s  a  pretty 
hot  one.     The  acting  commissioner  says: 

"But,  assuming  that  all  the  witnesses 
say  about  the  condition  of  this  land  is 
ti'ue,  it  may  still  be  ti-ue  that  Salter  made 
tliis  entr.v  after  a  faithful  compliance  with 
liie  law.  He  swears  he  did.  and  is  sim- 
!)oiii  J  in  evei-y  esi^ential  particular  by 
other  witnesses.  However,  as  the  regis- 
tt!-  steTiis  to  be  skeptical  as  to  the  truth  of 
the(  defendant's  testimony,  his  attention 
is  called  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  plain- 
tiff's testimony.  Had  Salter  submitted 
no  testimony  whatever,  a  judgment 
against  said  ento'  -would  not  have  been 
justified." 

The  commissioner  informs  the  register 
that'  therci  was  no  case  whatever  against 
Salter.  This  is  about  as  direct  a  "call 
down"  as  an  ofUcial  can  get.  It  has  al- 
ways been  the  policy  of  the  land  office 
department!  to  gi\  e  the;  settler  the  b.meiit 
of  the  doubt,  but  Register  Taylor's  idea 
s .ems  to  be  to  give  him  the  worst  of  it. 

It  is  tn  Mr.  Taylor's  credit  that  he  did 
not  fail  to  appreciate  the  commissioner's 
remark.  His  discomfiture  was  quite  ap- 
jiarent.  and  exhibited  it.self  when  he  re- 
maiked,  rather  acidly  to  an;  attorney  this 
morning:  "Well.  I  see  you  managed  to 
i;vt  your  work  in  dawn  at  Washington  in 
liKit  Salter  case." 

In  thecaseof  thegovernment  against  Xeil 
McLean,  another  of  the  suspended  entry 
i'a.ses,  the  acting  commissioner  sustains 
tlK!  decision  of  the  local  officers,  holding 
the  entry  for  cancellation.

APPEALED  FOR  MERCY. 

Hayward's  Parents  Besought 
the  Governor's  Clemency. 

St.  Paul,  Dec.  7. — There  was  a  heart- 
rending scene  in  the  governor's  private 
office  this  morning  shortly  before  10 
o'clock,  when  the  father  and  mother  of 
Harry  Hayward  called  to  make  a  last 
plea  for  the  life  of  their  son.  They  found 
the  governor  in  his  office  early,  for  he 
had  come  down  with  the  intention  of 
disposing  of  the  matter  before  the  rush 
of  other  business  came  on,  having  an- 
nounced that  no  i)etitions  or  arguments 
would  be  received  after  10  o'clock  this 
morning.  The  John  Day  Sinith  petition 
had  been  presented  to  him  at  hi.*  home 
in  Minneapolis  last  evening.  It  was 
also  known  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hayward 
intended  calling  on  the  governor  this 
morning,  and  an  affecting  scene  was 
expected,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  anything 
so  heartrending  as  that  which  occurred 
was  anticipated. 

The  aged  couple  were  heart-broken. 
They  asked  for  nothing  definite.  They 
seemed  to  lack  the  courage  to  ask  for 
a  commutation  of  sentence  or  even  a 
stay  unlil  Monda> .  They  wanted  any- 
thing that  would  save  their  boy,  and 
for  half  an  hour  they  pleaded  and 
prayed  with  the  governor,  who  was  un- 
able to  grant  them  any  relief  or  con- 
sedation. 

There  was  more  than  a  suspicion  of 
moisture  about  the  eyes  of  the  gover- 
nor when  the  interview  was  ended  and 
the  aged  parents  of  Harry  Hayward 
left  on  their  return  to  Minneapolis. 
Then  came  the  Cass  county  dispute 
.and  the  press  of  other  business,  and 
the  governor  said  he  would  not  be  able 
to  dispose  of  the  matter  before  this  af- 
ternoon at  least.

Many   things  often  appear  plain,  and   if 
some  of  the  alleged  obscurities  of  Ham- 
let have  been  dispelled  by  an  actor,   the 
reason  for  the  miracle  may  lie  in  the  fact 
that  Shakespeare  was  an  actor  manager 
himself.    The    fact    mu.st    never    be    lost 
sight  of  that  his  plays  were  dtsigned  for 
the  stage  and  not  for  the  library;  that, 
though  thV  greatest  of  poets,  he  wa.«  an 
experienced  actor  as  well;  and  that   the 
pri'mpt  copits  of  his  own  plays  must  have 
bcin    filled    with    stage   business    in      the 
highest   degree    illustrative   of   the    text, 
and  the  greatest  part  of  which  has  been 
lost  for  ever." 

In  this  opinion,  Mr.  Tree's  idea  of  the 
melancholy  Dane  coincides  with  that  of 
tbe  late  Edwin  Booth,  who  was  ever 
wont  to  as.sert  when  asked  this  question:

Since 
his  c<»urse  was  made  publii-.  members 
have  been  planning  to  take  action  to 
compel  the  secretary  to  carry  out  the 
law  aeon-ding  to  their  intei-pretatioii  of 
Vt  which  was  made  plain  in  the  course 
of  a  long  debate  *m  the  question  by  the 
inst  house. 

In  anticipation  of  the  congressional 
re(|uest  for  an  explanation  which  was 
Initiated  by  Mr.  Baker,  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, today,  the  secretary  of  agricid- 
ture  had  printml  a  circular  explaiiiing 
his  course,  which  is  being  distributed 
to  members.

Today  Mr.  Pickler 
called  on  Secretary  Morton  to  discuss 
tne  matter,  but  did  not  receive  any  as- 
•!iurancts  whh-h  gave  him  hope  that  his-- 
quota  of  seeKls  would  be  forthcoming 
He  speaks  very  strongly  of  the  secro- 
*ary's  course,  saying  that  the  intent  of 
the  law  was  expressetl  in  the  debate 
•vhich  pre^-eded  its  passage  and  that  the 
failure  of  the  executive  branch  of  th^ 
government  to  carry  it  out,  is  j)lainly  il- 
legal. 

Mr.  Pickler  aiwl  the  other  membery 
holding  the  same  views  are  somewhat 
at  a  loss,  however,  to  provide  an> 
methixl  of  coercton  by  which  they  can 
compel  the  department  Uv  furnish  seeds.

VICEROY   RESPONSIBLE. 

China   Punishing   Only   Dupes 
For  Rioting. 

Washington.  Dec.  7.— Reports  received 
here  from  China  indicate  that  the 
American  commission  charged  with  an 
Investigation  of  the  Cheng  Tu  mission- 
ary massacrt?s  are  at  the  end  of  theii 
journey.  The  commission  started  from 
Tien  Tsln  Oct.  8.  with  a  fine  escort  of 
twenty  well-mounted  cavalry  men  and 
a  numerous  retinue.  Before  it  left  all 
of  the  notables  called  on  Consul  Reed. 
Mr.  Cheshire  and  Commander  Merrill 
and  paid  their  respects.  The  foreign 
element  in  China  speak  in  terms  of 
praise  of  the  discreti(ni  shown  by  the 
United  States  state  dei)artmer\t  in  the 
selection  of  the  route  to  be  pursued  by 
the  commission,  lying  as  it  does 
through  the  heart  of  China,  arid  it  is 
believed  that  the  passage  of  the  party 
under  its  escort  will  do  much  to  impress 
the  Chinese  with  the  necessity  of  olv 
serving  their  obligations  toward  for- 
eigners resident  in  China.  To  give  ad- 
ditional weight  to  the  commission,  the 
Chinese  government  has  ordered  the 
highest  judicial  authority  of  Sze  Chuan, 
the  provincial  judge,  to  co-operate  with 
It,  and  he  was  expected  to  join  at  the 
end  of  the  route. 

The  Chinese  authorities  have  already 
executed  twenty-<«ne  of  the  participants 
In  the  rioting,  and  hold  an  equal  num- 
ber for  future  punishment,  but  there 
me  complaint  that  these  poor  dupes 
been  made  scai>egoats  to  cover 
the  evil  doings  of  high  Chinese  oflicials. 
It  is  charg'-d  that  Cheng  Yu,  the  chief 
of  police,'  who  was  supposed  to  have 
beeji  removed  in  disgrace  under  the  im- 
perial edict  for  encouraging  the  riots, 
was  really  placed  in  a  most  lucrative 
position  in  the  Liken  department,  and 
it  is  also  said  that  the  person  actually 
responsible  for  the  riots  at  Ku  Cheng 
was  the  viceroy  himself,  Pien  Paoch- 
wen.

Denver,  Dec.  7.— Ex-Governor  James 
B.  Grant,  of  the  Omaha  and  Grant 
smelters,  who  has  just  returned  from  a 
tour  of  inspection  among  the  mining 
camps  of  Colorado,  says  that  all  are 
prospering.  "I  am  compelled  to  believe 
that  the  future  of  Crip|)le  Creek,"  he 
said,  "far  surpasses  the  wildest  antici- 
jjatioiis  of  those  who  had  the  greatest 
hopes  for  the  future  of  Leadville. 
Cripple  Creek  will  juoduce  more  gold  in 
the  next  twenty  years  than  any  cami» 
ever  known.  Leadville  has  inviduced 
over  $100,000,000  in  the  last  seventeen 
years.  When  they  have  been  mining 
seventeen  years  at  Cripple  Creek  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  the  camp  will  have 
produced  over  $.'>00,(tOO.OOO.  There  seems 
tn  be  a  general  impression  that  values 
at  Crijiple  Creek  are  c  mfined  to  Bmall 
seams  of  ixirphyry.  The  fact  is  that  in 
a  great  many  cases  there  are  great 
ledges  just  as  well  defined  as  any  lixl.es 
in  the  San  Juan  cuuntry.  As  to  Lead- 
ville, 1  lonk  for  a  constantly  increasing 
sui»ply  of  ore  from  there.  " 

Speaking  of  the  South  Africa  mines. 
the  governor  had  no  hesitation  in  say- 
ing that  the  mines  of  the  Cripple  Creek 
region  will  soon  excel  them,  both  in  the 
money  value  of  its  itroducts  atid  in  ac- 
tual tonnage. 

"Let  me  give  you  my  reasons  for  this 
belief,"  he  said.  "The  mines  <>f  South 
Africa  now  average  about  $3.0i'to.000  per 
month.  But  their  ores  are  all  very  low 
grade.  Out  of  the  October  yield  the 
average  mill  runs  were  but  $7.'>0  per 
ton.  and  from  the  tailings  i?,.^^^  per  ton 
more  was  taken.  This  shows  the  Afri- 
can ojes  to  average  scarcely  more  than 
$11  per  ton.  Now  such  ores  In  Cripple 
Creek  are  all  thrown  on  the  dump-  In- 
deed, anything  less  than  $20  is  thrown 
on  the  dump.  The  quantity  of  low  grade 
ore— from  $10  to  $20  per  ton— is  prac- 
tically without  limit.

On  the 
Rand  thev  have  fifty  mills  at  work: 
here  we  have  hardly  any.  When  the 
cvanide  and  chlorination  mills  are 
erected  in  the  Cripple  Creek  country 
as  plentifully  as  they  are  'on  the  Rand 
you  mav  look  for  the  largest  annual 
product  "from  the  Crinple  Creek  c.nin- 
try  that  history  records  from  any  other 
camp  in  all  previous  times." 

HOW  ANCIENTS  MADE  GLASS. 

Workmen  at  Thebes  Were  Ex- 
perts Ages  Ago. 

Jewelers'  Circular:  The  glass  blowers 
of  ancient  Thebes  are  known  to  have  beei\J 
as  proticient  in  that  particular  art  as  ia 
the  most  scientilic  craftsman  of  the  same 
trade  ot  the  present  day,  after  a  lapse 
of  foriv  centuries  of  so-called  "nro«ress." 
I'hev  Were  w<ll  acquainted  with  the  art 
of  staining  glass  and  are  known  to  have 
lu-fxiuccd  that  «  ommodity  in  great  profu- 
sion and  perfection.  Rosselini  gives  an  il- 
lustration of  a  i>lece  of  stained  glass 
known  to  be  li«Hi  vears  old,  both  in  tint 
and  design.  In  tliis  case  the  color  is 
struck  thnuigh  the  vitritie<l  structure,  and 
ht  mentions  designs  struck  entirely  In 
pie<-es  from  a  half  inch  to  three-quarters 
of  an  inch  thick,  the  color  being  perfectly 
incorporated  with  the  structure  of  the 
piece  and  exactly  the  same  on  both  tin- 
obvei-se  and  reverse  sides. 

The  priests  of  Ptali  at  Memphis  were 
ailepis  in  the  glassntakcrs  art,  and  not 
onlv  did  they  have  factories  for  manu- 
fai-iuring  the  common  crystal  variety,  bin 
thev  had  learned  the  vitrifying  of  the 
different  colors  and  the  imitation  of  pri»- 
cious  stones  to  jwrfcction.  Their  Imita- 
tions »)f  the  amethyst  and  of  the  various 
i.ther  colored  gems  were  so  true  to  nature 
that  even  now.  after  tliey  have  lain  in  tli« 
dcFcrt  sands  from  2<XXi  to  41H>1  ytars,  it 
takes  an  expert  to  distingnlsh  the  genu- 
ine article  from  the  spurious.  It  has  l>een 
shown  that,  besides  being  experts  in  gUi^s- 
making  and  glass  coloring,  they  used  the 
diamond  in  cutting  and  engraving  glas< 
In  the  British  museum  tlure  is  a  lieauti- 
ful  piece  of  stained  glass  with  an  on- 
graved  emblazonment  iif  the  Monart-h 
Thothmes  III,  who  lived  3400  years  ago.

RAISING   LAKE    ERIE 

Senator  Brice'.s  suggestion  that  the 
icvtl  of  Lake  Erie  h>-  raised  by  means 
of  a  dam  at  Buffalo  should  receive 
carrful  consideration.

THE    CROOKSTON  CONVENTION. 

The  commercial  bodies  of  Duluth 
should  send  delegates  to  the  North- 
western Minnesota  and  North  Dakota 
agricultural,  lumber  and  fuel  conven- 
lion,  to  be  held  at  Crookston  on  Dec.  12. 
The  object  of  the  convention  is  the  ex- 
change of  views  as  to  the  best  method 
of  opening  the  Red  Lake  Indian  reser- 
vation. The  circular  issued  by  the 
•ommittee  of  arrangements  says:  "The 
recommenelation  of  Chairman  Baldwin 
in  relation  to  the  opening  of  the  a.gri- 
cultural  lands,  and  of  the  honorable 
.se<-retary  of  the  interior  in  his  annual 
report  to  congress,  favorlnjf  the  open- 
ing of  the  suiveyed  and  estimated  tim- 
ber lands,  makes  this  a  pex^ullarly  op- 
portune time,  and  we  should,  by  united 
action,  show  that  the  recommendations 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  people  in 
the  valley."  The  committee  gives  a 
lengthy  list  of  those  who  have  con- 
sented to  speak  or  have  been  invited. 
Special  rates  have  been  .se>cured  on  all 
lines  of  railroad,  and  the  Crookston 
hotels  will  make  reduced  rates  to  those 
who  attend  the  convention. 

The      Crookston      people      are      very 
anxious  that  Duluth  should  be  well  rep- 
resented at   the  convention.        It   is   a 
question  in  which  the  business  men  of 
this  city  should   take  a  deep  interest. 
Anything   that   has   for   its   obje'ct   the 
settlement  and  development  of  the  rich 
territory  west  of  and  tributary  to  this 
city  should  be  warmly  encouraged.  The 
opening  of  the  agricultural  and  timber 
lands  of  the     Red     Lake     reservation 
would    benefit    Duluth   as   well   as   the 
Red   River  valley.     The  distance  from 
Crookston  to  the  reservation  is  not  very 
far.  and  it  would  not  be  a  great  under- 
taking to  build  a  railroad  between  the 
two  points.  The  people  of  the  Red  River 
valley  would  then  have  easy  access  to 
a  district  which     could   furnish     them 
with   plenty  of  lumber  and  fuel.     The 
people  of  the  valley  are  at  a  disadvant- 
age  now,   owing   to   the   lack   of  cheai* 
lumber  and  fuel. 

Naturally  the  Crookston  convention 
would  consider  the  building  f>f  a  rail- 
road eastward  to  the  reservation.  It 
could  be  made  a  feeder  to  the  Hlnes 
road  running  eastward  from  the  Red 
River  to  Duluth,  and  thus  this  city 
would  get  a  direct  benefit  from  tho  de- 
velopment which  would  result  from  the 
opening  of  the  reservation.  The  pe^o- 
T;le  in  the  West  are  now  looking  toward 
Dtiluth  as  their  natural  trading  center. 
They  perceive  the  great  advantages  of 
Duluth  over  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis  as 
a  wholesale  point,  and  they  would 
riuickly  transfer  th9ir  trade  to  Duluth, 
if  provided  with  better  railroad  facili- 
ties to  reach  the  head  of  the  lakes.  This 
is  a  subject  that  will  probably  come  be- 
fore the  Crookston  ci  invention,  and 
therefore  it  is  essential  that  the  Duluth 
commercial  bodies  should  have  eleUga- 
tlons  present.  The  question  of  present 
expense  should  not  cause  us  to  lose 
sight  of  the  great  financial  benefits  to 
be  deriveel  in  the  immodiato  future.

If  w :■  tind  proof  of  the  divine  origin  of 
Christianity  in  its  spread  duiing  the  first 
Centuries,  we  may  also  find  like  r'ai-rs 
pointing  in  the  s;ime  dire<nion.  If  the  day 
oT  mir.ic'les  has  pa.ssed.  there  are  no  le--s 
signs  of  Criid's  pre.sence  and  powei\  The 
change  that  came  over  theRom.Tn  em- 
pire was  not  more  surprising  than  those 
that  openetl  India  to  missions,  broke 
ilown  the  walls  that  shut  in  China  and 
.lapan.  and  made  it  possible  to  tell  the 
Women   of  the  Orient  of   their  Savior. 

The  triumphs  that  have  foUoweil  when 
il.f  gospel  has  l)een  preached  have 
equalled  those  that  made  way  for  it.  The 
undermining  of  taste,  the  putting  down 
o:'  nuifileis  of  widows  and  infants,  the 
turning  of  canniitals  into  mis.slonari>-s. 
have  been  Wonderful  signs  of  the  power 
of  (Jod's  loVe.  The  ilevelopmeiit  tif  be- 
ni.ght>-d  inteilti'ts  and  the  conversion  of 
savage  languages  have  produced  results 
to  be  placed  by  the  side  of  those  to  l)e 
found  in  nations  trained  by  centuries  of 
cidture,  Under  the  impul.se  of  missionaiy 
Zeal  noble  types  of  Christian  i-haracter 
hiiVe  been  wrought  out:  and  Ma,d;igascar 
anil  many  another  land  can  show  heri>isni 
•  if  the  highest  order  a.s  it,  was  reveal-d 
by  persecution.  I'entecost  finds  a  parallel 
in  th'-  .scenes  at  th-^  L'ine  Star  mi.ssion. 

The  greatness  of  the  triumphs  is  shown 
b\'  the  fact  that  we  now  count  no  effor' 
hi  pe|f-ss:  We  Cease  ti >  Wonder  at  what 
wi  uld  not  lon.g  since  have  been  ileemed 
Impossible.  The  author  of  ''From  Oreen- 
|{'nd"s  Icy  .Mountain-^""  was  l)r)rn  but 
ab.)ut  a  century  ago,  yet  the  proixirtiin 
of  church  members  has  become  about  the 
same  in  Greenland  and  in  th'-  United 
Stat--s.  «'harles  Kingsley  thought  the 
black  pe«»ple  of  Australia  so  low  that 
the  g')Spel  could  not  reach  them,  and 
Charles  Darwin  lived  to  testify  by  a 
Contribution  to  the  success  of  mission- 
ary effot  t  in  a  field  where  his  observation 
had  led  him  to  prophesy  entire  failure. 

There  are  some  that  would  seek  to  ex- 
plain these  marvelous  changes  by  the 
power  of  civilizati'in  or  culture,  but 
those  that  have  had  the  largest  part  in 
them  have  known  too  well  the  dispn.*- 
portion  between  the  effects  and  the 
human  instruments  to  see  anything 
le.ss  than  the  hand  id"  (rod  in  all  these 
triumphs  of  his  grace  that  are  but  an  ear- 
H'-si  of  the  final  triumph  of  His  kingdom 
throughout  the  world. 


A   TALK    i)S   THE   TOPIC. 

By  Hev.  W.  Knight  Chaplin,  of  Lon- 
di  n.  Eng.,  joint  honorary  secretary  of 
the  British  National  Council  of  Chris- 
.ian   Endeavor. 

Christian  Endeavorers  are  beginniru' 
>ally  t')  understand  what  Christ  meant 
by  the  word  "world."  Many  'lo  not  un- 
derstand that  yet.  They  know  tlie  mean- 
ing of  the  Word  "parish.""  but  they  hav. 
not  felt  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"world.""  Oh.  the  pity  of  it!  Have  we  all 
noted  that  word  in  its  significance  as  it 
wa»  -SO  <  if  ten  on  Christ"s  lips'.'  The  world 
idea  if«  the  very  essence  of  the  genius  o* 
the  gttspel.  I  hold  that  it  is  the  unique 
revival  in  the  Christian  Flnd-avor  so- 
ciety of  this  idea  which  is  the  feature 
and  glory  of  its  existence  and  growth. 

Let   me   remind  you   of   four   facts. 

1.  There  hav-  been  triumphs  in  the 
mi.«sion  field.  .\  few  years  ago  a  Flible 
was  found  floating  in  a.  bay  in  Japan, 
ind  the  finder  went  to  America  to  learn 
its  meaning.  In  1S72  the  first  church  of 
eleven  members  was  formed,  now  thre 
\re  betw-en  20,0u0  and  30,000  members. 
In  1846  there  were  six  known  converts  in 
c'hina.  now  there  are  from  3.^.tXX>  to  40.'m>: 
;n  full  communion  with  the  various  na- 
tive churches.  Western  Polyn^-sia  has 
7.",e,t»0  converts,  and  the  Wesleyar 
Methodists  alone  30,000  meml">ers  in  South 
.Africa.  A  shrewd  observer  from  the 
United  States,  now  a  resident  in  Eng- 
land. Dr.  Pentecost,  after  spending 
eighteen  months  in  India,  wrote:  "To  m^- 
the  evidences  of  the  coming  of  the  Lord 
in  India  are  so  many  and  so  indisputable 
that  I  am  daily  more  and  more  amazed, 
and  wonder  how  any  Christian  can  for  a 
mom-nt  feel  discouragement." 

2.  There  will  yet  be  greater  triumphs. 
The  prayer  of  this  second  verse  of  this 
psalm  will  not  be  in  vain.  Christians 
have  abundant  reason  for  their  optim- 
ism. If  the  little  company  'jf  120  dis- 
ciples were  endued  with  such  power  by 
the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost  that 
within  300  years  the  paganism  of  the 
empire  was  overthrown,  one  need  not 
fear  to  affirm  that  in  order  to  the  evan- 
gelizatl'n  of  the  world  nothing  more 
is  required  than  that  the  churches  of 
Christendom  be  baptized  with  a  fresh 
effusi'n  of  the  same  spirit  of  power. 

In  olden  times  the  Spaniards  had  on 
their  coins  a  representation  of  the 
Straits  of  Gibraltar,  and  under  the  im- 
age were  the  words,  Ne  plus  ultra.  "No 
more  beyond."  The  meaning  of  the 
phrase  was  that  the  rocks  of  (Jibraltar 
marked  the  extreme  boundary  of  the 
world  in  the  westerly  direction.  But 
one  day  a  mariner  bolder  than  the  rest 
pushed  through  the  Straits  and  found 
a  vast  .Atlantic  of  waters  rolling  be- 
ymd  the  man-made  boundaries.  Have 
we  been  inclin'^d  to  write  upon  the 
present  boundaries  of  Christian  evan- 
gelization. Ne  plus  ultra — further  ad- 
vance cannot  be  made?  o  believe  it 
not.  The  G'jd-sent  missionary  evange- 
lists of  the  next  few  years  will  .sail  be- 
yond these  boundaries,  and  will  prov 
to  a  Joyful  church  that  there  is  abwj- 
lutely  no  end  to  the  triumphs  of  re- 
deeming grace. 

3.  God's  triumphs  are  all  won  by 
means  of  the  instrumentality  of  God's 
peijple.  Thus  the  second  verse  of  this 
psalm  Indicates  the  effects  that  f'lUow 
the  answering  of  the  prayer  of  the  first 
verse.  Here  is  the  largest  charity,  but 
it  begins  at  home.  It  does  not.  how- 
ever, end  where  It  begins.  Love  must 
make  long  marches,  our  prayers  mus? 
have  a  wide  sweep,  we  must  embrac* 
the  whole  world  in  our  intercessions. 
The  point  to  be  emphasized,  however. 
is  that  the  blessing  of  Gr)d  comes  upon 
the  world  through  the  church.  A  re- 
vived f'hurch  will  mean  a  .saved  world. 

This  thought  must  surely  serve  t  > 
make  very  keen  our  sense  of  responsi- 
bility. The  wTjrId  is  to  be  made  Chris- 
tian through  our  Christian  endeavor 
The  m'«ral  darkness  of  the  nations  Is 
to  be  dispersed  by  our  shining.  It  is 
through  our  tongues  That  G.xl's  mes- 
sages must  be  delivered,  our  feet  must 
f-un  his  errands,  our  hands  must  di 
his  work.  We  are  the  soldiers  through 
whose  faithfulness  and  courage  he 
must  achieve  universal  triumph. 

What  is  needed  is  that  we  should  he 
"for  the  Master's  use  made  meet."  It 
was    after    Isaiah    had    been    cleansed. 


thine  iniquity  is  taken  away,  anii  thy 
sin  purged."  aitei  the  angel  had  touched 
his  lips  with  the  live  coal  from  the 
altar,  that  he  heard  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  saying,  "whom  shall  1  send,  ainl 
who  will  go  for  us""  God  needed  an 
instrunjent.  Isaiah  .said,  "here  am  1;

THE  LARGEST  MIRROR. 

N't-w  Vork  Herald:  The  largest  mirror 
ever  brought  to  this  country  stand.s.  in 
the  dining  room  of  the  Hotel  Savoy.  It 
occupies  about  the  entire  eivl  of  the  room, 
ajid  gives  the  impression  that  it  is  a  big 
an-h  leading  in,to  a  larsfe  ai>artmeiu.  The 
mirror  was  iirfiiight  here  a  wetk  ago  on 
the  steamer  Friesland.  Jacques  Kahn, 
the  importer,  had  his  douiUs  that  this  par- 
ticular gla.ss  would  ever  be  where  it  is 
now,  for  the  wwrk  of  handling  it  was  one 
of  the  greatefst  ditliculty. 

The  monster  gla.ss  could  not  be  brougiif 
over  from  Jer5H?y  «'itv  where  the  freight 
of  the  steamer  was  "li.scharged,  upon  a 
ferry  boat,  so  a  lighffr  was  charternl  e-;- 
pecially  for  it.  The  big  packing  case  wa.'^ 
tra.nsferre.1  lo  a  low  truck,  and  after  a 
long,  slow  pilgrimage  it  reached  the  d(x>r 
of  the   Hotel   Savoy.  ^ 

It  took  thirty-six  skille<l  workmen  to  in- 
troduce the  glass  into  the  hotel  corridor. 
In  the  'lining  room  a  s<'afrold  had  been 
erected  tilling  the  south  side  of  the  room. 
The  packing  case  was  trundled  in  on 
wooden  rollers,  and  leaneil  against  the 
."scaffold  wh»Ti  the  lid  was  removed.  The 
frame  was  already  prepared,  but  then 
'■ame  the  tii.g  of  war.  The  plate  was  liftt  1 
out  by  means  of  straps,  inch  by  inch  and 
slowly  place.!  in  the  Ijedding  of  felt  in  thf 
bottom  of  the  frame. 

The  workmen  fell  as  ihotigh  they  had 
won  a  hard  fought  fight  when  it  was  all 
over.  The  contract  with  the  proprietors 
of  the  hotel  .stipulated  that  the  glass  mu^t 
be  without  flaw  and  mu.st  be  placed  in  po- 
sition, and  the  importer  ''alculatr-<i  o:i 
breaking  a  glass  or  two  f>efore  tilling  his 
contract,   but  one  trial  was  sufficient. 

The  mirtnar  is  of  the  rtm  st  French  plate, 
and  is  half  an  inch  in  thickness.  The  ho- 
tel managers  examined  it  critically  an;! 
pronounced  Lt  to  i)e  without  flaw.  Several 
attempts  to  produce  a  rtaw|ef«s  glass  of 
the  size  were  made  before  the  manufai- 
turers  were  satisfied.  The  frame  looks 
like  malai-hite,  and  is  Iine<J  with  gilt.

tistics in  the  same  direction,  but  more 
startling.

U~n*  much,  heavy  drinkers  and  excesnive 
drinkers.  The  investigation  .showe<d  that 
the  age  reache/l  ini  these  five  class -s  was 
always  the  shortest  with  total. abstainers; 
that  they  were  shorter  live<l  everu  than 
the  excessive  drinkers.  With  regard  to 
wiriif-  drinkers  the  results  were:  Moder.ite 
drinkers,  ^'.i  year?;;  heavy,  but  careful, 
drinkers,  5S  years;  intemperate  drink-rs. 
5.5  years;  excessive  drinkers,  52  years;  ali- 
stalmers,  .")0  years. 

It  ha.«!  been  safd  that  statistics  can  l>e 
made  lo  prove  anything  you  want  to 
prove,  but  in  thi.s  instance,  as  well  as  in 
the  insurance  figure.s,  they  st^^m  to  provr- 
what  colleetinig  thn  statistics  had  no  in- 
tention or  desire  to  prove.  It  does  not 
necessarily  follow,  however,  that  the  u.se 
of  intoxicants,  ever»  moderately,  is  c-on- 
ductive  to  longtvity.  The  statistics  only 
.show  that,  with  a  good  constitution  at|  the 
oul-set.  txn^  may  attain  a;  more  advanced 
age  than  1:4  reached  by  a  person  of  feeble 
physique,  though  the  latter  be  a  total  ab- 
stainer, for  we  thinli  it  will  be  found  from 
observation  and  inijuiry  that  a  very  large 
prop<jrtion  of  the  abstainers  are  abstainers 
becaui*e  they  sawl  In  early  life  that  th-y 
wer"  not'  physi<'ally  strong  enough  to 
wrestl*^  with  King  .Alcoh(jl,  and  anf>ther 
large  class  of  non-drinkers  are  the  sons  of 
firinking  parents,  whose  sinjs,  as  well  .ts 
tlH-ir  deterring  example,  have  descended 
to  their  chiWren  and  so  shortened  the 
latters"  lives. 

The  .statistics  quottd  are  misleading  in- 
asmuch a.s  they  do  not  show  what  the 
state  of  the  health  of  each  t-lass  was  in 
early  life,  and  especially  because  they  do 
not  tell  anything  as  to  the  habits  of  th- 
parents  of  the  individuals  in.  the  several 
cla.sses.  A  man  may  drink  to  excess,  may 
be  intoxicated  regulirly  every  day,  and  ye: 
live  to  ba  am  old  man,  but  it  will  gen- 
erally be  found  that  his  offspring  are  fee- 
ble, if  not  sickly,  and  of  short  life,  uot- 
with startling  they  never  drink  a  drop  of 
ln,roxlcating  liquor  from  first  to  la.st. 
Statistioa  are  p<^>tent  helps  toward  thfi  so- 
lution of  great  social  problems,  but  when 
they  s<;-em  to  prove  what  is  against  com- 
mon) ex{>eri«nice  and  against  com^mon 
sense  it  M  best  not  to  trust  in  them  too 
confidingly. 


FEW  PERFECT  FACES. 


\  HARPER'S  MAGAZINE  t 


Men  With  Well   Molded   Faces 
Are  Rare. 

London  News:  Phil  Morris"  experi- 
ences have  led  him  to  the  conclusion 
that  symmetrica!  faces  are  very  few 
and  far  between.  The  sides  of  the  ave- 
rage face,  he  declares,  are  unequal  and 
r)ne  eye  frequently  goe«  up  while  the 
other  half  is  closed.  Often  the  nose  i,s 
srtraight  and  many  people  have  a  habit 
of  looking  as  if  they  were  asleep.  The 
distinguished  Royal  Academy  as»(x.ia- 
tlon  has  been  giving  some  account  of 
the  troubles  and  vexations  which  come 
of  portrait  painting.  There  is  a  toucii 
of  disapp«>itment,  he  .says,  when  folks 
see  their  own  f>ortraits  or  those  of  their 
friends  on  canvas  for  the  first  time. 
Orce  he  was  engaged  in  paintir>g  a  lady 
who  had  just  become  a  grandmother 
and  he  had  treated  very  delicately  the 
ravages  which  time  had  made.  Th-- 
lady"s  husband  brought  him  another 
portrait  which  had  been  painted  twenty- 
five  years  before  and  having  expressed 
some  slight  surprise  at  the  new  picture, 
p^jinted  to  the  old  «me  and  said,  "that 
wa.s  hi>w  he  saw  his  wife."  Nearly  all 
ladies  declare  that  they  don"t  w-ant  to  be 
flattered,  but  the  artist  who  takes  them 
at  their  word  does  so  at  his  peril. 

Accf>rding  to  .Mr.  Morris,  artists  wh<^i 
devote  themselves  to  portrait  painting 
are  influenced  not  by  mere  vision,  but 
by  a  certain  preconcHved  idea  as  to 
how  they  nn«y  treat  a  face.  The  late 
Frank  Holl,  he  says,  had  a  book— Lava - 
ter"s  "Physiognomy"' — containing  pic- 
tures of  human  types  like  hawks,  foxes 
and  other  creatures,  and  when  he  was 
about  to  i>aint  a  portrait  he  used  to  try 
to  find  out  which  one  of  these  animals 
;or  birds  the  sitter  most  resembled.  For 
instance,  he  would  enlarge  the  ears  of 
a  fox  hunter,  and,  by  accentuating  the 
features,  paint  a  most  remarkable  like- 
ness. It  is  advisable,  in  Mr.  Morri.s" 
opinion,  to  let  a  sitter  watch  the  pro- 
gress of  his  portrait.  If  this  is  done  the 
artist  can  tell  by  the  look  of  disappoint- 
ment on  the  sitter"s  face  when,  in  his 
estimation,  there  is  anything  wrong 
Moreover,  by  this  means  more  interest 
i.s  lent  to  the*  task  of  sitting.  It  appears 
that  one  of  the  reasons  the  queen  allows 
herself  to  be  painted  .so  often  by  Herr 
.\ngeli  is  that  .she  can  .sf^e  the  work  in 
progress.  Some  artists,  unlike  the  Aus- 
trian painter,  are  martyrs  to  nervous- 
nwB.  and  decline  to  allow  the  sitter  to 
see  the  porti-alt  before  it  is  completed.

until  vou  havei  a  chief  pastor  of  your  own. 
In  accordance  with  the  agreement  exe- 
cuted   by  the  bishops  of   Minnesota,    no 
♦-lection  of  a  bishop  can  be  made  until  the 
sum   of   $20,000   is  paid   in  and    im-este'd 
Two-thirds  of  this?  amount  havf  thus  far 
been  secured  in  actual  ca.«h  sub.'^criptions. 
and  it  becomes  the  first  and   paramount 
duty  of  this  convocation  to  take  definite 
steTfW  toward  the- securing  the  full  amount 
required.    This  can  be  done,  but  it    will 
require  hard   personal   work  on  the  part 
of  each  and  every  member  of  the  ctimmit- 
tee,  an.3  earnest  co-operation     from     all. 
There  should  be  n.o  delay  in  pressing  this 
matter.    Time  is  a  precious  factor,  and  to 
postpone  active  effort  may  prevent    the 
election"  of  a   bishop  during  the  coming 
year.    A  corporafioft  for"  the  purpose  of 
holding  property  in^  trust  for  the  church 
in   this  jurisdiction  should  be  formed  at 
this   convocation.      This     is      the     more 
noeeseary   in   order  to  ."secure   to  speedy 
and  certain  payment  of  the  subscriptions 
already  rnade.  and  which  are  still  to  be 
made  toward  the  endowment. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  further 
menticri  in  this  address  needful  matters 
which  you  will  consider  in  this  convoca- 
tion, such  as  appertain  to  the  usual  organ- 
ization! and  equipment  of  a  missionary 
jurisdiction.  You  will  take  them  up  an.d 
act  upon'  them  ."^ensibly  and  wisely  in  the 
course  of  the  proceedings. 

SURVEY  OF  THE  FIE.L.D. 
It  does  seem  to  me.  however,  that  it  is 
my  duty  and   priviif-g-  to  spread   before 
vou  a  brief  survey  of  this  v.ist  missionary 
field,   covering  an    area   of   .^7.000   square 
miles,  arjd  containing  a  population  of  408.- 
099  soul.s.    It  may  aid   you   in  planning 
wisely   for  the  prose.^ution  and   develop- 
ment ol^  the  field  entrusted  to  your  care. 
Let  us  begin  our  survey  by  glancing  into 
the  extreme   northwestern  portion)  along 
thf  lower  valley  of  the  Rpd  River  of  the 
North.    The  remotest!  station,  lying  close 
to  the  line  of  the  province  of  Manitoba,  is 
St.  Vincent.    This  is  a  mere  hamlet  now, 
th+-  relict  of  a  town  of  large  expectations. 
Hnre  we  have  a  church  and  rectory,  the 
only  church  of  any  religious  body  In  the 
village.     The  Rev.  P.  B.  Pea  body  resides 
here,  and  from  it  a^  a  center  reaches  two 
.stations  ir\  North    Dakota   and   two.   Joy 
river  and  Hillock,  in  Minnesota.     It  is  a 
field  involving  much  exposure,  but  is  full 
of   interest.     Hallock   is   the  county   .seat 
of  Kittson  county,  ha.s  a  very  attractive 
church  and  a   good  congri>?ation.        The 
town  Is  growir-?.  aril  the  parish  must  be 
h^ld  and  developed.      To  the     eastward. 
Btrvt-hlng  to  the  I-«ike  of  the  Woods,  in  a 
•section,  not  as  yet  reached  by  a  railroad, 
liest  the  new  county  of  Roseau,  a  county 
•well   spoken  of.  and  who.=?e  county  seat. 
Jadis.  ought  soon   to  be  o<x;upied  by  the 
church. 

roming.=;outhrward  along  the  Great  North- 
f-vn  roa/(1  are*  th"'  important  towns  of 
Argyle  and  Warren,  wh^e  as  yet  the 
church  has  no  foothold.  In  Polk  county. 
on^  of  the?  largest  counties  in  the  slate,  we 
have  two  churches,  one  at  Crookston  and 
another  irt  the  county  twenty-five  mill's 
past,  at  Mentor.  Rev.  Samuel  Currie. 
one  of  the  senior  presbyters  pf  this  juris- 
diction', is  faithfully  ministering  to  the 
congrfgation.  The  church  in  Crookston 
has  undergone  many  vicissitudes,  but  the 
work  is  looking  up.  and  th?  town  Is  too 
important  to  be  without  a  resident  clerg>'- 
jnan  and  services  every  rfunday.  East  of 
rvlentor  are  the  growing  villages  of  Mac 
kintosh  and  Fosston,  in  the  latter 
•which 


Its  (-ounty  St-at.  .Ada,  wliere  a  few  services 
have  been  held,  and  where  a  mission 
could  be  developed.  We  now  come  to 
.Moorlvead.  with  its  church  and  rt-^tory. 
and  with  its  most  efficient  and  popular 
re.'tor.  Rev.  l>an  Mueller.  St.  John's, 
Moorluad,  I  have  always  consideivi  one 
of  the  model  pari.she-i  of  the  diocese  of 
.Minr^esota.  1  know  of  no  pari.-<h  where 
the  people  are  more  genuine,  or  whr>re 
there  is  a  mort'  inltelligent  and  devoted 
loyalty  to  the  chunli.  Its  financial 
stmngth  has  been  sadly  weakentil  by  re- 
mifvals,  but  the  pevipl*"  »''''  h'^'ve  anvl 
ht)i>eful,  and  will  go  steadily  nn'l  coui-- 
ageousl>»  forward.  A  new  chuicli  is 
sorely  needed,  if  for  ni>  other  re;isoii  than 
t»>  accommodate  its  large  and  flourishing 
Sundav  sch«i<il. 

GoliTg  still  farther  southward,  we  re.icli 
Breckenridge,  wher*  there  are  a  few 
chuivh  people  looked  after  by  the  clergy- 
m.u\  at  Wahpeton.  jiLst  acro.<-<  the  narrow 
river,  in  North  Dakota,  r.oing  on  still 
farther,  we  ipass  the  growing  town  of 
Wheaton.  the  county  seat  t>f  Big  Stone 
county,  where  the  chuivh  ere  loug  will 
tlml  an  entrance;  then  still  farther  south 
is  (Jraceville.  wlu  re  w.'  have  an  iinor- 
gaiiizeii  mission  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
W.  A.  Rimer.  Turning  again  to  the  west 
until  we  C(»me  quite  to  the  line  of  South 
Dakota,  we  r?ach  the  little  town  of 
Brown's  Valley,  picturesquely  situated 
on  the  lowdiviile  between  I.^ik.  s  Traverse 
and  Big  Stone.  Here  is  St.  Luke's  church, 
with  'its  few  faihtful  ones  who  have  re- 
mained staunch  and'  true  during  many 
vears  of  vacancy.  Ni>w  1  am  hap^y 
.say  the  work  is  being  well  cared  for 
Rev.  Mr.  Rimer. 

Piixveding  along  the  Little  Falls  and 
Dakota  divisions^  of  the  (^.reat  Northern, 
repassing  (Iraceville.  we  come  to  Morris, 
the  county  .seat  of  Stevens  county,  with  a 
jiopulatioh  of  l.'.OO  souls.  We  have  a 
church  at  Morris  somewhat  out  of  repair, 
and  a  few  memtx-rs.  I  am  firmly  con- 
vinced that  the  church  can  be  revived  in 
Morris  if  a  resident  clergyman  could  be 
placed  there.  t\iming  eastward  still 
farther,  arhl  skirting  the  shores  of  beauti- 
ful Lake  Whipple,  we  stop  at  ("ilenwood, 
the  county  .seat  of  Pope  county,  nestling 
I>eacefully  und.-r  the  shadows  of  the  en- 
vironing "hills,  and  at  the  head  of  the  lake. 
The  iveat  church  of  St.  Pauls  here,  re- 
cently erected,  is  the  result  of  the  patient 
devotion  of  a  little  band  of  earnest  work- 
ers. Four  miles,  north  in,'  the  county  is 
Zion  church,  Reno.  These  two  churches 
have  been  under  the  care  f»f  Rev.  .Mr. 
Steele,  now  on  the  point  of  leaving,  but 
whose  plai-e  will  t>e  immediately  filled  by 
Rev.  William  Tuson.

able  property,  and  has  been  blessed  with 
exceptionally  able  men  as  rectors.  With 
the  renewal  of  material  pmsperlly  I  con- 
fidently look  forward  to  constant  and  en- 
couraging development. 

Let  us  now  turn  «>ur  faces  southward. 
We  need  not  stop  until  We  reach  LItt 
Falls  with  its  church  and  rectory  and 
popular  pastor.  The  chun-h  has  a  futui- 
before  It  at  Little  Falls,  which  I  believe 
will  ere  long  be  realized.  Twelve  miles 
south  IS  the  village  of  Royallon,  where 
the  church  has  ever  had  since  its  begin- 
ning a  healthful  progress.  The  work  is 
being  well  done  by  Mr.  Warren,  from  the 
university  of  .Minnesota.  Still  farther 
south  is  Sauk  Rapids,  with  its  tragic  his- 
tory, and  its  little  churcn  dedicated  to 
the  memory  of  the  victims  of  the  dread- 
ful cvdone  of  1S86.  This  station  is  worke-l 
in  connetMion  with  St.  Cloud  across  th™ 
Mississippi.  St.  Cloud  is  ai  town  of  grow- 
ing innMirtam-e,  with  a  beautiful  stone 
church  and  rectory.  It  Is  gratifying  t" 
observe  the  many  evidences  of  life  and 
growth  displaying  thcm.selves  under  Mr. 
Pf.ishall.  the  present  rector.  Out  beyoiuV 
St.  Cloud,  in  the  extreme  southeni  part 
of  Stearns  county,  is  New  Paynesville.  I 
would  that  1  had  time  to  tell  the  history 
of  St.  Stephen's  church.  It  Is  unique. 
While  the  parish  Is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Booth,  of  Wlllmar,  the 
services  and  Sunday  school  are  main- 
tained by  an  active  meri'hant  of  the 
town,  who  has  for  many  years  acted  as 
lay  reader.  Every  year  he  has  leady  a 
good  class  for  confirmation,  and  the 
church  is  steadily  growing.  It  is  a  strik- 
ing example  of  what  a  layman  can  do. 
In  MlUe  Lacs  lounty  the  villages  of 
Princeton  and  Milaca  are  without  any 
services  of  th.-  church,  although  many 
years  ago  an  unorganized  mission  was 
in  existence  at  the  former  place. 

Farther  cast,  and  on  the  line  of  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth,  we  come  to  the  scene  of 
the  great  forest  tires  of  1S91.  The  towns  ;if 
Hinckley  and  Sandstone  have  risen  from 
their  ashes,  and  entirely  through  the 
efforts  of  Rev.  William  Wilkinson,  of 
Minneapolis,  lots  have  been  seK'ured  and 
a  chuich  nearly  completed  at  Sandstone. 
Mr.  Wilkinson  has  kindly  consente^l  to 
care  for  this  church  until  other  arratig.»- 
m<  nts  can  be  made. 

THE    PRINCIPAL    CITY. 

We  now  reach  Duluth.  the  principal 
•ity  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  with  by  far 
the  largest  and  stronge-st  parish.  Know- 
ing as  I  do  St.  Paul's  church,  its  rector 
and  its  v'eople,  I  know  they  realize  their 
responsibilities  to  the  city  and  t<i  the 
jurisdiction  at  large,  and  will  not  evade 
'hem.  In  Duluth  will  your  future  bishop 
-eside.  and  from  it  as  a  natural  center 
[le   will  reach   out   into   every  portion   of

A  FLOURISHING  PARISH. 
Thirty  miles  east  of  Reno  is  the  flourish- 
ing town  of  Sauk  Center  where,  for  eleven 
years  and  more  Rev.   John   J.    H.imllton 
has   lived,    laboring     with     distingui.shed 
ability  and  marked  success.     The  church 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  juris- 
dicttoFK    and   leverything    parochially      is 
flourishing.       Mr.     Hamilton,,      with      an 
'  energy  unchecked  by  his  years,  serves  the 
little  country  church  in  Ashley  township 
i  as    well    as    the   on;?    in    Melrose,    twelve 
"  miles  south.    Going     north     from     Sauk 
Center,  we  need  not  paase  until  we  reach 
Alexandria,   the  county  seat  of   Douglas 
county.     The  church    at    Alexandria    has 
nor     grown;     changing     pastorates     and 
numerous    rernovals   have    brought    with 
them  discouragement  and  weakness.     We 
have  here  a   l>eautiful  property,   consist- 
ing of  a  church  and'  a  rectory.     Services 
have   been  again  hopefully   resumed   by 
Rev.   Mr.    Bacon,   of  Wahpeton.   tempor- 
arily in  charge.    I  hope  for  good  results. 
Northward,    forty    miles    and    more,    we 
come   to   the   important   town   of   Fergus 
Falls.     At  present  there  is  no  rector  here, 
the    Rev.   Mr.    Rollit.   after  six   years   of 
h.ard   work,   having  gone  to    Red   Wing. 
The  well-known  energy  and  churchly  de- 
votion  of  the  people  there   will   not  per- 
mit the  church  to  be  long  clo.sed,  and  we 
<'an  soon  look  for  steady  progress. 

Returning  once  more  via  Barne.svllle 
to  the  Northern  Pacific  we  pass  rapidly 
through  the  little  villages  of  Hawley. 
Lake  Park  and  Audubon,  and  reach  De- 
troit. Here  the  church  is  doing  well  under 
the  acceptable  ministrations  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Moultrie.  Here  are  both  a  church  and  a 
r<ct(«ry.  Mr.  Moultrie  also  serves  the  little 
cl.urch  at  Richwood.  twelve  miles  north 
on  the  White  Eacth  road 

Twenty-eight  miles  east  of  Detroit  is 
Perham  with  Us  beautiful  stone  church 
built  from  prairie  boulders.  Ours  is  the 
only  English  speaking  congregation  In 
a  tjiwn  almost  wholly  foreign,  and  the 
church  life  Is  developing  under  the  wise 
adminii^tratlon  of  Rev.  R.  R.  .McVettie. 

Still  eastward  of  Perham,  after  pa.ss- 
ing  through  the  Finnish  .settlement  of 
New  York  Mills,  we  cf)me  to  Wadena.  W" 
lifive  here  a  rectory,  now  used  for  a 
chapel,  and  a  fine  .stone  church  In  pro- 
cess of  construction.  Mr.  McVettie.  our 
missionary  in  charge,  with  energy  and 
success  conducts  the  work,  and  also  cares 
for  the  small  missions  at  Oak  Valley  and 
Eagle  Bend. 

After  Waving  we  pass  Vemdale,  a  pos- 
sible point  for  a  mission,  and  soon  reach 
Staples.  I  am  well  satisfied  that  the  time 
Is  ripe  to  begin   work  in'  this   new   and 
I  growing   t'jwn,     and     Immediate     steps 
should  be  taken  thereto.  After  these  long 
of  .  journeylngs  we  are  gl4d  to  rest  In  Braln- 
occaslonal  services  are  held,   and    erd.   one   of   the   most   Important   towns 
I  have  conflrm^'d  two  clasises.     In    and  parishes  in  the  jurisdiction.  Brainerd, 


the  field.  "We  have  three  missions  in  Du- 
luth. all  weak  and  struggling.  Rev.  Mr. 
Sheridan  has  two  of  them  in  charge,  and 
the  third  is  carefully  looked  after  by  the 
rector  of  St.  Pauls  church.  Another 
clergvman  should  be  added  to  the  force 
in  Duluth  ti>  take  charge  t>f  the  missions 
of  St.  Luke's  and  the  Htjly  Apostles.  St. 
i.,ukes  hospital  In  Duluth  Is  an  institir- 
tion  of  which  any  dloce.se  could  be 
proud. 

Turning  northeast  along  the  Duluth  & 
Iron  Range  road  we  pa.s.s  through  Two 
Harbors,  where  there  aie  a  few  church 
people,  and  where  occasional  ,services 
have  been  held  by  the  archdeacon.  In  the 
evening  we  reach  Tower  and  Its  attract- 
ive little  church  and  rectory.  This  W(jrk 
■^las  always  been  an  interesting  one,  the 
people  have  been  brave,  loyal  and  inde- 
pendent, and  under  the  present  mission- 
ary. Rev.  Mr.  McGonigle,  the  prospects 
are  cheering.  Occa.sional  services  have 
been  held  at  Ely,  the  terminus  of  the  rail- 
road. Leaving  Tower  and  retracing  our 
steps  over  the  Iron  Range  road,  we  en- 
ter the  famous  mining  region  of  the  Mes- 
aba  range,  with  its  many  villages.  The 
principal  town  is  Virginia,  not  yet  three 
yt  ars  old.  Here,  through  the  efforts  of 
the  archdeacon,  and  under  his  [lersonal 
supervision,  a  flourishing  mi.sslon  has 
been  developed  and  a  commodious  churcli 
erected.  The  missionary  at  Tower  divides 
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his  time  with  Virginia.  It  will  not  be 
long  befoie  anther  missionary  is  required 
ill  this  ret^i.iii  of  rich  possibilities. 

-At  Cloquet.  northwest  of  Duluth.  th" 
church  has  taken  firm  loot,  and  is  the 
predominating  refiglous  influence  in  the 
town.  A  new  church  Is  being  erected. 
The  work  is  temporarily  being  cared  for 
by  Rev.  .Mr.  Piitchard,  of  West  Super- 
ior. Some  sixty  miles  to  the  northwest, 
near  the  terminus  of  the  Duluth  &  Win- 
nipeg i-ailroaii,  we  have  an  organized 
mLsslon  at  (Jrand  Rapids,  which  is  .served 
fiom  Cloquet.  Between  Northern  Pacific 
Junction  and  Bralnerd,  the  church 
shouUl  be  repi-esented  soon  In  Deerwood 
and  A  It  ken. 

This  comuletes  our  survey  of  the  white 
field  of  this' jiiris<liction.  Now  we  will  for 
a  single  nionmeiit  turn  toward  that  fea- 
ture iif  the  work  which  is  of  unique  and 
special  importance,  and  in  which  the 
good  i)eoi)le  of  the  church  at  large  have 
an  abiding  and  lively  interest.  I  refer  to 
I  lie  Indian  work  so  long  undei-  the  alto- 
gether self-saciirii  iiig  care  nf  Archdeiicon 
Cilfillan. 

(!o  with  me  in  spii  it  on  my  annual 
visitation  to  this  field.  Let  us  leave  the 
railroad  at  Detroit.  Soon  we  come  to 
White  Earth,  the  home  of  the  arch- 
di  aeon,  of  Enniegahbowh,  and  Rev.  Fred 
Smith.  The  last  named  is  in  active  charge 
of  St.  (.^)lutnlla  church,  where  a  good  con- 
gregation assembles  every  Sunday. 
Northeast  of  White  Earth  twelve  miles 
is  a  station  called  (Jull  Lake  settlement. 
Willi  a  parsonage  and  school  hou.se.  under 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Denley.  Ten  miles  farther 
on  is  the  new  and  interesting  vvoik  at 
Twin  Lakes,  blesseil  by  the  ministrations 
of  Lewis  Many  penny.  The  church  and 
rectory  are  beautifully  situated  and 
most  attractive  in  their  appearance.  Still 
farther  on.  at  the  big  liend  of  the  Wild 
Rice  river,  an  entirely  new  mission  has 
Just  been  opened  under  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Wakazoo.  We  then  drive  we'stward  fif- 
teen miles  through  a  rich  agricultural 
country  to  Bcaulleu.  where  the  church 
and  i)ars*)nage  of  the  Epiphany  stand 
hard  by  the  wooded  banks  of  the  Wild 
Rice.  Here  is  also  a  fiourlshing  govern- 
ment school.  Rev.  Mark  Hart  is  our  mis- 
sionary at  this  p(»int. 

Leaving  Beaulleu.  we  go  by  lumber 
wagon  over  prairie  and  hill,  through  for- 
ests of  birch  and  pine,  with  roads  as  bad 
as  can  be  imagined,  eighty  miles,  until 
at  last,  weary  and  woni.  we  are  wel- 
comed to  the  ho.spitablo  hemie  of  our  mis- 
sli  nary  at  R^d  Lake.  Rev.  Mr.  Willis. 
On  the  southern  shore  of  this  large  lake 
we  have  two  churches,  one  at  the  agency 
and  the  other  at  Old  Chief's  Village.  We 
find  our  visit  there  most  enjoyable,  only 
aiarred  by  the  thought  that  we  have  not 
as  yet  been  able  to  carry  the  glad  gospel 
to  the  band  of  heathen  Indians  on  the 
far  away  opposite  shore. 

From  Red  Lake  by  wagon  and  canoe, 
through   a  virgin   wilderness  of     wi«)ds 
and  waters  wherein  the  white  .«ettler  has 
not  yet  penetrated,  we  journey  on  in  de- 
lightful enjoyment,  until  after  four  days 
we  come   to  Cap   Lake,   with     its     little 
•hapel  of  the  Prince  of  Peace  standing 
a?  a  faithful  watch  tower  em  the  penin- 
■iula  at  the  lake's  head.  The  few  Indians 
ire  well  cared  for  by  our  catechlst.  Mr. 
Ichnson.  and  we  go  on  eiur  way  rejoicing 
it  the  evidences  of  gratifying  work. 
LEECH  LAKE  AGENCY. 
After  two  days  of  canoing  and   port- 
aging,  we  come  to  I..eech  Lake  agency, 
the  liome  of  the  Pillager  band  of  theChip- 
;)ewas.    We   will   find   here   a   flourishing 
mi.«sion    and   a    large  congregation   with 
[he  Rev.  Charles  Wright  ably  minister- 
:ng  to  their  spiritual  wants,  and  leading 
Che  m  up  to  higher  and  holler  lives.  From 
l.eech  Lake  we  again  avail  ourselves  of 
the  luxury  of  a  lumber  wagon  and  drive 
■sixty   miles  to  Pine   Point,  stopping   for 
■he  night  at   Park   Rapids,   where  some 
lay.  please  God.  we  shall  have  a  chuivh. 
Pine  Point  Is  in  Becker  county,  and  is  one 
if   the  most   Important    Indian    stati(ms. 
Ilev.   George  Smith   is  In  charge,   and   a 
vood  work  is  going  forward. 
By  this  hasty  journey  we  have  almost 
ircumtraversed   our    Indian    fleld.     and 
lave   not  only   heeji    impressed   by     the 
"aithful    work    of   our   missionaries,    but 
ave  also  seen  the  good  results  accruing 
from  the  presence  of  Miss  Carter's  lace 
teachei-s   at    three   of   the   places  visited, 
lotably  at  Leech  Lake.   In  a   few  years 
his  vast  area  will  be  for  the  most  part 
.brown  i>pen   to  the  settler;  It     will     be 
•lo.ssed    by   railroads,    large  towns     will 
;r<;w  and  thrive,  and  the  silence  of  these 
'-.Imeval  S(jlltudes  will  be  broken  by  th'/ 
^(  und   <)f    the   plowman's    voic-e  and    the 
'luni  of  the  reaper.  It  is  an  imperial  do- 
na in,  this  new  juris  liction.  and  wise  is 
r,e  church   which   posse.sses  it  for  (^od. 
['"rom  our  inspection  of  the  fieMd  we  find 
hat    there   are  only   five     counties     Into 
vhich  the  church  hiis  made  no  entrance. 
>ut  that  there  are  "scores  of  young  ham- 
■ts  and  villages  which  still  wait  to  hear 
he   voi,"e   of  our   apostolic  church.    The 
uture    will    bring   with    ft    large   oppor- 
unitles  for  work  and  growth,  and  it  will 
•e<niire  the  united,  unremitting  labor  of 
lishop,  dergv  and       people       to       bring 
•mighty    thitigs    t(»  pass."    To  summar- 
ze:    There     are      four       self-supporting

While  the  civil  war  was  still  In  pro- 
gi'ess,  the  conception  of  an  eirganiza- 
tion  which  should  aid  in  preserving  the 
lies  of  comradeship,  drawn  close  by 
liardship  and  suffering  in  the  field  had 
begun  to  germinate,  and  as  the  war 
drew  to  a  close,  through  discussion  in 
camp,  ripened  to  a  purpose.  In  pursu- 
ance of  this  idea  numerous  associa- 
tions of  veterans  were  formed  Immedi- 
ately following  the  war.  By  far  the 
naist  comprehensive  of  these,  and  over- 
shadowing an<l  in  a  measure  abs«ubing 
all  others  was  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Kei)ublic.  the  one  requisite  for  mem- 
l)er.shii>  in  which  is  faithful  service  In 
the  war.  without  regard  to  rank,  color, 
creed,  political  faith  or  seicial  position.

BRANCH  FEDERATION  QUARTERS. 
At  th.e  coming  meeting  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  in  Madison  Square 
Garden,  New  York.  Dec.  H,  the  Baker.^' 
and  Confei'tioners'  International  union 
will  put  forward  a  proposition  for  the  es- 
tablishment in  Chicago  of  a  branch  of- 
fice of  the  .American  federation.  Two 
years  ago,  when  the  convention  was  held 
in  t'hicago,  the  question  of  making  the 
headquarters  in  Chicago  was  brought  be- 
fore the  meeting  and  the  chief  reason  it 
was  defeated  Is  said  to  have  been  because 
the  local  representative  failed  to  display 
energy  in  pushing  the  point.  Now  that 
Chicago  has  become  recognized  as  the 
central  location  of  trade  unionism,  the 
establishment  of  a  branch  office  with  an 
officer  having  the  power  to  settle  disputes 
and  transact  other  business  would  serve 
much  useful  purpose.  The  labor  organi- 
zations of  Chicago  have  not  harmonized 
well  of  late  months  and  some  alteration 
is  absolutelv  required  if  the  situation  is  td 
l>e  improved.  An  officer  of  the  federation 
at  Chicago  would  learn  the  facts  and  be 
able  to  place  them  before  the  executive 
boaj-d  without  delay.  The  chief  questions 
for  consideration  which  are  to  be  brought 
before  the  convention  'nave  been  embodied 
in  a  list  which  has  been  sent  out  to  the 
Urading  delegates.  The  more  important 
propositions  are: 

By  the  Bakers'  and  Confectioners'  In- 
ternational union— .Amend  sfction  5,  arti- 
cle .J,  to  read  as  follows:  "The  president 
and  secretary  shall  engage  suitable  of- 
fices for  the  transaction  of  the  business 
of   the  organization   at   Chicago,   111." 

Bv  Robert  Howard,  delegate  of  the  Cot- 
ton" Mule-Spinners'  National  association: 
Re.solved,  That  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
be  granted  from  the  funds  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  to  semi  two  men 
to  the  Southern  states  for  a  limited  time 
to  try  and  educate  and*  organize  the  tex- 
tile operators. 

Samuel  Gompers,  delegate  of  the  Cigar- 
makers'  International  union,  will  put  for- 
ward a  r«/solution  that  the  executive  coun- 
cil secure  the  passage  of  a  law  by  con- 
gress or  an  order  from  the  executive  de- 
partment for  the  publication  of  govern- 
ment contracts  in  the  Labor  Bulletin  of 
the  United  States. 

A  SHORTER  WORKING  DAY. 
The  great  question  before  the  convention 
will  be,  of  course,  the  procuring  a  shorter 
working  day,  and  toward  that  purpose 
the  following  chief  resolutions  have  been 
drafted : 

Whereas,  We  are  fully  cognizant  that 
the  general  introduction  of  machinery, 
the  division  and  subdivision  of  lalwr  has 
largely  quickenfd  the.  methods  of  the  pro- 
duction of  wealth:  that  the  productivity 
of  the  toilers  has  l>een  and  is  daily  accel- 
erated and  that  in'  consequence  thereof 
thft  work  of  the  employed  has  liecome 
more  burdensome  and  enervating,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  more  leisure  and 
oprwrtunity  for  the  overworked  and  re- 
munerative emi>loyment  for  the  workless 
workers,  we,  the  delegates  to  the  fifteenth 
annual  convention  of  the  American  Fede- 
ration of  Labor  on  economic,  social,  polit- 
ical, hygeinic  a  nd  moral  grounds  demand 
that  the  hours  of  America's  workers  shall 
bf  reduced  to,  at  most,  eight  per  day: 
therefore, 

Resrdved.  That  the  executive  council  be 
and  they  are  hereby  directwl  immediately 
upon  the  adjournment  of  this  convention 
to  issue  an  addrrss  to  the  wageworkers 
of  the  country  urging  them  to  Join  the 
unions  of  their  respective  trades  or  call- 
ings wherever  such  unions  exist,  and  to 
form  unions  where  there  are  none  such 
now,  with  the  view  of  securing  for  them 
all  possible  advantages  accruing  from  or- 
ganization, and  especially  to  put  into 
operation   the  eight-hour  workday. 

Resolved,  That  the  president  notify  the 
executive  officers  of  the  national  and  in- 
ternational unions  affiliated  with  the 
American  Federation  of  Lalior  that  this 
convention  has  authorized  the  exeeutive 
council  to  select  one  or  more  trades  to 
make  the  demand,  and,  if  neces.-«ary,  to 
fnter  the  struggle  to  attain  the  eight- 
hour  workday  and  to  ascertain  which  trade 
or  trades  desire  to  be  so  selected. 

Other  resolutions  deal  with  the  bring- 
ing the  matter  before  the  employers  with 
the  hope  of  voluntary  conce.ssion:  to  se- 
cure the  co-operation  of  the  press,  pultilt. 
public  speakers  and  reformers  generally; 
the  holding  of  public  meetings  throughout 
the  country  on  Wa.shington's  birthday, 
F»-b.  22,  and  on  May  1,  1H;»6,  a  general  dem- 
onstration and  public  meetings  all  over 
the  states. 

Another  resolution  that  Is  to  be  brought 
up  calls  for  the  abolishment  of  capital 
punishment  as  barbarous  and  degrading. 
The  aoti«n  of  the  convention  in  regard 
to  the  reduction  in  the  hours  of  work  and 
the  sUgge?tlon  which  may  be  put  forward 
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tion  than  any  other  body  In  the  United 
Statfs.  Delegates  are  being  sent  from 
central  bodies  all  over  the  country. 


CIGARMAKERS  ARE   HOPEFUL, 
G.   W.   Perkins,   president  of  the  Cigar- 
makers'    International       union,    considers 
the  outlook  a  hopeful  one: 

"In  the  fiscal  year  1S!>4,  which  ended 
June  3'J,  1«>'>,"  he  said,  "there  was  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  cigars  produced 
amounting  to  !irj,l,>l,aM.  As  the  total 
amount  was  4,l»»3,!t72,44(),  the  increase  may 
not  seem  great  in  comparison,  but  still 
the  amount  is  an  enormous  one.  When 
people  go  in  for  luxuries,  of  which  smok- 
ing is  one  of  the  chief,  to  a  greater  extent' 
it  is  a  sign  there  is  more  money  afloat, 
and  greater  prosperity  all  around.  Things 
are  dull  in  a  business  way  just  now,  but  1 
hear  from  New  York  that  S.  Otterbury 
&  Brother,  a  large  firm  i>oycotted  by  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  has  come 
l>ack  into  the  union  fold.  I  hope  it  may  be 
true,  but  I  have  my  doubts." 

Nathan  Strauss,  the  wealthy  New 
York  philanthropist,  has  unionized  his  im- 
mense cigar  manufactory. 


RIGHT  TO  TAKE  STRIKERS*  PLACES. 
Professor  George  Gunton,  of  New  York, 
in  a  recent  lecture  on  political  economy, 
went  forcibly  Into  the  question  whether 
men  were  justified  in  taking  the  places  of 
others  who  go  out  on  strikes.   He  said: 

"It  is  agreed  by  the  press  that  when  la- 
l>orers  go  on  strike  they  have  thrown  up 
theiir  job  and  have  relinquished  all  rights 
to  their  positions,  as  much  as  if  they  had 
left  individually  to  go  and  work  eUsewhere. 
I  Now  this  Is  a  subterfuge.  It  is  a  techni- 
cal pretension  which  is  practically  and 
pctuallv  untrue.  Both  the  press  and  the 
employers  who  employ  this  subterfuge 
knt)W  that  it  does  not  represent  the  case. 
On  the  contrary,  the  employers  expect  the 
men  to  come  back,  hut  they  hope  to 
foix-e  them  to  come  back  on  the  old  condi-< 
tions.  If  this  were  an  honest  contention, 
and  the  employers  really  thought  the  men 
so  regarded  it,  and  really  expected  that 
they  would  permanently  move  away  In 
nine  cases  out  of  ten  they  would  yield  to 
the  strikers'  demands  before  the  laborers 
threv/  down  their  to<jls.  This  is  demon- 
stritfd  by  the  tactics  employers  adopt  In 
getting  new  men.  They  hardly  ever  ex- 
r>eet  to  get  or  even  take  pains  to  get 
competent  men  to  fill  the  places  of  strik- 
f  rs,  but  usually  semi  out  their  agents  to 
pick  .shlftles.-.  ne'er-do-wells,  who  can 
be  lured  temporarily  for  the  piirinise  of 
frightening  the  strikers  into  coming  back 
under  the  pretense  that  their  places  are 
being  fillfd.  As  a  rule  the  employers  pay 
these  men  more  than  Ihey  are  willing  to 
)>ay  their  own  laborers,  and  they  do  so 
because  they  do  not  expect  to  keep  them 
permanently. 

"Any  person  who  comes  in  to  take  the 
place  of  a  sLrlkf  r  is  the  worse  off  becausrt 
of  that  strike.  He  was  out  of  work  beforti 
and  he  would  not  have  had  this  opportu- 
nktv  but  for  the  effort  of  the  others  to 
improve  their  position.  Then,  I  say,  that 
job  does  noe  exist  for  him.  If  he  gets  It, 
another  man 


company  to  employ  apprentices  and  or- 
dering the  men  helil  responsible  for  more 
breakages  than  previously. 

George  W.  Meyer,  president  of  the 
Stonecutters'  International  union,  which 
is  not  affiliated  with  the  federation,  will 
attend  the  convention  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  In  New  York  city, 
Dec.  !i.  The  stonecuttei-s  are  divided  on 
the  ques'tion  of  joining  the  federation  and 
wish  their  president  to  get  a  more  com- 
nkte  understanding  of  its  laws  and  influ- 
ince.  From  the  tlelegates  of  other  unions 
he  will  bam  what  has  been  their  experi- 
eacoand  will  be  able  to  report  fully  to  his 
organization.  It  is  thougiit  the  result  will 
l»e  in  favor  of  affiliating,  r.nd  the  other 
Minneapolis  unions  already  attached  will 
welcome   the  stoniM^u Iters'   co-operation. 

At  Cleveland  the  structural  iron  work- 
ers have  decided  to  form  a  national  or- 
ganization .^imiliir  to  that  of  the  Amal- 
gamated Association  of  Iron  and  Steel 
\\'orkers.  Fellow  craftsmen  in  Pittsburg 
and  a  number  of  other  cities  are  said  to 
be  in  favor  of  the  project. 

From  Cincinnati  come  favorable  reports 
as  to  the  probat>ilitv  of  incresxsed  activ- 
ity in  the  iron  industry..  .Many  large  con- 
tracts for  pig  iron  are  now  nearly  com- 
l)leted  and  salesmen  are  bring  told  to 
call  for  orders  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
When  Jan.  1  arrives  producers  and  con- 
sumers will  have  a  smaller  stock  left  in 
hand  than  has  been  the  case  for  many 
years.  What  is  being  played  is  a  waiting 
jrame  and  the  outcome  is  looked  for  with 
considerable  interest.  Those  who  pur- 
chased Iron  at  lower  prices  and  speculat- 
ors are  seeking  for  buyers  In  «very  direc- 
tion, and  cases  are  known  where  quota- 
tions Kiven  by  the  furnace  agents  and  the 
siieculative  dealers  show  a  variation  of 
$2  a  ton,  which,  when  the  demand  im- 
proves   will    not   be   evident. 

At  Dayton  the  representatives  of  the  va- 
rious local  labor  uniions  have  been  dis- 
turbed over  a  statement  which  Is  com- 
monly believed  that  some  of  the  leading 
manufacturers  have  di.=charged  their  men 
for  taking  part  in  the  boycott  of  tlie 
A''ain  Schnatz  beer.  .Mechanics  have 
chief! V  suffered  and  declare  the  purpose 
;;■  If  evident  In  the  breaking  of  the  boy- 
cott. The  unions  have  held  a  special 
meeting,  but  the  action  taken  has  not 
been  divulgi d  and  it  Is  believed  further 
developments   are   being   awaited. 
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NEED  OF  THE  NAVY. 

A  Bill  to  Promote  ihe   Navy's 
Efficiency. 

Harper's  Weekly:  Tlie  advocates  of 
nav.v  personnel  i-eform  are  alread.v  Ik-- 
ginning  to  talk  of  securing  early  conside- 
r:'.iioii  for  llieir  measure,  and  it  is  to  be 
lioped  that  these  efYorts  will  be  suceess- 
tul.  Theiv  will  be  some  delay,  because 
ihe  session  will  be  he  firsL  of  a  naw  con- 
grcfs.  and  the  house  of  representatives 
•.•ontains  so  man.v  new  mt  n  that  ever.y 
eoiiimitlee  is  likely  to  have  several  mem- 
lii  rs  who  mn^^i  lie"  InslriU'ted  in  old  mat- 
ters. The  bill  must  be  introduced  again, 
and  a  new  inquiry  into  its  merits  will 
doulitiess  be  niaile  by  the  committee  on 
naval  affairs.  Wliatever  bill  may  be  i>re- 
scnted,  however,  ought  to  be  reported  at 
a  eomjianiitively  early  date.  In  the  last 
i'ongi'H:-ss  the  commission  which  devised 
the  scheme  made  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  whole  qutistion  of  rank  and 
liromotion  in  their  relation  to  the  i  f- 
lieieiicy  of  the  service,  so  that  most  of  the 
v,r.:k  is  done  for  the  new  congress. 

The  bill  that  was  the  outcome  of  the 
commission's  work  would  doubtless  have 
been  pasted  by  the  las^t  congress  If  opi>or- 
tunitv  had  been  given  for  consider.! lion. 
The  bill  fell  for  lack  of  time.  It  had 
many  enemies  and  one  unfortunate  feat- 
ure. The  opponents  of  the  rejuvenation  of 
the  nav.v  secured  the  incorixiration  into 
the  viersonnel  V)ill  of  the  old  staff  and  line 
ti^ht,  and  the  conse(|uence  v.as  that  tl\e 
friends  of  the  service  had  for  their  antag- 
onists not  only  the  opponents  of  progress, 
but  the  staff  officers,  who  insisted  that 
the  bill  should  not  pass  because  it  did 
till  m  injustice. 

It  is  t,o  be  hoped  that  the  friends  of  the 
riform  will  omit  this  feature  from  the  new 
neasure.  It  is  not  ncces.'^ary  to  settle 
(piestions  of  relative  rank  and  of  the  pay 
of  staff  oflicers  in  a  bill  for  the  jn-omotion 
of  the  efficiency  of  the  navy.  Indeed,  it 
is  out  of  place  "to  attemiit  such  a  settle- 
niLSit  in  such  a  measure.  It  is  true  that  in 
the  last  bill  the  proposed  changes  in  pay 
were  suggested  in  order  to  make  reor- 
g.inization  as  cheap  as  ixi.sslble,  but  the 
opposition  to  the  bill  in  congre.ss  on  ac- 
count of  a  fev,-  dollars  will  not  begin  to 
equal  that  which  the  staff  of  the  service 
is  able  to  stir  un  when  its  pay  and  rank 
seim  to  be  ass.aikHl.  At  the  most  the  ct>st 
of  reorganization  will  be  small,  it  will  be  a 
diminishing  charge  on  the  treasury,  and 
it  is  btst  to  present  the  new  liill  on  its 
merits. 

The  navy  needs  the  kind  of  reorganiza- 
tion that  was  suggt^isted  in  the  last  meas- 
ure. The  purpose  of  that  bill  was  to  rid 
the  service  of  Its  lumber,  and  to  provide 
fairly  rapid  promotion  for  the  best  of  its 
officers.  As  the  personnel  of  the  navy 
is  cotistituted  today  it  is  as  Inefficient  as 
it  is  iKjRsihle  for  such  a  Ixidy  of  m<  n  to  be. 
The  men  at  Iho  head  are  old,  and  most  of 
them  lost  their  interest  in  naval  progress 
oi  fore  they  reached  flag  rank.  As  much 
can  be  said  of  many  of  the  captains.  The 
consetiuence  is  that  we  have  ships  repre- 
senting the  highest  development  of  the  art 
of  building  warships,  while  most  of  the 
men  were  I'ronght  up  in  wooden  hulls, 
and  are  unable,  by  reason  of  age  and 
li'ibits,  to  learn  to  handle  properly  the 
new  and  complicated  tools  of  their  trade. 
If  the  present  .<?tate  of  things  continues 
we  shall  have  rear-admirals  reaching 
their  grade  within  a  day  or  two  of  retiring 
;;.ge,  while  few  of  our  jiresent  lieutenan'.s 
Will  hold  command  rank  in  any  one  grade 
long  enough  to  enable  them  to  make  a 
cruise.  The  sc-rvlce  has  already  suffered 
from  the  inaptitudes  of  officers  who  have 
onlv  attained  to  responsibilities  when  th«y 
.should  have  long  exercised  command,  and 
after  years  of  sut>ordinatlon  have  unlit- 
t<  d  them  for  it.  If  the  navy  is  to  bo  com- 
manded by  its  l)est  m(>n,  our  officers  must 
reach  the  higher  grades  when  they  are 
voung,  enthusia.-tic  and  full  of  eneruy. 
'ro  compass  this  the  old  men  of  today 
must  step  a=idc.  They  may  think  this 
unjust,  but  they  will  be  care*l  for,  and 
the  real  injustice  Is  felt  now:  it  Is  the  in- 
ju.'.tice  to  the  country  involved  In  the  sys- 
tem which  make-!  the  navy  the  asylum 
for  old  age  and  a  grave  for  youtliful  am- 
bition.

Now  l\v.\t  the  winter  fashions  are  fairly 
launched  for  arK>ther  brief  season,  and 
tlw  varleii  fancies  of  the  dressmakers 
art  apiH»ar  in  rapid  succession,  it  is  a 
g.KKl  time  to  consider  the  reneweii  oppor- 
JunrtMS  for  economics  in  dress  which 
are  so  «isy  to  accwmpUsh  when  f.ushions 
are  fanciful.  The  more  varied  they  are 
the  less  ditlieult  it  is  to  adapt  them  to 
individual  xaate  and  special  needs,  and 
there  are  inany  satisfactorj-  discoveries 
ft>r  thtvse  who  cannot  afford  to  enter  the 
circle  of  the  ultra-fashionable,  and  must 
skin  ai\>und  the  edges  to  gather  ideas 
iinU  glean  suggestions,  says  the  New 
York  Sun. 

The  observing  woman  who  persists  in 
being  in  fashion  in  spite  of  a  limited  in- 
come never  fails  to  discover  her  chances 
for  some  degree  of  style  among  the 
fleeting  fashions  of  the  day.  She  utilizes 
every  scrap  of  ribbon  and  silk.  ever>-  bit 
of  lace  on  her  gowns  and  hats,  and  the 
result  is  a  surj>rising  success,  if  she  is 
aa  adept  in  the  art  of  transformation: 
she  is  wise,  too.  if  she  can  recognize  the 
P(.>int  where  dress  renovation  becomes  an 
extravagance,  for  sometimes  the  garment 
is  not  worth  the  outfciy  of  time  and 
money  required  to  make  it  up  to  date. 

Ever>-  woman  can  dress  elegantly  if 
Phe  has  unlimited  means,  but  evei-j.'  wo- 
man with  money  does  not  dress  in  good 
taste,  and  the  latter  quality  wUl  often 
perve  more  effectually  than  the  money, 
if  it  is  accomplished  by  grace  and  style  of 
rigiire.  so  there  is  something  to  compen- 
sate for  the  lack  of  the  wherewithal  to 
buy  regardless  of  cost.  It  is  the  happy 
metlium  in  dress  which  is  so  difficult  to 
strike,  bc-cause  it  is  hard  to  make  one 
gown  do  the  service  of  three  or  four:  but 
the  woman  who  studies  herself  and  the 
l>ossibilities  of  fashion  with  some  care 
will  make  a  pretty  good  success  of  this 
sort  of  thing. 

Fancy  vests,   wide  revers   and  added 
basques,  yokes  and  wide  collars,  which 
are  such  a  feature  of  fashion  this  season, 
aid  ver>-  materially  in   fixing  over  the 
old    gown.t:.    The   vest   can    be    of     one 
material  and  the  revers  and  basque    of 
anothei-,  so  the  whole  front  of  the  bodice 
is  practically  new.    Very  pretty  vests  are 
made  of     old-fashioned     silk     handker- 
chiefs, with  variegated  palm  leaves  scat- 
tered over  a  red  ground.    They  are  first 
accordion  plaited  and  arranged   with   a 
.«light  pouch  effect,  and  are  verj'  effective 
in  a  dark  blue  gown.    Yokes   of  satin 
covered  with  lace  or  embroidered  with 
beads,  and  yokes  of  velvet  are  Just  as 
fa^ionable  as  ever,  and  they  help  out 
wonderfully  in  making  a  small  bit     of 
material   do  for  a  waist.    Slashing  the 
•waist  and  sleeves  and  inserting  a  con- 
trasting material  is     another     way     of 
eking    out   a   small    quantity.    Four    or 
five  slashes  can  be  made  in  the  sleeves, 
and  Q3  many  in  the  bodice  both  back  and 
front,    and   when   they   are   arranged   V 
shape,  tapering  to  nothing  at  the  waist 
line,   the  effect  is  very  flattering  to  the 
figure.    A  black  crepon  with  insertions 
of  white  .satin,  trimmed  on  all  the  edges 
-with  a  tiny  line  o<f  jet,  is  in  very  good 
style.    The  same  effect  is  given   to  the 
skirt,   which  shows  a  line  of  white  up 
each  seam. 

FUR  WAISTS  FASHIONABLE. 
Fur  waists  are  a  fashionable  fancy 
which  can  be  made  very  useful  if  you 
have  Some  pieces  of  ermine  or  Persian 
lamb.  Small  pieces  of  Persian  lamb  will 
make  the  upper  part  of  a  waist,  which 
can  be  finished  by  a  wide  belt  of  black 
satin  draped  around  in  soft  folds  on  a 
lining  boned  like  the  waist,  fastening  at 
the  back  under  three  fancy  buttons. 
iWith  a  fancy  vest  of  lace  above  the  belt, 
and  fancy  collar  band  and  black  cloth 
sleeves  and  skirt,  the  gown  is  very  stun- 
ning. 

Waists  of  the  new  printed  velvets  and 
Liberty  velveteens  are  made  quite  plain 
and  full,  with  simply  a  collar  band  and 
bow  of  satin  ribbon.     Satin  ribbon  also 
forms  the  belt,  w^hich  is  fastened  by  a 
piTHtty   buckle.     As   such  waists   do  not 
require  an  expert  hand  to  fit  and  make 
them,  they  are  a  very  inexpensive  addi- 
tion to  the  wardrobe  and  can  be  worn 
with    any   skirt.     One   feature   of   these 
waists  is  the  unusual  amount  of  fulness 
gathered  in  at  the  belt.     In  mose  cases 
they  are  cut  with  only  one  seam,  which 
is  under  the  arm.    Dark  shades  of  green, 
brown   and   red  chiffon   made   over  silk 
in  a  lighter  shade  of  the  same  color  are 
used    for    theater   waists.     The   chiffon 
may  be  gathered  or  accordion  plaited,  as 
you   like.     A  wide  collar  of   black  and 
whJte  lace  highly  jetted  makes  a  pretty 
finish. 

An   old   black   crepon   waist    is   made 
quite  dress>'  and  stylldh,  too,  by  a  narrow 
yoke  of  creaim  satin  covered  with  jet  ap- 
plique,  belo^v  wliich   is  some  green  silk 
covered    wfth    shadowy     pink      flowers, 
formed  irito  two  box  plaits  from  the  yoke 
down  to  the  belt,  where  they  meet  at  the 
Iwck,  and  again  in  front,  where  the  silk 
is  gathered,  instead  of  plaited,  to  pouch 
.slightly.    The  waist  is  finished  on  either 
'edge  of  the  silk  with   a  milliner's  t<M. 
The  twist  at  the  bottom  of  the  waist  and 
the    collar    band    and    bows   are    of    the 
jsilk.     This  arrangement  entirely   covers 
the  bodice,  excei't  under  the  arms. 
FLOWERED   SILK    COATS. 
Coata    of    very    Inexpensive    flowered 
silks,   with  wide  velvet   revers  and   full 
lace   vests,   make   pretty  evening  waists 
to  add  to  the  usefulnesB  of  a  black  cre- 
pon or  silk  skirt.    The  bottom  and  revers 
may  be  edged  with  tiny  bands  of  fur. 
Old-fashioned  marten  is  very  pretty,  and 
thf»  fur  trlmmin'gs  this  season  are  used 
so   narrow   that   small   bits   which   h^ve 
never  been  of  any   u.se   before   come   in  1 
very  nicely. 

•  Skirt.^  which  are  not  full  enough;  are 
the  most  perplexing  problems,  but  those 
madf  late  in  the  season  last  win^ter  are 
good  style  now  if  you  take  out  the  hair 
clotSh  up  the  back  and  leave  only  a  ten- 
inrh  facing  of  it  around  the  bottom  and 
gauge  the  fulness  at  the  waist  in  the 
back  Panels  of  velvet  or  satin  are 
sometimes  added  to  give  extra  fulness. 
One  very  frtriking  govn  at  the  horse 
show  had  alternate  gores  of  velvet,  very 
narrow  at  the  top  and  half  a  yard  wide 
at  the  bottom,  set  in  between  the  others 
•of   "^lik.     Satin  of   A  oontrasitrng   shade. 


REDFERN  NOVELTIES. 

A  Great  Variety  of  New  Eve- 
ning Gowns. 

We  shall  be  plunging  more  or  less 
deeply  and  heartily  into  the  festivities 
which  winter  brings  in  Its  train  and 
among  which  dances  play  such  an  im- 
portant part,  s.)  you.  my  readers,  will 
one  and  all  be  interested  to  hear  about 
the  daintv  creations  Messrs.  Retlfern 
have  prepared  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  their  various  patrons.  Among  some  ot 
th^  most  elegant  of  those  I  had  the  good 
luck  to  see.  two  especially  attracted  my 
admiration.  .  , 

The  first  one  this  week  is  an  exceeti- 
inglv  artistic  and  becoming  evening 
gown  composed  of  ivory-white  satin.  The 
skirt  of  this  material  is  fully  gored  and 
delicatelv  braided  in  mixed  gold  and  sil- 
ver cord  starting  from  the  top  of  the 
hip  seam  and  trailing  off  half  way  down 
toward  the  back,  lower  and  lower,  until 
the  two  ends  of  the  spray  meet.  The 
waist  is  made  very  pointed  in  the  front, 
edged  with  braid,  while  the  back  is 
Zcuave  shaped  in  rich  green  velvet 
from  which  the  finest  cream  lace  is  al- 
lowed to  droop  carelessly  all  round. 
Huge  bows  of  the  green  velvet  draped 
with  lace  adorn  the  front,  while  two 
flounces  of  the  lace  drape  the  neck  and 
fall  over  the  enormously  full  sleeves, 
which  are  of  satin,  finished  with  long 
ivory  suede  gloves. 

PRETTY  EVENING   DRESS. 
The  second  leader  is  a  tasteful  even- 
gpwn  of  Viennese  rose  velvet  with   full 
gored  skirt  of  this  delicate  material. 

The  waist  is  made  in  court  style  and 
the  seams  in  front  are  hidden  by  folded 
bretelles  of  pink  velvet  and  a  narr.>w 
waistband  of  the  same  finishes  off  the 
top  of  the  pkirt.  These  folded  bands  are 
cut  on  the  cross  and  spangled  with  Per- 
sian diamond  dewdrops.  which  have  as 
much  brilliancy  as  the  real  gems.  At  the 
neck  is  a  quilling  of  ivory  tulle  with 
similar  dew  drops.  This  lovely  toilette  is 
corflpleted  with  long  suede  gloves  and  a 
fan  in  the  Empire  style,  mounted  on 
mother-of-pearl  sticks.  If  preferred  this 
oredr  of  things  could  be  reversed  and 
the  skirt  made  of  plain  silk  or  satin,  with 
waist  of  chine  velvet,  which  is  so  popu- 
lar just  now.  Any  gown  composed  of 
these  fancy  velvets  should  be  made  in  ex- 
ceedingly simple  style,  for  decorative 
materials  lose  half  their  charm  if 
they  are  aver  trimmed  or  made  with  too 
many  folds  or  draperies. 

For  dressy  gowns  a  great  deal  of  gauze 
and  beaded  nets  are  used  and  there  is  a 
tendency  to  revert  to  diaphanous     ma^ 
terials  for  very  smart  occasions.   A   few 
years  ago  it  would  have  been  considered 
"very  odd  for  a  young  girl  to  go  to  a  ball 
with  a  silk  or  brocade  dress,  but  of  late 
these  materials  have     quite     superseded 
tulle  and  such  youthful  stuffs    and    al- 
though  they  are  more  expensive  in  the 
beginning,  they  are  cheaper  in  the  end. 
because  tulle  can  only  be  worn  once  or 
twice.  Nets  beaded  with  sequins  and  ir- 
idescent drops   are  very   effective   in     a 
ball  room  and     any     fairly     substantial 
net  wil  stand  a  good  deal  of  wear.  Red- 
fern  tells  us  there  is  quite  a  quantity  of 
these  trimmings  in  their  evening  gowns. 
Some  really  delightful   theater  cloaks  I 
saw  at   these  attractive  salons   were   in 
light  shades  of  velvet,  lined  with  quilted 
silk    and    trimmed    with     white     thibet, 
chinchilla   and   ermine.    In    many   pretty 
designs.  One  extra  charming  and  unique 
was  made  of  chine  velvet  lined  with  pink 
silk  and  had  a  monk's  hood  with  ermine 
edges.  An  enormous  velvet  bow  fastened 
the  neck. 


»Jescriptloii.  The  street  skirt  fornix  a 
background  that  set.s  otT  the  gotnls  ami 
makes  it  look  like  u  drtip.'ry.  A  ma- 
terial that  drapes  ])rettily  makes  \>'vy 
often  the  very  worst  dress  goods  in  the 
worKl.  The  draping  must  be  tU)ne  over 
a  petticoat.  Make  the  petticoat  as 
syll.sh  as  you  please,  make  it  Ilki-  a 
white  dri^ss  of  .summer  if  you  like,  but 
always  ch(H>8e  th.*  petticoat  Itself  for 
draping  a  material  upon. 

The  next  way  to  proceed  with  the 
fabrii-  is  to  gather  it  at  tlit-  waist  line 
ami  let  it  fall  full  fr.-nt  and  back.  You 
will  be  surv>ris«»d  at  the  traiist'ornialioii 
in  the  material.  It  will  sointtiiiU'S  h»>U. 
like  long,  slender  ligures,  evtu  if  a  (lot- 
ted giMHls.  adiling  to  the  beight.  M()re 
often,  however,  the  ligun-s  .'itiiei-  spreail 
out  or  becimie  dlstorttnl  in  a  way  tlial 
makes  you  shun  lb»  matiTial  ft)r  a 
dress  skirt,  however  much  you  may 
fancy  it  for  trimming,  or  for  neck  lichii. 
or  even  for  sK-eves  and  i-ollar.  This 
you  I'ould  not  p^isslbly  Imagine  on  look- 
'in«:  at  it  ia  the  shoj). 

Suiting  the  action  quickly  to  the  word, 
the  Frenchman  t<H)k  up  a  dotted  fabri*' 
fivm  the  pile  of  goods  sent  on  ajtproval. 
He  gathered  it  in  (luick  folds  at  front 
and  back  and  turned  the  draped  woman 
around  for  inspection.  It  was  a  i»lack 
ground  with  a  rteur-de-lis  pattern  upon 
It.  "That  is  very  pretty  in  the  back, 
but"— hesitated    the    audience. 

"Rut."  said  the  professor,  "disagree- 
able in  front.  Ladies,  you  have  hit 
ut>on  the  trouble  with  that  fabric  at 
once.  It  is  a  material  that  is  stately 
when  use<l  in  long  folds,  but  hideous 
wh(nii  distorted.  It  is  the  ideal  back  for 
a  gown,  and  with  this  lady's  pennissiom 
1  will  suggest  that  she  has  a  house  dress 
made  of  it.  using  a  plain  front  and  plain 
bodice.  Let  the  fleur-de-lis  material 
be  use<l  for  the  train,  starting  it  from 
the  shoulders  and  holding  it  well  in 
l>lace  with  tiny  ribbons.  Let  the 
j^leeves  have  great,  drooping  folds  of 
the  tteur-de-Ils  and  allow  The  train  to 
ccmie  well  around  the  skirt  towards 
the  front.  So  much  for  the  flnst  lesson 
in  materials." 

And  this  is  the  way  the  class  went  on, 
with  results  so  gratifying  that  the  wo- 
men gowned  them.selves  beautifully  on 
less  than  half  the  sum  »>f  previous  win- 
ters. The  rea.son  for  the  saving  was 
that  all  the  gowns  were  st>  beautifully 
selecteil  that  none  were  "second  best." 
and  the  owner  felt  as  if  she  bad  twic»'  as 
many  hand.some  gowns  as  in  pievious 
sea.sons. 

The  fine  French,  Scotch  and  English 
plaids  are  the  most  difllcult  to  u.se.  They 
require  a  short  figure  and  a  very  thin

twice  around  the  llgure." 

Jacques  made  two  revolutions  with  tlie 
brai<l.  whicli  wcis  a  very  broad,  very 
deep  open-work  silk  an<l  flo^s  combina- 
tion, and  (hew  tin-  matei-i  il  in  at  the 
waist.  Two  more  revolutions  outlined 
a  yoke.

An  interesting  New  York  letter  in  the 
Evening  Wisconsin,  of  Milwaukee,  from 
the  pen  of  Helen  Ward  contains  a  lot 
of  fashionable  gossip  which  cannot  fail 
to  be  interesting.  It  contains  valuable 
Vinta  in  the  following  remarks: 

A  Frenchman,  a  "pupil  of  Mme.  Del- 
sarte"  and  a  student  of  colors  and  fab- 
rics as  now  taught  in  the  schools  of  de- 
sign in  Rome,  has  been  lecturing  to  pri- 
vate classes  in  New  York  upon  fab- 
rics. He  calls  his  class  "The  Fabric 
Class."  and  the  members  of  it  called 
themselves  the  Fabric  Guild.  By  this 
dignified  beginning  the  class  at  once 
raised  itself  from  a  mere  series  of  talks 
to  something  that  permitted  further 
study. 

The  whole  object  of  the  lessons  was  to 
teach  women  how  to  buy  materials  for 
gowns.  Shops  are  crowded  now  with 
pretty  things,  never  finer  were  seen, 
and  these  lessons  were  simply  an  aid 
to  buying  them.  They  were  not  for 
modeling  or  making  over,  but  to  aid  in 
the  selection  of  the  new  fabrics  in  the 
right  colors  and  the  right  weights. 

The  principal  thing  taught  by  the 
fabric  class  is  that  a  woman  should 
never  buy  a  gown  until  she  has  tried 
It  on.  "But  this  Is  for  goods  in  the 
piece."  you  say. 

,Well,  the  same  principle  holds  for 
both  made  and  unmade  garments,  and 
no  woman  should  ever  venture  to  say 
to  a  clerk:  "Cut  me  off  bo  many  yards 
of  this  or  that."  unless  she  has  tried  on 
the  goods  beforehand. 

PRETTY  MODEL. 
As  an  Illustration  of  this  talk  the  wily 
French  Instructor  had  a  woman,  the 
prettiest  one  of  the  assembled  company, 
stand  up  as  a  model  and  have  the 
goods  draped  upon  her.  When  she  had 
been  suHed  with  a  material  he  draped 
another  woman,  this  time  a  stout  one, 
and  then  a  woman  too  lean,  then  one 
too  short,  then  one  too  tall,  and  so 
through  all  the  category  of  extremes, 
until  he  showed  that  his  rule  of  fabrics 
would  work  always  and  could  be  adap- 
ted to  anyone. 

"The  only  way  to  try  on  a  fabric, ' 
said  he,  "is  to  drape  it  upon  yourself." 
This  cannot  be  done  over  a  dark  gown 
nor  over  a  street  or  house  skirt  of  any 


one.  There  are  very  petite  women, 
daintv  little  mites  that  they  are,  of  the 
type  that  try  eternally  to  balanc^  the 
scales  at  100  pounds,  that  can  wear  the 
plaids  well.  They  need  the  padded 
look  which  these  materials  give. 

One  nice  little  woman  of  large  means 
who  has  been  accustomed  to  pay  her 
tailor  $100  for  a  tailor-made  suit,  stuffed 
and  made  into  comfortable  proportions, 
was  amazed  to  get  a  gown  for  $«,  so  far 
as  materials  were  concerned.  "Get  an 
excellent  fitter  and  have  the  dress  made 
at  home,"  advised  the  lecturer.  Then 
he  went  on  to  tell  the  petite  woman 
that  her  proportions  were  perfect  and 
that  It  was  foolish  to  stuff  and  wad 
gowns  into  shapelessness  when  all  she 
needed  was  a  well-fitted  gown  of  proiwjr 
fabric, 

ON  MRS.  KINGDON. 
At  the  portrait  exhibition  there  is  a 
dress  upon  Mrs.  Kingdon,  mother  of 
Mrs.  George  Gould,  that  is  a  marvel 
In  fabric.  It  Is  designed  to  plump  out 
a  too  slender  figure,  and  this  Is  man- 
aged by  choosing  a  dark  velvet  and 
concealing  its  exact  outlines  with  dra- 
peries of  lace.  The  figure  Is  made  full 
and  loses  none  of  its  gracefulness. 

Mrs.  Calvin  S.  llrlce,  a  very  plump 
woman.  Is  just  as  sklllfuly  treated, 
though  in  a  different  way.  For  her, 
Carolus  Duran  discarded  that  everlast- 
ing drapery  In  which  he  envelopes 
everybody,  even  the  duchess  of  Marl- 
borough, and  painted  her  In  a  snug 
gown  buttoned  down  the  back.  It  is 
a  close  princess  shape  without  waist 
line,  and  makes  a  woman  who  Is  too 
big  appear  only  of  ordinary  size.  The 
two  daughters,  who  stand  clasping  the 
neck  of  their  mother,  look  not  a  great 
deal  larger  than  she,  though,  of  course, 
girlish  In  face. 

For  one  of  the  lessons  the  lecturer 
had  a  case  of  the  Jacquard  cloth,  with 
liny  figures,  sent  tfi  the  drawing  room 
of  the  woman  in  whose  house  he  lec- 
tured: "As  everything  for  the  street  is 
dotted  or  striped  or  figured."  said  he 
"we  might  as  well  take  the  bull  by  the 
horns  at  once  and  settle  all  question 
of  adaptability  to  all  figures  in  these 
fabrics." 

Choosing  a  large,  tall  woman,  whose 
dismay  and  disgust  had  been  directed 
towards  the  lacey,  l>ralded  effects  of 
this  season,  he  proceeded  to  fit  her  out 
with  something  becoming. 

"You  see,  1  have  been  .a  window- 
draper,"  laughed  he,  as  he  carried  the 


The  fabric  class  has  decided  that 
dress  goods  are  cheaiier  this  year  than 
last,  because  the  very  expensive  ma- 
terials rarely  come  In  such  figured  and 
patterned  styles,  and  consequently  it 
costs  less  to  get  a  stylish  dress.  But  the 
wcnrten  of  the  fabric  class  also  agree 
that  it  is  as  much   in  the  selection     of

In  the  woolen  mate- 
rials thev  often  appear  in  the  form  oi 
lei.vy  knotted  threads  of  silky  mohair  set

St  vie  this  season,  and  hang  down  loose 
below  Um-  waist  line.

You  women 
who  have  nothing  lo  do  but  buy  and  wear 
the  veils  comiilain  of  the  dots  hurting  your 
eyes,        never       dreaming    that    before    it 
reached   your  veil   case   somebody  else  al- 
most lost  her  si^ht  in  making   it  for  you. 
.\    (4tnuini>  chenille  wears  well  and  looks 
well  as  long  as  it  lasts.     The  imitation  is 
no    good,    although    most    women    cannot 
tell    it   from    the    real.    The   dots    are    ap- 
plied bv  machinery.  The  net  is  spread  over 
a  white  cloth,  and  a  sheet  of  metal  with 
i.oles  in  it.  like  a  collander,  is  laid  over  it; 
then  a  soft  mixture  of  felt  is  run  over  the 
metal,    and    there    is   your  dotted    veil.    It 
dot  s  not  wear,  for  the  dots  fall  off,  leav- 
ing holes,  and  dampness  is  destruction  to 
veiling  dotted   by  this  process.

Clo.sely    dotted    Tuxedo    net 
is    much    used,    as    well    as    the    Brussels 
liiesh.  The  meshes  are  woven  more  close- 
ly   this    season    than    last,    though    they 
I'onie  hi  coarse  and  metlium,  and  the  mosB 
stvli.sh  and  closely  dotted." 

"Some  women  look  simply  dreadful  in 
veils  with  a  close  mesh."  volunteered  the 
cestomer,  as  she  ordered  five  or  six  cut  off 
of  different  pieces  that  took  her  fancy. 

"Uh,  ves,  indeed,"  continued  the  au- 
tlioritv.  ""Now  a  dark  woman  doesn't  look 
at  all"  well  in  a  very  line  mesh.  It  makes 
h<  r  look  darker  and  older,  and  she  should 
always  fancv  veiling  with»a  fancy  coarse 
niesh"  On  the  other  hand,  a  woman  with 
vellow  hair,  fair  skin  and  a  high  color 
looks  conspicuous  in  a  veil  with  a  coarse 
mesh.  She  needs  something  woven  close- 
Iv  lo  tone  her  color  down.  Brussels  net 
with  a  sprav  or  leaf  and  a  lace  border 
woven  in  is  wonderfully  becoming  to  her. 
niown  nets  with  a  white  dot  and  edge 
are  becoming  to  fair  people,  or  those  with 
golden  brown  eyes  and  hair,  but  to  the 
woman  with  pale  cheeks  and  jet  black 
loi-ks,  never. 

"Chiffon  veiling  is  not  much  used  now, 
though  I  can  hardly  understand  why,  for 
women  sav  that  it  is  warm,  and  it  should 
be  a  great  protection  in  cold  weather.  It 
makes  a  prettv  woman  look  mu<-h  pret- 
tier, and.  while  it  may  sound  contradic- 
tor v,  an  uglv  one  uglier.  Let  a  woman 
with  ten  crow's  feet  around  her  eyes  don 
a  black-dotted  chiffon  veil  and  her  best 
woman  friend  will  declare  she  has  twenty 
There  are  so  manv  ways  of  wearing  a  veil 
to  make  it  either  very  becoming  or  very 
unbecoming.  The  woman  hasn't  lieen  born 
yet  prfttv  enough  to  look  well  with  a 
piece  of  iiet  stretched  tightly  across  ht  v 
face  and  Venus  herself  would  liave  looke  1 
ugU-  with  a  black  chenille  dot  adornin?; 
the"  end  of  her  nose.  The  style  of  letting

the  i)oard  i.s  to  the  »  flVot  that  the  exami- 
luiitiou  of  the  miswioii  stations  has  l)een 
linished  and  that  tlie  committee  is  giving 
the  linal  .sittings  prejaratory  to  a  return 
to  this  country.  The  start  from  Japan  will 
prolittl>ly  l>e  mude  within  two  or  thrtn- 
weeks.  It  Is  not  cU>ar  yet  what  the  resuir 
of  tile  trip  will  be,  but  dlreitious  have 
been  received  by  Rev.  John  H.  DeForest 
to  return  to  his  tielil  of  work  and  he  will 
start  in  two  weeks,  leuving  his  familv  in 
this  i-ounitry.

His  case  is  more 
complicated  on  account  of  the  strong  de- 
sire of  the  Japanese  to  have  the  manage- 
ment in  their  hands  wholly  of  the  hospital 
iHMinected  with  the  Doshisiha  at  TVkio 
whieli  was  establisheil  by  Dr.   Berry. 


The  indnstriul  ileveloprnent  of  Japan, 
says  Dr.  Deforest,  has  i).>e.n  remarkable! 
When  he  wt'.ni  to  O.saka  there  were  only 
two  tu.ll  eliLnuieys  to  t»e  seen  in  the  entln^ 
cil,\-.  and  those  had  been  recently  erected 
by  loielgn  ente.rprlse.  But  now  the  old 
central  iiortion  is  entirely  surrounded  by 
a  linie  of  tall  chimneys  where  many 
kinds  of  manufacturing  are  being  carried 
on.  The  Japaiie.se  all  over  the  country 
are  Caking  up  these  enterprises  rapidly, 
mid  are  now  supplying  European  and 
American  markets.  It  is  verv  likely  that 
our  toothbrushes  come  from  t)fluka. 
Some  of  them  have  Huropetm  marks  upon 
iliern  to  conceal  the  real  plai-e  of  their 
maiiiit'ai'ture,  while  ociiers  have  '•Osaka" 
in  Japant«e  characters,  which,  of  course, 
will  not  be  recognized  by   .\merican  biiv- 

ers.

forward  into  international  prominence 
and  with  the  establishment  of  many  man- 
iifaotiirlng  enterprises,  hs»  occurred  a

opeiiliiK  of  the  emi>ir-  to  outside  nations 
the  i^opulation  ha.-<  gained  fron)  :{ii,U)»».(itNi 
to  over  ♦•,ftim,imi).  or  much  more  than  in 
.iny  other  equal  i>erio<l.  Dr.  DeF'orest  says 
tliat  this  is  due  mainly  lo  the  vast  im- 
provement In  caring  for  human  life,  es- 
l>ecially  in  the  trejitment  of  little  children. 
F'ornierly  they  were  carried  off  liy  thou- 
siLiids  yt'arly  by  .smalU>ox  wnich  was  (X)n- 
staiitly  prevalent  among  the  people.  The 
inttxxluciion  of  vaccination  an<l  of  l)etter 
mulital  science  has  saved  millions  of  lives 
whiiti  would  otherwise  have  been  lost. 
Ttie  practice  of  infanticide  has  l>een  mate- 
rially checked,  but  the  chief  cause  of  the 
gain  is  in  better  medical  treatment.  The 
.lapanese  are  very  suljject  to  consumption 
and  the  tendency  to  the  disease  Is  in- 
crease<l  by  their  habit  of  sitting  Uf>on  the 
tl(->or  with  the  .shoulders  crouched  over.  .««o 
that   the  lungs  are  much  contracted. 

In  contrast  with  Japan.  China  lies  as 
an  immen.>»e  iirwrganized  mass,  and  would 
'Ioiil>tIess  be  carve<l  up  among  the  great 
lUiropean  powers  if  it  were  not  for  their 
mutual  Jealous.v.  Yet  there  are  qualities 
of  the  Chinese  nature  which  are  srtrong 
and  valuable.  The  people  are  i)o«sesse<l 
of  much  more  |K>sitivenesa  of  character 
than  the  people  of  India  who  have  been 
l)rought  under  the  rule  of  Kngland.  Dr. 
DeKorest  believes  that  it  is  a  critical 
epoch  for  China,  ami  that  it  is  possil)le 
for  her  to  take  .such  a  start  in  civilization 
as  will  make  her  one  of  the  great  niitlotinl 
factors   of    the   world.

Board.

Probably  Drowned. 


Was  on  the  Way  to  Duluth 

From   the   Wrecking 

Expedition. 


L'Anse,  Mich.,  Dec.  9.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  tug  Pearl  R.  Camp- 
bell, with  her  crew,  was  lost  about 
twenty,  miles  off  Huron  island  on  Sat- 
urday morning-.  No  particulars  have 
been  received.  The  Campbell  is  of  22 
tons  burden,  and  was  owned  by  Capt. 
B.  B.  Inman,  of  Duluth.  She  had  late- 
ly been  employed  in  the  effort  to  re- 
lease the  stranded  schooners  Moonlight 
and  Kent  at  Marquette,  and  was  prob- 
ably on  her  way  home  to  Duluth  when 
she  was  lost. 

The  news  was  brought  to  L'Anse  by 
the  tug  W.  B.  Castle,  which  is  now 
weather  bound  here,  and  Capt.  Rattray 
at  once  sent  a  telegram  to  Capt.  In- 
man at  Duluth,  notifying  him  of  the 
Campbell's  lo«s.  Capt.  Rattray  has  not 
secured  any  particulars,  but  it  is  sup- 
posed that  owing  to  the  heavy  storm 
which  prevailed  all  ion  board  the  Camp- 
bell were  lost.  Huron  Island  is  about 
forty-five  miles  from  Marquette,  whence 
the  tug  started  on  Saturday  morning 
for  Duluth. 

Capt.  'William  McGillivray  was  in 
command  of  the  Campbell.  He  was 
formerly  captain  of  the  Pathfinder  and 
was  unmarried.  Capt.  John  Lloyd 
was  the  mate;  George  McCort  was  first 
engineer  and  Fred  England  was  second 
engineer.  All  were  residents  of  Du- 
luth. Two  firemen  and  a  cot)k  wert>  also 
on  board.  They)  shipped  at  Duluth  just 
before  the  tugs  started  on  the  wrecking 
expedition  and  their  names  are  not 
known.  The  tug  v.-as  valued  at  about 
$.oOOO  and  had  an  A2  rating.  There  is 
no  insurance  on  her. 


THE  BULGARIA'S  EXPERIENCE. 

Bayfield,  Wis.,  Dec.  9.— The  steamer 
Bulgaria  arrived  here  Saturday  morn- 
ing, loaded  with  flax  from  Duluth  to 
Chicago.  The  Bulgaria  wa.'i  driven  in 
by  the  storm.  The  lighthouses  on  the 
islands  were  closed  down  a  couple  of 
days  ago,  and  the  Bulgaria  had  a  hard 
time  of  it.  It  is  very  dangerous  navi- 
gating. The  Bulgaria  tried  for  twenty- 
four  hours  to  effect  an  entrance  through 
the  Ice.  She  got  as  far  as  Pike's  bay. 
but  could  not  get  as  far  as  Washburn, 
and  she  returned  here  Saturday  after- 
noon and  will  discharge  her  cargo. 

Later — The  Bulgaria  did  not  dis- 
charge her  cargo  here  but  made  another 
attempt  to  get  through  the  lee,  which 
proved  successful,  and  she  proceeded 
on  her  way  to  the  Sault, 


THICK  ICE  IN  MUD  LAKE. 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Mich.,  Dec.  !).— 
(Special  to  The  Herald.) — The  mercury 
reached  10  below  Saturday,  night.  The 
steamer  Aurora  and  her  consort,  the 
Aunania,  departed  .down  yesterday 
morning  accompanie<l  by  the  tug  Mer- 
rick to  assist  them  through  the  ice  in 
Mud  lake,  if  nece-ssary.  Boats  up  Sat- 
urday reported  the  ice  five  inches  in 
thickness  hut  the  freeze  Saturday 
night  must  have  strengthened  it.  The 
wind  last  night  was  southeast  and 
light  with  the  mercury  5  above  zero. 


LAKE   ERIE   CLEAR. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  Dec.  !).— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Reports  from  Lake  Erie 
today  say  that  the  passage  is  nearly 
clear  of  ice.  There  is  considerable  ice 
four  and  five  Inches  thick  on  Lake  St. 
Clair,  and  boats  are  having  .eome  diffi- 
culty in  getting  through.  The  weather 
is  warm  and  no  ice  is  now   making. 

IRON  ORE  SHIPMENTS.

ABANDONED  AGAIN. 
Capt.  B.  B.  Inman  has  abandoned 
his  second  attempt  to  release  the  schoon- 
ers Moonlight  and  H.  A.  Kent  from 
Chocolay  beach  near  Marquette.  This 
makes  the  fourth  time  that  wrecking 
expeditions  have  failed  in  the  attempt 
to  rescue  the  vessels.  Capt.  Inman  en- 
tered upon  his  second  venture  with 
perfect  confidence  of  success.  But  on 
Friday,  after  having  completed  the 
channels  and  sent  the  tug  W.  B.  Castle 
to  Marquette  for  a  heavy  hawser  for 
pulling  punx)ses,  he  disctivered  that  un- 
derneath the  sand  where  the  schooners 
rested  was  a  layer  of  tough  clay  inter- 
mixed with  gravel.  Besides  sand  had 
worthed  in  behind  the  tugs  Campbell 
and  Corona  so  as  to  nearly  imprison 
them  also.  This  convinced  him  that 
the  schooners  could  not  be  released  in 
the  manner  he  had  designed  and  he 
immediately  abandoned  the  job.  Thus 
far  about  $10,000  has  been  expended 
fruitlessly  upon  the  Moonlight  and 
Kent.  The  next  move  of  the  under- 
writers will  no  doubt  be  to  sell  them 
where  they  lie  if  a  purcha.ser  can  be 
found,   which   is  extremely   doubtful.

OCEAN  STEAMER  LOST. 


First  Caught  Fire  Then  Found- 
ered Near  Scotland. 

Leith,  Scotland,  Dec.  9.— The  British 
steamer  Principia,  Capt.  Stannant,  from 
Shields.  Nov.  1.3.  via  Dundee,  Nov.  16,  for 
New  York,  took  fire  in  the  forchold  when 
about  forty   miles   north   of  Cape    Wrath, 

on  fhe  northwestern  extremity  of  Scot- 
land. She  ran  for  one  of  the  Faroe 
islands,  struck  a  rock  and  went  down 
with  iier  whole  crew,  only  one,  Henry 
Andres,  Ijoing  saved.  He  was  taken  from 
the  water  after  having  been  clinging  to 
wreckage  for  eighteen  hours.  A  passen- 
gen    named  Jackson   was  ai.so  <lrowTied. 

The  boat  was  a  lirigantine  rigged  screw 
st»^amer,  built  at  New  Castle,  Kng.,  1881. 
She  was  owned  by  the  Arrow  ShippinK 
company,  and  registered  1780  net  and  2749 
gross  tons.

Begins  to  Show  Signs  of 

Weakening. 


Meanwhile   He    Talks    and 

Acts    Like    a    Very 

Crazy  Man. 


Likens  Blixt  to  Trilby  and 

Compares  Himself  With 

Svengall. 


Minneapolis,  Dec.  9. — Those  'Well  post- 
ed believe  that  Harry  Hayward  will 
see  the  thing  through,  but  at  the  same 
time  there  were  Indications  last  even- 
ing that  he  was  w-eakening  and  break- 
ing down.  He  did  not  have  the  com- 
mand of  his  tongue  that  he  generally 
has,  and  at  Itiltei-vals  he  was  more  reas- 
onable in  his  expressions,  though  it  was" 
seldom  that  he  lost  his  malignant  dis- 
position so  much  as  to  discuss  his  sit- 
uation seriously.  In  a  certain  sense  he 
was  violent  last  night  and  cut  up  such 
antics  that  one  of  the  guards  stated 
that  he  believed  if  Harry  grew  any 
worse  he   would   have  to   put   him   in 

straps,  it  wouldn't  be  safe  for  them  to 
stay  with  him  otherwise. 

In  one  of  his  talks  with  the  sheriff 
yesterday  Hayward  said:  Now,  sher- 
iff, when  you  let  me  drop,  of  course  I 
will  hang  for  a  few  minutes,  then  I 
suppose  you  will  cut  me  down  and  car- 
ry me  over  to  the  morgue.  My  mouth 
will  be  crooked,  like  this  (indicating 
a  misplaced  lower  jaw)  and  there  will 
be  other  parts  to  fix,  like  my  limbs. 
Now  I  tell  you:  You  know  that  Jesus 
Christ  arose,  didn't  he?  Well,  when  I 
am  carried  to  the  morgue  I  Intend  to 
kick  the  top  off  my  coffin  and  get  up. 
If  I  do  that  what  will  you  do?" 

"Well,  Harrj^,"  said  the  official,  "1 
will  not  do  a  thing.  You  can  have  your 
liberty  and  I  will  give  you  a  ticket  to 
Europe  and  say  take  care  of  yourself." 

"Good  boy,"  shouted  Hayward  with 
a  loud  laugh.  "Say  boys,  let's  give 
three  cheers  for  the  sheriff,"  and  the  old 
jail  rang  with  the  shouts  of  the  prison- 
ers. 

Another  feature  of  the  conversation 
was  the  referen^'e ; of  Harry  to  Blixt: 
"Of  course  you  ha'  i  ' V  ad  of  Svengali," 
he  asked.  ,Thj^  ,->..,  '  assured  him  he 
had  and  had  seen  tne  play  a  few  weeks 
ago. 

"Well,"  continued  Hayward,"  you 
knnv.'  then  how  Svengali  hypnotized 
Trilby.  When  he  dies  she  cannot  sing 
a  bit.  I  suppose  that  will  be  the  case 
with  Blixt  and  me.  Let  me  see.  What 
time  are  you  going  to  hang  me?  About 
4  o'clock?  IThen*  at  4  o'clfx-k  that  morn- 
ing Mr.  Claus  Blixt  will  wake  up  in 
Stillwatf  r  and  find  he  is  rid  of  the  spell 
I  have  thrown  over  him.  He  will  then 
wonder,  I  sui>pose.  what  he  is  doing 
there.  Eh,  what  do  you  think?  Poor 
old  Blixt." 

The  murderer  po.s.itively  declines  to 
allow  a  minifrter  to  see  him.  He  said 
to  the  sheriff:  "The  reason  1  called  for 
Adry  was  to  frighten  him.  He  came 
here  crying  and  he  knows  what  I  think 
of  him.  My  blood  is  uport  him,  and  I 
will  haunt  him  as  long  as  he  lives.  He 
can't  get   away   from   me." 

Toward,  midnight  Harry  showed  sigrns 
of  weakening  and  Dr.  Purtan  remained 
with  the  murderer  all  night.  John  Day 
Smith  called  at  the  jail  and  had  a 
lengthy  c<mversatioin  with  Hayward. 
It  was  understood  to  be  in  reference  to 
the  proposed  book  which  the  murderer 
expects  to  publish.

STAY  OF  EXECUTION  ASKED. 

Minneapolis,  Dec.  9. — John  Day  Smith, 
who  was  associate  counsel  for  Harry 
Hayward  in  the  trial,  forwarded  to 
Governor  Clough  this  morning  a  fast 
appeal.  The  attorney  asserts  strongly 
his  belief  that  Hayward  is  insane  and 
that  it  would  be  a  crime  to  hang  him. 
He  asks  the  governor  to  stay  the  execu- 
tion until  he  can  appoint  a  commission 
to  look  into  the  prisoner's  condition. 
There  is  little  likelihood  that  the  request 
will  be  granted. 

Hayward  passed  a  wild  night  of  it.

o'clock  this  morning  he  got  up  from  his 
pallet  and  shouted  to  his  death  watch 
that  Jesus  Christ  was  in  one  corner  of 
his  cell  and  Satan  in  the  other.  He 
raved  frightfully  and  declared  that  he 
was  afraid  of  neither.  Then  he  began 
to  throw  imaginary  intruders  out  of  his 
cell.  It  was  daylight  before  he  quieted 
down. 

This  morning  he  declared  that  he 
would  write  a  history  of  the  past  ten 
years  of  his  life,  telling  everything 
without  reserve.  His  cousin.  Ernest 
Goodsell.  would  arrive  today  from  Chi- 
cago, he  said,  to  take  charge  of  the 
publication.  He  would  dictate  the  mat- 
ter to  someone  tomorrow.

Word  was  received  at  police  headquar- 
ters .shortly  after  3  o'clock  this  afternoon 
that  the  dead  body  of  a  man  had  been 
found  on  a  road  near  Hunter's  Park.

A  MURDER  STORY.

New  York,  Dec.  9. — Discrepancies  be- 
tween the  facts  and  the  stories  told  by 
John  Quinn's  wife,  in  Chicago,  regard- 
ing the  murder  of  Alfred  Olsea  in 
Bnxjklyn,  cause  the  police  of  the  latter 
city  to  question  the  veracity  of  the 
Quinn  woman.  John  F.  McGreal.  whom 
Mrs.  Quinn  accused  of  complicity  with 

her  husband  in  the  murder  of  Olsen. 
is.  however,  held  as  a  suspicious  per- 
son. The  murder  was  committed  five 
(instead  of  two)  years  ago,  and  instead 
of  the  victim  being  liralned  he  was  shot" 
from  ambu.sh  as  he  was  walking  in 
the  country  near  Blythebourne,  a  su- 
burb of  Brooklyn. 

No  motive  for  the  murder  could  be 
discovered,  and  the  perpetrators  have 
hitherto  escaped  detection.  McGreal 
says  he  knew  Quinn,  who  was  a  plas- 
terer, but  denies  that  there  was  any 
friendship  between  them.  He  had  been 
directed  to  discharge  Quinn  by  their 
employer  in  1890  and  had  not  seen  him 
or  heard  of  him  since  that  time.

a  Lenjithy  Addresson  the 

Labor  Problems. 


.\ew  York,  Dec.  9.— Between  400  and 

'A»)  delegates  were  assenibled   in    .M.adi- 
st>n  Stiuare  Garden  this  morning  at  the 
opening  of  the  fifteenth  annual  conven- 
tion  of     the    .Vmerican      Federation    of 
Labor.     All  the  leading  trades  and  in- 
dustries of  the  United  States,   Canada 
and    Mexico    were    represented    on    the 
floor  by  accredited  delegates,    it  was  an 
assemblage   of  Intellectual  representa- 
tives of  the  brawn  and  muscle  of  a  con- 
tinent anil  one  tliat  impressed  itself  on 
the   large  audionce  that    filled    the  gal- 
leries.   Promptly  at  10  oclocli  Piesident 
McHride.  Secretary  McCraith,  cx-Presi- 
dent   Samuel   Gompers,   Vice   President 
P.    J.    McGuire.    Thomas    J.    Elderkin. 
secretary    of     the     National    Seamen's 
union,   and   a   number  of     other     men 
I)rominent   in   the  ranks  of  the   federa- 
tit'U   mounted  the  platform.     Their  ap- 
pearance was  the  signal  for  uproarious 
applause,  the  delegates  rising  and  con- 
tinuing their  enthusiastic  greetings  for 
several  minutes.     After  quiet  had  been 
restored    welcomes    were    expressed    in 
behalf  of  the  local   labor  organization;- 
of  New  York  city,  to  which  appropriate 
responses  were  made  by  I'resident  .Mc- 
Hride  and     several   of     the     delegates.

About  D'C.  '.rr  it  will  he  the  farthest  east 
from  the  sun  at  a  distance  of  about  thir- 
teen  doKTees.

'  Stin,  passing  eight  degrees  to  the  north  ora 
Jan.  11,  when  it  again  will  become  a  morn- 
ing object.  It  is  now  situate<l  in  the  eas.t- 
ern  part  of  the  constellation  Libra  in  the 
right  a.scension  fifteen  hours  and  twenty- 
one  minutes,  and  south  det'lination. 

A  pliotograph  was  taken  this  morning 
by  A.  L.  Colton.  and  it  shows  the  tail  to 
be  composf-fl  of  one  long  streamer  and 
several  short  ones.  The  principal  .streamer 
is  much  curve^l  and  bent  and  shows  slgna 
of  condensation  similar  to  the  phenom- 
ena which  have  been  photographed  in 
.several  of  the  brighter  comets  of  recent 
years.

The  wickedness 
af  the  bond  'deal  was  exposed  by  the  syn- 
dicate advancing  gold  to  the  government 
ane  day  to  incre.ase  the  reserve,  and  th<> 
next  day  decreasing  the  re.serve  by  hand- 
'ng  in;  national  securities  and  getting  gold 
for  them,  and  with  this  gold   purchasing 
new  bonds  having  a  long  lease  of  life.  The 
''^astern  bankers,   if  permitted,   will  con- 
Mnue  draining  th?  gold  reserve  until  new 
bonds  replace  the  old  ones  and  an  inter- 
est bearing  indebtedness  has  been  again 
established    and    the   life  of   the  natie.na' 
banks  prolonged  beyond  the  present  gen- 
eration of  men.     The  bankers  are  not  in 
busine*!S  for  their  health,  and  they  do  not 
care  what  misery  they  plunge  the  country 
'nto.    how    embarrasse<1    the    govemmeji: 
becomes,  or  how   heavily    the  people   ai.- 
taxed  so  long  as  their  profits  aic  assured: 
and   why  should   they'.'     They  are  not   t  > 
blame.      It    is    humiliating,    however,    to 
think,  at'  the  close  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury   that  a    nitional   administration    can 
be  found  supine  enough,  or  corrupt  cnougli 
to  permit   the  government   to  be  held   up 
ind  plundered,  as  ours  has  been  jilundered 
-luring  the  la?t  year  and  a  half.     In  the 
earlier  days  of   this  government,   when 
statesmen    and     not     pcditicians      were 
guiding    the    ship    of   state,    the    bank;- 
were    subordinate    to    the    government, 
but    today    the    government    is      at    the 
mercy    of   the   banks,    and   the   bankers 
dictate  our  system  of  finance  and  laugh 
at    the    protests    of    the    people    against 
the  tyranny  of  their  rule.

We     cannot 
close   our   eves    and    thus    conceal      the 
glaring   effects    in     our      governmental 
treatment   of  industrial   labor,   nor  will 
we    be    jiermitted    to   mui-h    longer   neg- 
lect   our  dtilv  to    the   people's   interests,

THE  STATE  FEDERATION. 

The  Labor  Delegates  in  Session 
at  Winona. 

Winona.  Minn..  Dec.  9. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  state  convention  of 
the  Federation  of  Labor  opened  at  11 
o'clock,  with  President  Cobb  in  the 
chair.  In  the  absence  of  the  mayor.  W. 
J.  Birmingham,  president  of  the"  Kt^tail 
Clerks  union,  of  Winona,  welcimed  the 
delt-gates  to  th'^  city.  During  the  cf>l- 
lection  of  the  credentials.  Hon.  W.  W. 
Erwin.  of  St.  Paul,  was  introduced  and 
said  that  he  was  too  young  a  meml>er 
of  organized  labor  to  say  very  much. 
He  beli'^'ved.  however,  that  the  labor  or- 
ganizations would  become  the  forum 
from  which  all  the  great  questions 
which  are  now  staring  mankind  in  the 
face  would  bo  remedied.  Governments 
have  been  founded  for  the  past  100 
years  for  the  ptirpu.'se  of  war  and 
rapine.  So  far  as  we  know  there  have 
never  been  any  atten.pts  made  to  found 
any  institutions  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting peace.  -Mr.  Erwin  proceeded  to 
gi\e  an  tliKiuent  address  on  the 
judiciousness  of  the  establishment  ot 
societies  for  tho  advancement  of  civili- 
zation. 

.Mr.  Garaghty  wa.s  called  upon  an  i 
spok<»  briefly.  Mr.  McAulay.  of  St. 
Cloud,  was  also  introduced  and  spoke 
from  an  organizational  point  of  view, 
and  believed  that  the  working  peojile 
of  this  country  had  more  to  expect  from 
organization  than  legislation.  Several 
other  delegates  also  spoke  briefly.  There 
were  fifty  delegates  present,  among 
them  three  ladies.  Mrs.  Aikin.  of  Du- 
luth. representing  the  Trades  assembly; 
Miss  Pinkerson  and  Miss  Healy.  of  the 
St.  Paul  Garment  Workers'  union. 

Mr.  Murray  made  a  suggestion  that  a 
committee  from  the  state  federation 
remain  iti  Winona  and  assist  in  the  or- 
ganizati<m  of  unions  in  Winona.  The 
fidlowing  is  a  list  of  the  delegates  in 
attendance  at  the  convention  as  re- 
turned by  the  committee  on  creden- 
tials:

the.  bills  introduced  in  the  senate  was 
one  by  Mr.  VcK>rhees  granting  a  pen- 
sion of  $20()  per  month  to  the  widow  of 
the  late  secreUry  of  state.  Gen.  W.  <j. 
Gresham. 

The  PopulLst  senators  have  changed 
their  former  decision  concerning  the 
organization  of  the  senate,  and  have 
now  agreed  among  themselves  to  in- 
terpose no  otjjection.s  to  the  Republi- 
cans taking  control.

The  St.  Paul  tllobe  on  Sat  unlay  at- 
tempted editorially  tu  ridicule  Mr. 
nines'  method  of  building  a  railroad 
tutm  the  Red  River  valley  to  Duluth. 
It  is  not  likely,  however,  that  the  Da- 
k<"ita  and  Minnesota  farmers  who  are 
Hiixiiuis  to  get  a  sln>rt  line  to  Duluth 
and  thus  obtain  relief  from  the  high 
rates  now  asked  for  carrying  their  pro- 
ducts to  this  market  will  be  dissuaded 
by  reason  of  the  tllohe's  ridicule  from 
going  ahead  with  the  project  which 
ni>w  arouses  their  enthusiastic  supiH)rt. 
or  that  Mr.  llines  will  be  Injured  In 
their  estimation  in  the  slightest  degree 
by  the  tllobe's  sneering  references  to 
him  as  a  "promoter"  and  its  unjusti- 
tlable  Insinuation  that  he  Is  pushing 
the  enterprise  to  obtain  rich  financial 
retuiJis  for  himself. 

The  Olobe  expresses  doubt  as  to  the 
success  of  the  plans  to  build  the  mad 
and  as  to  the  freight  rates  being  re- 
duced should  the  road  be  built.  Of 
course  all  this  is  said  with  a  view  of 
discouraging  the  brave  and  patriotic 
men  who  are  bending  their  energies  to 
push  the  enterprise  ahead  and  to  secure 
the  building  of  the  road  next  summer 
In  order  to  move  the  next  wheat  crop 
to  the  Duluth  elevators.  It  is  said  with 
a  view  of  pleasing  the  Globe's  friends 
among  tlie  managers  of  the  existing 
railroails  who  do  not  look  with  a  kindly 
eye  upon  the  Hlnes  project  and  are  al- 
ready fearful  of  Its  results  on  their  own 
tratflc  to  and  from  the  wheat  country. 
They  know  well  that  a  road  construct- 
ed upon  the  plans  laid  out  by  Mr. 
Hincs  can  make  rates  with  whi<;h  they 
cannot  compete  and  earn  enough  to 
pay  interest  on  their  watered  stock. 
The  capitalization  and  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  the  Hines  road  will  be  so 
small  that  very  much  reduced  freight 
rates  can  be  established  and  yet  the 
road  will  earn  sufficient  to  pay  all  its 
fixed  charges  and  have  a  handsome 
surplus.  The  fact  that  the  opening  of 
the  direct  rail  route  between  Duluth 
and  the  West  will  give  this  city  an  ad- 
vantage not  now  possessed  in  compet- 
ing with  the  Twin  City  wholesalers  for 
the  trade  of  that  region  may  also  have 
something  to  do  with  the  Globe's  ex- 
pressions regarding  Mr.  Hines  and  his 
project. 

But  the  Hines  road  will  be  built,  de- 
spite the  Globe  and  the  Twin  City  rail- 
roads, and  its  completion  will  give  the 
Red  River  farmers  reduced  freight 
rates  on  their  wheat  and  other  pro- 
ducts. The  business  men  of  Duluth 
have  carefully  investigated  the  pro- 
ject. They  believe  in  its  feasibility  and 
are  satisfied  that  it  will  be  carried  out. 
So  firm  is  their  faith  that  they  have  de- 
cided to  subscribe  J.'iOOO  in  cash  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  surveying  and  grading 
this  winter.  This  amount  is  to  be  given 
outright   to  aid   the   project,   and   if   it 


leVy.  but  will  study  the  question  him- 
self so  as  to  vote  intelligently.  If  this 
method  had  been  pursued  when  the  tax 
levy  was  fixed,  perhaps  the  library 
would  have  been  more  liberally  treated 
and  the  West  End  branch  could  have 
been  retained.  The  council  places  too 
much  faith  In  committee  reports.  A 
little  more  Independent  thinking  and 
acting  would  be  ln-nclUial.

IMPORTANT  DECISION. 

The  interstate  commerce  commission 
has  made  an  important  decision,  that 
is  far-reaching-  in  its  effect,  in  the  casef. 
against  the  Rock  Island  and  the  Great 
Northern  railiv)ads.  The  complaints 
against  these  two  roads  charged  them 
with  discriminations  in  freight  rates 
between  Sioux  City.  Sioux  Falls  and 
Duluth.  They  set  up  the  defense  that 
their  traffic  arrangements  made  the 
i»ads  practically  one  line.  This  mado 
the  contention  hinge  upon  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"line,"  as  applied  to  routes  for  freight. 

The  decision  of  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission  is  that  the  wxrird 
means  a  physical  line,  and  not  a  mere 
business  arrangement.  Under  the  pro- 
vision of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause 
of  the  interstate  commerce  lav,',  this 
prohibits  railroads  from  charging  small- 
er rates  for  freight  over  a  line  formed 
byi  the  connection  of  several  roads  than 
are  charged  in  the  case  of  like  tralfic. 
under  similar  conditions.  In  the  same 
direction,  over  any  of  the  constitu<»nt 
roads  of  a  combined  line.  In  making 
this  d€K.ision  the  commission  declares 
that  the  interstate  commerce  law  wa.s 
not  intendwl  to  regulate  trade  by  en- 
abling railroads  to  put  themselves  on 
even  terms  with  rivals. 

"The  decision,"  says  the  Evening 
Wisconsin  of  Milwaukee,  'is  one  of  the 
most  important  that  ha.s  been  made 
since  the  enactment  of  the  interstate 
commerce  law.  It  reaches  the  great 
trunk  lines  which  were  constituted  by 
traffic  agreements,  and  prohibits  them 
from  charging  le.ss  for  freight  carried 
over  the  combined  lines  than  any  of 
the  roads  in  the  system  charges  for  the 
transportation  of  freight  over  Us  own 
line.  This  will  necessarily  cause  a 
radkial  rf-vislon  of  freight  traffic,  or  a 
general  aband'mment  of  trunk  line 
iLgreements."

The  School  Board   Deferred 
Action    on    the    Citizen- 
ship Resolution. 


William  M.  .\braham.'4on  was  electe"! 
to  the  presidency  of  the  Independent 
Hebrew  Political  club  at  a  meeting  heM 
yesterrlay  afternoon  in  Odd  Fellows 
hall,  and  a  new  factor  has  made  its  ap- 
pearance in  local  politics.  For  some 
time  the  influential  Hebrews  have  felt 
the  nee<J  of  a  string  organization  for 
independent  political  action  and  from 
that  feeling  was  born  the  Independent 
Hebrew  Political  club.  ^ 

There  were  about  :i5<)  in  the  hall  at 
:5  o'clock  when  Hyman  Yoaefowitz 
called  the  meeting  to  onler.  Isaai- 
Abrahamson  v.as  unanimously  el^-cted 
to  the  chair  and  Mr.  Yosefowitz  acted 
as  temporarj-  secretai^. 

Louis  Pavian,  a  prominent  St.  Paul 
business  man,  was  introduced  by  W.  M. 
.\braham.Hon  and  made  a  short  address 
urging  the  necessity  of  independent  po- 
litical   organization    by    the    Hebrew^. 

Oscar  Tankenoff.  al.-:o  of  St.  Paul, 
spoke  Ijriefly  in  his  native  language 
an<l  wa.s  greeted  with  applause.  He 
was  followetl  by  M.  Calmentwin  and  M. 
Shapira.  M.  Zalk  an<l  Judge  LouLs  Finn, 
of  Ashland,  who  made  a  vigivrous  ad- 
dress. 

Xt  the  concltiaion  of  Judge  Finn's  re- 
marks there  were  loud  calls  for  W.  M. 
.Vhrahcun.son  and  in  response  h'^  sai<l: 
'I  am  glad  to  see  such  a  g'Wid  tuimout 
at  our  first  meeting.  I  am  an  .Vmeri- 
can.  bom  in  this  country,  but  I  am 
proud  to  say  I  belong  to  the  Polish 
Jews.  The  (dub  which  we  have  met  to 
form  toflay  will  represent  one  of 
strength,  help  us  to  do  away  with  ex- 
istirg  wrongs  and  .show  the  public  that 
we  are  worthy  of  full  respect  and  that 
one  or  two  .selif  appointed  leaders  do  not 
caiTy  our  vr)tes.  our  independence  and 
our  manhoo<l  in  th'dr  vest  poctkets.  " 
{PERMANENT  «jRG.\NIZATION. 

Then  a  permanent  organization  was 
effected  under  the  name  of  the  Ir.ic.'"- 
pendent  Hebrew  Political  club,  ajd 
everyone  present  signet!  the  member- 
ship roll.  William  M.  Abrahams'^  was 
elected  president,  Isaiaic  Abraham.son. 
who  was  also  nominated,  tleclining 
with  the  remark  that  a  gf)od  tree  brings 
forth  gO(i<l  fruit  and  there  could  be  no 
objection  to  his  withdrawal  in  favor  of 
his   son.     The  election   w.as   unanimous.

'>rganizarioii:  William  M.  .Vbrahamson. 
president:  M.  Zalk,  first  vice  president; 
.Moses  Polin.sky.  second  vice  president:

After  a  c».)llection  f)f  dues  an  adjourn- 
ment was  taken  subject  to  the  call  of 
the  president.

DEFERRED   ACTION. 


Hugo's  Citizenship   Resolution 
Discussed  at  Length. 

At  t.he  school  board  meeting  on  Sat- 
urday evening  T.  W.  Hugo's  reaolutii>n 
requiring  all  employes  of  the  boanl  to 
be  American  citizens  or  to  have-  de- 
clarefl  their  intention  t  j  become  Ameri- 
can citizens  was  dLscussed  quite  warm- 
ly. The  opinions  of  the  directors  dif- 
fered considerably  and  there  was  no 
unanimity.  Mr.  Hugo  .said  he  had  of- 
ferefl  the  resolution  not  in  a  spirit  of 
jingoism  but  because  he  believed  that 
the  people  who  drew  salaries  from  pub- 
lic positions  .should  be  willing  to  as- 
sume thf-  responsibilities  of  citizenship. 
H*^  did  not  thiak  any  hardship  could 
result  froni  this. 

Directi>r  Brearley  was  willing  to  go 
Mr.  Hugo  one  better  and  want'^l  em- 
ployes to  be  full  citizens.  Director 
Crosby  w^as  of  the  opinion  that  fitness 
shi>uld  be  the  only  qualification.  The 
board  w  >uld  naturally  prefer  Ameri- 
cans but  such  a  requirement  would 
hamper  it  »3metimes,  especially  when 
teachers  of  foreign  languages  were  to 
b»»  employed. 

Director  Pearson  t<x)k  the  same  view 
and  askfeij  if  the  past  actions  of  the 
board  indicate<l  that  .such  a  resolution 
is  neetied.  DirecU)r  Paine  thought  it 
might  do  ti>  apply  the  teat  to  common 
labor  but  did  n<r/t  thi*ik  that  the  Ameri- 
cans have  a  mon<jpoly  on  all  things 
e-lucatiioaal.  On  the  contrary'  he  thought 
there  is  much  we  can  learn.  Director 
Myers  favored   the   res<dtition. 

Two  m<*mbers  were  absent.  Directors 
Cobb  and  Milne,  an'i  as  an  expression 
from  the  full  board  was  desired  the 
matter  was  deferred. 

.\    W.\TER    CLAIM. 

The  West  Duluth  Light  and  Water 
compan.v  has  a  claim  against  the  board 
for  water  us<'d  in  the  West  Duluth 
.^•h'K)ls  in.  the  past  eight  or  nine  years 
and  recently\  put  a  meter  in  ore  of  the 
schools.  Direetor  Pearsi>n  called  atten- 
tion to  the  matter.  The  claim  is  said 
to  b«»  a  large  one.  Jl'OO,  and  perhaps 
double  that  amount.  It  seems,  accord- 
ing to  the  cf)mpany's  charter,  that  it 
shall  provide  water  free  of  charge  for 
all  s<'h<^>l  buildings  in  West  Duluth 
upon  applicatiirm  of  the  .scho»d  superin- 
tendent. The  conapany  claims  the  ap- 
plication was  never  made  and  that  it 
is  therefore  not  oblix'^d  to  furnish  it 
free. 

Th«»  board  did  not  know  whether  it 
would  be  best  to  make  the  application 
nifW  as  it  might  be  an  acknowledge- 
m-nt  that  the  company's  claim  is  legal. 
Aerion  was  deferre<l.
